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EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Tue pleasure expressed by Emile Zola at being 
attacked by Tennyson in Locksley Hall, furnishes 
a new example of the difficulty of fighting im- 
morality in fiction. Too often the very means 
intended by social reformers to crush an evil, 
gives it new vitality and a stronger and longer 
lease of life. The knowledge of this fact ever 
hampers the rightminded critic in protesting 
against what, to his eyes, is evil in literature. He 
knows that the scathing words of condemnation, 
with which he longs to review some new work of 
the dirt-hunting naturalist school, and the daring 
analysis of the subtle poison in phase and sugges- 
tion, with which he would show its seamy side to 
the world, would defeat his own ends. It would 
make the book, talked off and debated upon, gene- 
ral interest and curiosity would be aroused, and 
the work would be in demand. Man has not yet 
conquered his perverse nature, that wants what- 
ever he is told he should not baye, and whose 
desire for it increases when it is withheld. It is 
a form of advertising that the shrewd author 
readily appreciates. The first step in making 
anything popular is to have it constantly spoken 
of and discussed, whether favorable or otherwise. 

It is doubtful whether King Solomon’s Mines 
clever and well-written though it were, would have 
made any success, had the author not been fortu- 
nite enough to be made the subject of some bitter 
charges of plagiarism, which, with the correspon- 
dence of his friends and enemies, served to keep 
the book well before the public mind. A certain 
burlesque on one of Shakespeare’s plays, publish- 
ed within the past few years made no success un- 
til a noted Shakespearian scholar deemed his alle- 
giance to the immortal bard required his condem- 
nation of this parodic version. He accordingly 
showered his most caustic phrases on it, made it 
talked of, aud its success was assured. It is this 
that makes actresses lose their diamonds, public 
characters affect strange habit and odd dress, 
authors recommend Pear’s soap, singers appear 
wicked when they are not, all for advertising. 
The writer of any work in poetry or prose, that 
the critic boldly attacks on the ground of immor- 
ality, speedily assumes an attitude of persecuted 
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innocence and gathers round his or her banner, a 
force of fanatical defenders of ‘‘free speech and 
liberality of view,” who protest against “the 
squeamishness of critics who are afraid of seeing 
life shown up as it is.” 

That Tennyson deemed Zola’s novels worthy 
even of his condemnation, will among a certain 
class give them a solidity and substance they nev- 
er before have had. Thus is the work of the re- 
former made doubly difficult. It can best be 
fought by the development of a healthy tone of 
feeling, by careful reading and training with the 
individual, that public sentiment will kill such 
books and they will cease to be because no one 
would purchase them. This would be indeed a 
great stride toward human perfection. 


Tuar deep sympathetic knowledge of human na- 
ture possessed by the world’s greatest dramatists 
and novelists is the clew to much of their power 
and genius. It is a recognition of the multiplex 
springs of action in the human heart and their de- 
pendence on outward circumstances. Character, 
to these masters, is a delicate harp susceptible to 
the slightest vibration in the surrounding ether, 
every chord giving forth a different sound at each 
point of touching. To many of the lesser authors 
man is but a music-box, set to one key and made 
to play one tune under all circumstances, They 
paint their characters from head to foot in 
one solid color, If he be a villain, every act, 
thought or word must be villainous, and no kind- 
ness or touch of human goodness must destroy 
the even tenor of his wickedness. The noble 
characters of these minor writers are too noble, 
their excess of goodness is given them at the ex- 
pense of their humanity. They never do wrong. 
never bend the least before terrible trials, never 
for a moment relax their statuesque coldness and 
provoking superiority. The most awful tempta- 
tions bound off harmless from these superlatively 
good creatures like bullets aimed at spirits in the 
old English ghost stories, It is so easy for them 
to do right, so much a matter of habit, that we do 
not give them any credit for it, but feel if 
they would only favor us by doing something 
a little wrong we could readily sympathize with 
them and like them ever so much better, How 
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different would a character in the same position 
be treated by an author who understands human 
nature, The temptation would be overcome, not 
because it would have no force, but because 
its power would be crushed by a manhood that, 
keenly knowing its real meaning, bas strength to 
fight it down. We watch his struggle, sympa- 
thize with him, and joy with him in his triumph, 
The highest virtue and honor is not that which is 
never tempted, but that by which every tempta- 
tion is vanquished, Such characters are strongly 
human in being susceptible to trial, but more 
than human in overcoming it. These are the 
ideals that make us stronger, and nobler and bet- 
ter for our reading. The picturesque desolation 
of the awful examples and the radiance of the 
shining models of some authors alike fail, be- 
cause they are not natural and life-like. 


Many novels that have been great successes as 
far as mere popularity is concerned, have been 
read because of the fascinating glamour of wealth 
and sensation they throw over their characters. 
They say they are taken from life; yes, so far 
from life as to have all likeliness to life destroyed. 
Tho author gives to her hero, a gay heartless 
scamp. a most magnificent home; she furnishes it 
throughout in an exquisite style and regardless of 
_ price as if she had carte blanche from the Bank 
of England, and an occasional French word in her 
description givesit a piquant tone. ‘‘ The tass- 
elated floor of Hubert’s room is partly covered by 
a magnificent Turkish rug that would pay the 
ransom of a king. In careless confusion around 
the chambre were thrown articles of vertu whose 
«costly bizarrerie befitted more properly the bow- 
doir of some Indian princess. The recherché 
taste of the owner was shown in the oval omulu 
tables, buhl chairs, exquisite cabinets inlaid with 
real gems, rosewood bookcases lined with crimson 
velvet bearing a weight of priceless Elzivirs, ebony 
stands, Byzantine pictures. Bohemian vases, 
Persian bijouterie, and the other tributes of a 
faultless selection, From the cathedral-like 
dome swung a golden censer from some Hindu 
Temple, its eternal perfume pervading the 
room with a celestial fragrance.” The gay hero en- 
ters the room with a step that reveals a life- 
time of refinement and shows at a glance 
his collegiate education. He is cold and 
cynical, handsome and unscrupulous. He has 
seen the world and found it a bore. Noth- 
ing to live for but pleasure, and his pleasure must 
be satisfied at any cost. This common, selfish, 
worthless man is placed so that the calcium-light 
effects from his surroundings, will fall upon his 
character, idealize its vulgar outlines and trans- 
form him into a gilded hero to suit the furniture. 
Through this unhealthy tinted atmosphere. the 
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author perverts the reason of a hasty reader and 
transmutes every evil quality into a noble one, sel- 
fishness becomes a sign of aristocracy, imperti- 
nence, wit; infidelity, liberality of thought ; dis- 
sipation, gentlemanly good-fellowship and so 
every sin is gracefully erased and a mild virtue 
written in its place. So his career runs on till a 
moral ending requires his awakening to the knowl- 
edge that he has done some rather impolite things 
in life and that he should repent. This he does 
in the usual melo-dramatic way, feeling very sorry 
for the effect of all his misdeeds, An honest man 
who may have done wrong regrets the act, a 
cowardly man the result of the act. This differ- 
ence between contrition and attrition is a section 
of theology these novelists have not studied. 

Let us have more genuine novels and less of 
these tinsel affairs false to every principle of liter- 
ature and art. They lead only to distorted ideas 
of human life that prove stumbling blocks to the 
very class that can least afford to read them. 


THE most charming biographies are those that 
picture to us the life and character of their sub- 
ject, through his thoughts and feelings, his im- 
pressions, his views on vital subjects, his standards 
of judging, his tastes and his ideas. 

Those letters in our intimate correspondence 
that we most enjoy and treasure are not those 
that tell us what happens to our friend, what he 
does and sees, but what he thinks of it, that have 
a lasting value, because a perusal of them brings 
his characteristics ever before us. He writes us he 
has read this book, seen that play, or heard a 
certain opera. This is a mere incident that fell 
to his lot among a thousand others. What he 
thinks of that book, play, or opera represents him 
and becomes to us a part of his nature and 
character. 

It is theaggregate of these qualities of heart and 
mind that make the man, and it is the knowledge 
of them that enables us to properly enliven the 
dry dust of fact and incident of biography, and 
bring him before us as an individual, This is of 
course secondary to the account of his doings his 
fortunes and his contact with those around him, 
It is in this union of the internal and external life 
of man that makes biography perfect. Rarely is 
it possible to obtain this two-fold view, but the 
value of biographies increases as they approach it. 
The world’s greatest heroes have been wronged 
and misjudged, exalted and abused by their bio- 
graphers, merely because the latter judged by re- 
sults alone. Fair judgment requires that the acts 
of a man be compared with his motives, we must 
view them from his honest idea of right and 
wrong in order to see if he were consistent with 
himself. Was Cromwell prompted by personal 
ambition, in assuming the protectorate of Eng- 
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land? His biographers differ widely on this point 
for the varied interpretations placed on his acts, 
each present them in a different light. It is often a 
difficult and hazardous task to attempt to judge 
the motive from the act. Opposite causes in 
physical science often produce like results. The 
sensation caused by placing the hand on a frosted 
iron bar is very similar to that caused by a red-hot 
one. So itis in mental science, as man is at one 
time silent because he has nothing to say, and at 
another because he has so much. Man, too, is 
sometimes better than his speech and sometimes 
worse. He may preach and honestly feel a high 
morality he has not strength enough to carry out ; 
or he may live a life of nobleness and truth veiled 
and disguised under an appearance of cynicism. 

The best biographies teach us sympathetic, 
kindly judgment of the doings of our fellow-man, 
In the words of Amiel, ‘‘In all chief matters of 
life we are alone, and our true history is scarcely 
ever deciphered by others. The chief part of the 
drama is a monologue or rather an intimate debate 
between God, our conscience, aud ourselves. 
What is most precious in us never shows itself, 
never finds an issue even in the closest intimacy.” 


Literary criticism to be true, mustjudge a book 
as a whole and not by any one part. The strength 
of a bridge is estimated by its weakest point, of a 
chain by its lightest link, of a physique by its 
vulnerable point, as the heel of Achillies repre- 
sented the maximum of his exemption from dan- 
ger. Not so in literary criticism; here the deci- 
sion rests with the average quality, the medium 
between the passages of highest merit and those 
of most trivial worth, or rather it is the prepon- 
derating quality that gives character to the book. 

Much injustice is done to authors by taking cer- 
tain words or phrases and isolating them from the 
context as if they were representative of it and 
then coldly analyzing these sequestered sentences, 
Such a course of piecemeal criticism would make 
the work of the grandest masters of speech the 
world has ever known seem poor and meaningless. 
It would be like analyzing the beauty of the fairy 
combinations in a kaleidoscope by an examination 
of each seperate piece of colored glass, or the 
power of some great painting by cutting it into 
inch-square sections. 

But literary work is not of an even texture and 
cannot be submitted to the analysis its beauty if 
it have any is its variableness, the turning and 
changing of the thought as it follows the writer’s 
moods and fancies. Every detail in a novel should 
be considered as a part of the complete work; and 
the value of the whole judged from the aggregate, 
the relation of the seperate parts to each other 
never from single scenes or incidents.

HIGHER EDUCATION. 


A university, properly understood, is the home 
of the arts and sciences. It exists to teach them, 
and it equally exists to promote them. In the 
English universities, the culture and discipline of 
the student has been the almost exclusive aim. 
To speak of ‘‘ culture” as the aim of college and 
university life is to throw a mere phase at the 
head of the public. Culture can never be a con- 
scious end to a man without unmanning him, 
Still more must it emasculate a university where 
it isachieved, after all, by not more than one in five 
hundred. And when we do find it in its suprem- 
est and most precious form, we cannot say we like 
it. Itis always narrow, and must, from the psy- 
chological nature of the case, be egotistical. That 
indeed, is a poor result of the highest education— 
a man who thinks himself supreme or precious, 
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and who spends his life in turning pretty phrases, 
when not engaged in admiration of his own exclu- 
sive intellectual possessions. 

Such a man admires even his own college, only 
in so far as it contains himself. Style and form 
are excellent things, but they never yet existed 
in perfection, except when there was an ardent 
soul, a fiery enthusiasm, a great human purpose 
behind them. Mr. Edward Kirkpatrick, in his 
book on the universities, well says: ‘‘An institu- 
tion which stakes its whole power and credit in 
society, upon refinement and intelligence, not 
evinced in any one particular form of efficiency, 
will inevitably disappear more and more from con- 
nection with a world of flesh and blood into a kin- 
dred cloud-land of unrealties and abstractions.” 
Indeed, may we not truly say, that it is our rela- 
tion to the concrete life of humanity, that gives, 
not merely substance and stability, but also stim- 
ulus and inspiration to all thought of much value? 
Ttis this that breathes into abstract pursuits a 
living soul, and animates the worker to renewed 
efforts.

Coming from a race of day dreamers, Ayrault 
hhad inherited an unusual faculty of dreaming also 
by night ; and, like all persons having an especial 
gift, he perhaps over-estimated its importance. 
He easily convinced himself that no exertion of 
the intellect during wakeful hours, can, for an in- 
stant, be compared with that we employ in dreams, 
The finest brain-structures of Shakespeare or 
Dante, he reasoned, are yet but such stuff as 
dreams are made of, and the stupidist rustic, the 
most untrained mind will sometimes have, could 
they be written out, visions that surpass those of 
these masters. From the dog that hunts in 
dreams, up to Coleridge dreaming ‘‘ Kubla Khan,” 
and interrupted by the man of business from Por- 
lock, every sentient, or even half-sentient being 
reaches its height of imaginative action in dreams, 
In these alone, Ayrault reasoned, do we grasp 
something beyond ourselves ; every other func- 
tion is self-limited, but who can set a limit to his 
vision ? Of all forms of the Inner Light, they af- 
ford the very inmost; in these is fulfilled the early 
maxim of Friends,—that a man never rises so high 
as when he knows not where he is going. On 
waking, indeed, we cannot even tell where we 
have just been. Probably the very utmost wealth 
of our remembered dreams, is but a shred and 
fragment of those whose memory we cannot grasp. 

But Ayrault had been vexed, like all others, by 
the utter incongruity of successive dreams. This

sublime navigation still waited, like that of the 
balloon voyages, for a rudder. Dreams, he 
reasoned plainly try to connect themselves. We 
all have the frequent experience of half-recog- 
nizing new situations or even whole trains of 
ideas. We have seen this view before, reached 
this point; struck in some way the exquisite 
chord of memory. When half aroused, or some- 
times even after clear consciousness, we seem to 
draw a half drowned image of association from 
the deep waters of the mind; then another, 
then another, until dreaming seems inseparably 
entangled with waking, Again over nightly 
dreams, we have at least a certain amount of neg- 
ative control, sufficient to bring them to an end. 
Ayrault had long since discovered and proved to 
himself the fact, insisted upon by Currie and Mac- 
nish, that a nightmare can be banished by com- 
pelling one’s self toremember it is unreal, Again 
and again, during sleep, had he cast himself from 
towers, dropped from balloons, fallen into the 
sea,—and all unscathed, This way of ending an 
unpleasant dream was but a negative power in- 
deed, but it was a substantial one; it implied the 
existence of some completer authority. If we can 
stop motion, we can surely originate it.

His life, as Schopenhauer 
has it, is a fight for existence with the certainty 
of defeat in the end, and even when his existence 
is assured, there comes a struggle with a shadowy 
burden, an effort to kill time, and a vain attempt 
to escape ennui. 

Nor is ennui a minor eyil. It is not every one 
Schopenhauer 
could, it is true ; but in so doing he noted that its 
ravages depicted on the human councenance an 
expression of absolute despair, and made beings 
who love each other as little as men do, seek 
eagerly the society of each other. In this way, 
between effort and attainment, the life of man rolls 
on. The wish is in its nature pain, and satistfac- 
tion soon begets satiety. No matter what 
fortune may have done, no matter what a man 
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may be or what he may possess, pain can never 
be avoided. Efforts to banish it effect, if suc- 
cessful, only achange of form. It may appear as 
want or care for the maintenance of life. If 
this preoccupation be removed, back it comes 
again in the mask of love, jealousy, hatred or am- 
bition ; and if it gain entrance through none of 
these avatars, it comes as simple boredom, against 
which we strive as best we may. Even in this 
latter case, if we get the upper hand, we shall 
hardly do so, Schopenhaner says, without letting 
pain in again in one of its earlier forms. And 
then the dance begins afresh ; for life, like a 
pendulum, swings ever backward and forward 
between pain and ennui.

EQUALITY OF MAN. 


Plato, More, Campanella, Owen, Babeuf and 
Cabet, and the pure Communists of America to- 
day, are all agreed, in their fundamental princi- 
ples, which are the following: %rst.—All men 
arsequal. Second.—All men have equal require- 
ments. Zhird.—All men have a right to an equal 
share of external goods. Not one of these propo- 
sitions is true. And yet there is an appearance of 
truth about them, which is extremely misleading 
to a man of Democratic tendencies. A true state- 
ment of the facts, upon which democratic institu- 


tions may be based, is, perhaps, the following :— 

First.—All men are brothers. Second.—AlL 
men require the necessaries of life. Third.—AlL 
men have a right to reward, according to merit. 
The former represents the theory of Communism, 
the latter represents the facts of human life. and 
the true theory of democracy. Only in one sense 
can it be said that ‘‘all men are equal.” We are 
equal before God. The divine love makes us 
equal in His presence. It was the mystery of love 
which made the elder son and the prodigal equal ; 
although they were equal in no other respect. In 
our churches and cathedrals we celebrate this. 
equality when we kneel down to prayers, queen 
and subject, master and servant, rich and poor 
alike. We are equal in our worship of God, and 
the day is not far distant when we shall as clearly 
realize the equal importance of each man’s being 
able to do his duty on earth, which is also one of 
the lessons of true Democracy. 

Men upon earth have an equal right of prayer 
and petition ; an equal right of worship, we are 
equals in our manner of birth, equals in the fact 
that we are all mortal, and we have reason to be- 
lieve that we are loved equally by God. 

But this is the end of our equality. Brothers. 
we are undoubtedly ; but brothers are not neces- 
sarily equals except in the sense that they have an 
equal regard for each other. When we consider 
the facts of moral life, intellectual life, and physi- 
cal life, we find at once that we are no longer 
equal, but dependent one upon another. No one 
can visit a college and see the professor of one of 
the sciences delivering his lecture to forty students, 
and continue to believe in equality ; how can one 
instruct another where there is intellectual equal— 
ity? No one can enter an ordinary household, 
and observe the varying degrees of deference: 
shown to the parents, the eldest son, and the 
youngest child, and ponder these things, and then 
continue to believe in equality of physique, or in-- 
tellect, or morals. This assertion concerning 
equality, therefore, is a statement of a spiritual 
principle—the highest and noblest kind of truth 
—a statement, however, which is untrue every- 
where except in its own sphere. 

But in its own sphere it is true, and is wniver-- 


sally accepted as truth : life is an equally sacred 


gift because it is the gift of God ; equally sacred, 
whether it be the life of a woman cast aside, or 
the life of an industrious farmer. It may not be 


pleaded in extenuation of the crime of murder that. 


the victim was a ‘‘worthless” person. Why? 
There are worthless people upon the earth—as 
we reckon worth. We instinctively feel that none 
can be worthless, but that all are equal in the: 
sight of Infinite Love.—Herperr V. Mruns,

ORIGIN OF THE OPERA. 


Monteverde the real founder of opera in some- 
thing like its present form, produced a number of 
works at Venice until the fame of the Venetian 
operas spread throughout Italy. From Italy the 
new entertainment was introduced into France 
where it is generally believed to have been natur- 
alized by the Italian scullion and violinist, Lulli, 
though the honor may be justly claimed for Car- 
dinal Mazarin or Mazarini. Remembering Car- 
dinal Manning’s dictum that theatrical entertain- 
ments ‘‘from the Italian opera to the penny gaff 
form one long devil’s chain,” it is interesting to 
know that opera was deliberately invented in 
Italy by a Pope surrounded by Cardinals, while 
the first opera brought out in France in the 
French language, Akbar King of Mogul, was the 
work of an Abbé, Mailly by name, who like Wag- 
ner and the Italian composer, Boito, of the 
present day wrote both the words and music of 
his operas. The second French opera, on the 
subject of Ariadne, was composed by Cambert, 
the musician, who was afterwards driven from 
France by the intrigues of Lulli and came to 
England where he produced his Ariadne in 
English. Cambert was not the first musician who 
brought out operas in England, but he was the 
first who produced operas and directed operatic 
representations continuously. 


Music is no longer an unknown language. In- 
deed, the simple fact of a drama being performed 
in music widens its sphere of intelligibility, and 
places it within the comprehension of persons of 
various countries speaking various tongues. It is 
the most cosmopolitan entertainment ever in- 
vented, and for that reason admirably suited to 
the wants of the age. Singers frequently do their 


best to render it more unintelligible than it need 
be, and librettists often give them powerful aid 
towards that end by furnishing them with words 
which it is nearly impossible to sing. An opera, 
however, may be perfectly intelligible as to its 
general meaning without the words being heard 
at all. Indeed, those who are over-careful as to 
the precise signification of the words of an opera 
do not as a rule care for the music. They are 
like those lovers of pictures who think more 
of the subject or story of a picture than of its 
presentment and general execution.

HALF-TRUTHS. 


There is an affection called hemiopia, in which 
the patient can only discern a part or the half of 
an object. He may see a man walking withoat 
head and shoulders ; or with the upper portion of 
his frame hovering in the air, but no lower limbs 
to sustain it; or with a trunk like a mutilated 
statue ; or with a body which has only a single 
eye, half a nose, half a chin—appearing, in fact, 
to be sliced down the centre, as if the one moiety 
were not only divorced from the other, but abso- 
lutely annihilated. Dr. Wollaston was twice 


attacked in this manner, and states that he could ,+ ~~ 


see but half of an individual whom he met, and 
that on attempting to read the name of Johnson 
over a door, he saw only son. There is a mental 
hemiopia. The men who are affected by it are 
never able to see the whole of any question. 
They are often emphatic in stating precisely that 
which they do see, because their vision respecting 
that is clear enough. These enunciations of 
theirs constitute the ‘‘ half-truths’ which we so 
constantly meet with in society, in books, and in 
legislation. Men who are affected with mental 
hemiopia are, as an almost universal rule, quite 
unconscious of the fact. The great difficulty in 
making them aware of it arises from a strong hall 
lucination which accompanies the disease and 
assures the sufferer that he is exceptionally strong 
and perfect in his mental vision. People affected 
in this way will often declare that they have dis- 
covered, and can proclaim, ‘‘the whole truth of 
God,” the fact being that they have barely seen 
half of it. Mental hemiopia is either chronic or 
acute. The former is incurable. The latter will 
yield to judicious treatment and the removal of 
the proximate and exciting cause, which is usually 
passion, avarice, bigotry, love, or jealousy.—From 
Scientific Illustrations and Symbols.

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LITERARY OPINIONS. 


Matthew Arnold’s style is probably the most 
lucid, the least embarrased by anything false or 
foreign, of that of any writer living. His page is 
as clear as science and as vital and flexible as 
poetry. Indeed he affords a notable instance of 
the cool impartial scientific spirit wedded to or 
working through the finest poetic delicacy and 
sensibility. 

Unless one is naturally more or less both of a 
religious and of a_ poetic turn, the writings 
of such men as Emerson and Carlyle are mainly 
lost upon him. Two-thirds ofthe force of these 
writers at least, is directed into these chan- 
nels. It is the quality of their genius rather than 
the scope and push of their minds, that endears 
tous They quicken the conscience and stimulate 
the character as well as correct the taste. 


Whitman opens the doors and opens them wide. 
He pours a flood of human sympathy which sets 
the whole world afloat. He is a great human- 
izing power. ‘There is no other personality in 
literature that gives me such a breadth and mag- 
nitude in the purely human and personal quali- 
ties. His poems are dominated by a sense of a 
living, breathing man as no other pems are. To 
put a great personality in poetry is to establish a 
living fountain of power where the jaded and ex- 
hausted race can refresh and renew itself. 


I cannot read Robert Browning, except here 
and there a short poem. The sheer mechanical 
effort of reading him, of leaping and dodging, and 
turning sharp corners to overtake his meaning, is 
too much for me. It makes my mental bones 
ache. It is not that he is subtle and profound, 
for he is less in both these respects than Shakes- 
peare, but that he is so abrupt and elliptical, and 
plays such fantastic tricks with syntax. His 
verse is like a springless wagon on a rough road.

Itis not health, but disease ; it is not in- 
spiration, but a moral flux. * * * * Words, 
words, words ! and all struck with the leprosy of 
alliteration. Such poetry would turn my blood

EDITORIAL NOTES 


When the census reporis give in exact figures 
the number of the population over a certain age 
that can read, they merely refer to those who have 
mastered the mystery of the twenty-six elements 
of literature, and can pronounce words formed 
from those letters. This is merely reading words. 
Suppose this census reporter were to wander 
with his lead pencil and his statistic pad into the 
ranks of educated people, how many would he 
find that understand reading in its highest sense ? 
the possibilities of communion with great minds, 
the reading of ideas. A college professor, who 
wished to urge his students to careful reading, 
used to say, ‘‘Gentlemen, you cannot read, you 
will not read, for you do not know how.” 

Omnivorous novel readers, who rush through a 
novel to see why Madeline’s father relented, to dis- 
cover the reason of the mysterious light in the 
castle turret, or the awful reality of the Gypsy’s 
curse on fair-haired Percy, donottruly read. This 
is not reading, itis only gulping plots. 

The boy who absorbs six dime-novels in the 
course of the week, and dreams of ‘‘charging on 
the red-skin fiends with his band of trusty scouts, 
and killing the leader with an unerring bullet 
from his ‘Old Reliable,’ is not a reader. This 
is not reading, it is merely collecting materials for 
nightmare. 

He who peruses philosophy with a nut-cracker 
in his hand to crack quibbles, when he has no 
knowledge even of general laws, he who, by super- 


ficial glances over Darwin, sums up his theory as . 


a chase up the genealogical tree for a monkey, he 
who pores over Shakespeare merely because he 
has been foolishly led into joining a dramatic 
society, whose benefits he cannot appreciate—these 
are not readers. 

The secret of true reading, is reading with 
thought, an earnest desire to fully appreciate the 
author, to get from him every item of good that 
his writings contain, every hint, suggestion, 
theory or thought that may open the narrowest 
avenue for enlarged mental scope. When read in 
this spirit, even those much maligned dime-novels 
teach a lesson in showing the false ideals of life 


current in them, the mock sentimental tints 
thrown over the Indian, and the advisability of 
speedily eliminating such readings from the liter- 
ary repertoire of our boys. 

No book is utterly worthless, though it is true 
very many run so close to it that it is only a phil- 
osophic charity that can see seeds of worth in 
them. To a great mind, every thought, every 
act and word leads to something broader and 
nobler, as all rivers seek the ocean. Amiel found 
a yellow cat on his stairs, took it to his room, 
placed it on a chair, and thoughts suggested by 
that prosaic enemy to rodents, gradually drew his 
reflection to the principles of Buddhism. Mar- 
vellous transition:! How many minds find it easier 
to work the other way, from Buddhism, cat- 
wards.

The genii in the Arabian Nights had tiny nut- 
shells, from which they could draw rich dresses 
of silk, and costly shawls, rare jewels and fragrant 
odors to fillaroom. The words of certain authors 
have this expansive power. In a single telling 
phrase of two or three words is focussed the result 
of a lifetime’s philosophy, a condensed, yet pow- 
erful biography, the essence of the wisdom of cen- 
turies. Through sucha phrase we see a wide, 
broad field of thought and speculation, as we see 
miles of landscape through a pin-hole. That 
simple term ‘‘hand-conscience,” may serve as an 
illustrative type. When we ponder over it, possi- 
bilities for a long, deep lecture on physiognomy, 
character, crime and motives and their relations 
to each other are suggested tous. Its virtue is not 
so much in what it says, as in whatit makes the 
reader ‘think. It is not fine writing, it is not 
mechanical, it is merely the crystallization of 
clearly defined ideas. Minor writers are not cap- 
able of this Liebig’s extract of thought. An epi- 
gram is brilliant and striking, but of less depth, 
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reminding one of the piff of atoy pistol. The 
effect is transitory. We are always conscious that 
the author of it knows he has said a clever thing, 
and we feel he is mentally congratulating himself 
upon it, as he says it. The mechanism shows too 
plainly, like the bones in a skeleton. Many 
writers who have nothiug to say try the perilous 
experiment of explaining it in an aphoristic com- 
pressed form, often succeeding in making it quite 
plain in a word or two. 


‘* Thy five wits cleanfailedthe to render aright 
A poem read once and no more.”

What poem had Browning in mind when he 
caused Fust to use these words in his recent, 
Parleyings with ancient personages? Perhaps 
it was some deep poetic puzzle of the psycholog- 
ical school! Yet it may only have been intended 
as a side thrust at those persons who are courage- 
ous enough to say they cannot understand Brown- 
ing himself. 

It should not be necessary to read a poem half 
a dozen times before the words gather themselves 
together into an idea that the finite mind can 
grasp. The average reader of to-day with his 
extended range of literary study and observation, 
his increased familiarity with the opinions and 
impressions of the world’s greatest thinkers, and 
his own ready appreciation for, or sympathy with 
the ideas of others should not have to quarry out 
the meaning of another, like diamonds in a mine. 
He should not be required to sift the whole hay- 
stack to find the hidden needle. Poetry is not, 
or at least it should not be, an ingeniously worded 
conundrum for which the reader must find an 
answer. The poet, if he has some thought that 
would make the world better, truer or nobler, 
should not throw it into a sea of words, like the 
King’s goblet, to be obtained only by him who 
dares to dive for it. 

True poetry should make perfect sense at the 
first careful reading; the grand central idea, the 
story itself should then be revealed, later perusals 
serving only to bring minor hidden beauties, 
delicate and suggestive, more strongly to the sur- 
face. In nature, the first glance of the eye at a 
midsummer scene shows us its beauty as a whole, 
a continued look brings into prominence the 
grandeur of the single incidents—some distant 
mountain-peak with its airy halo of shadow cast 
by a passing cloud, a diamond-like thread of 
water flowing gently like perspiration over the 
pald head of some grim old rock, or the sudden 
shimmering of the sunlit bushes caused by the 
frightened movement of bird or rabbit. The 
words, whether of poet or philosopher, it has 
been said, expand for whatever we wish to put into 
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them ; every reading suggesting deeper render- 
ings that brings us nearer and nearer to the hear 
of the author, as we reach the innermost secret 
of some exquisite rose by gently removing first 
the outer leaves, then those next nearest, then 
closer, each bringing us nearer to the flower’s 
heart. It is thus that true poetry unfolds itself, 
for it cannot be hammered out like gold foil. 
Logical dissection of phrases and sentences never 
brings one into communion with the poet; it 
merely explains the bare meaning of his words.

The true artist is quick to pick out in any land- 
scape those phases which most strongly suggest 
the scene itself, those that seem to develop and 
make realistic other parts, minor yet essential. 
Those writers who tramp round nature with a 
microscope in one hand and a pen in the other, 
miss more than they gain. They are mathemat- 
ically correct, but they lose the spirit of their 
work. We know how many bricks in the ledge 
over the door-way, but we do not recognize the 
place. The right spring in the imagination is not 
touched by the description, the atmosphere, the 
vital force of the scene is absent. Miss Murfree, 
in her picture of a summer afternoon at the lonely 
hut in the mountains, shows a quick perception 
of characteristics in her description. The rickety 
rail fence brings to our mind many similar easy- 
going, careless fences, with equally careless 
owners, whose peace of mind was not in the slight- 
est way disturbed by the knowledge that the rail 
failed to connect itself at one end, by reason of 
rain, weather or some careless person, divorcing 
it from its fellow. The gaunt hog with its back 
ridged like an inverted V, exhibits by its project- 
ing ribs a lack of that nutritious aliment and care- 
ful treatment so much needed by all self-respect- 
ing porcine boarders. ‘‘Grunting drowsily” is a 
touch that while it fully reveals to us the content- 
ment of the philosophic animal and his happiness. 
in the station of life in which he was placed, 
makes us feel incidentally the heat of the after- 
noon that caused the grunting of the pig to be set. 
ina drowsy minor key. Lesser writers would 
have made some long story from it, such as this, 
leaving a weaker picture than Miss Murfree’s, 
from whose description not a word can be taken 
without depriving it of a graphic touch. In her 
country houses a string of onions or dried roots 
suspended from the beams seems to bring to the 
reader’s mind every such house he has ever seen, 
and involuntarily he merges these remembrances 
and the suggestions of the author into a complete 
composite photograph. 
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A Western critic gives as essentials fora successful actress, 
two requisites—A lack of real feeling and an abundance of 
pretended feeling.—_BROOKLYN MAGAZINE. 

Drama and literature are in essence identical. 
Each has its highest victory in presenting the 
purely imaginary, as actual and living. What- 
ever then is true of drama, must to a degree be 
equally true of literature. If an actor by reason 
of pretended feeling can best simulate real feeling, 
if he can most powerfully portray that of which 
he knows least, then the novelist with little genu- 
ine passion, can write the strongest works of 
fiction. This is putting apremium on art, mak- 
ing the outward expression of a deep feeling of 
greater moment, than the feeling itself. 

It is not the lack of real feeling that makes the 
actor or novelist, it is the living presence of it, 
that powerful control of feeling that can divert it 
into any channel that for the moment is deepest, 
that condition of heart and mind that is quick to 
feel the thoughts of another, making his wrong 
a personal one, his pleasure, their own, feel with 
him and inhim. The actor must cease to exist 
as himself, as he is normally, his whole individu- 
ality must be merged and lost in the character he 
becomes. A noted actor was, one evening, con- 
gratulated on the powerful way in which he had 
acted ‘‘ Lear.” Drawing himself up to his full 
height, he answered proudly, ‘‘ Acted ‘ Lear?’ 
Z did not act ‘ Lear,’ I never act ‘Lear,’ I am. 
“Lear.” Passion and deep feeling cannot be put 
off and on like an overcoat. Art and nature pro- 
ceed in directly opposite ways to attain the same 
result in one it is a reasoning, conscious act, in 
the other itis an almost involuntary burst of feel- 
ing, in one it is an attempt to imitate the signs of 
an inward passion, in the other it is the expression of 
the passion without thought of signs. A mother’s 
shriek at some terrible calamity or danger befal- 
ling her beloved child before her eyes, is wrung 
from her very heart’s core, every fibre in her body 
sends its message of love, terror and fear into that 
cry, and years of a mother’s deep affection and 
jealous watching have been educating her for the 
momentary expression of agony.

If she be a mother, if she have some 
fair-haired darling that clambers on her knee, the 
thought of him and such a danger nigh will pos- 
sess her, and control her instead of being mas- 
tered by her, she will cease to act the mother, she 
will be the mother.

THE ROCKS IN THE SEA. 


On all this part of the coast, and especially near 
Aros, those great granite rocks that I have spoken 
of, go down together in troops into the sea, like 
cattle on a summer’s day. There they stand, for 
all the world like their neighbors ashore, only the 
salt water sobbing between them instead of the 
quiet earth, and clots of sea-pink blooming on 
their sides instead of heather ; and the great sea 
conger to wreath about the base of them instead 
of the poisonous viper of the land. On calm days 
you can go wandering between them in a boat for 
hours, echoes following you about the labyrinth, 
but when the sea is up, Heaven help the man that 
hears that cauldron boiling. 

Off the south-west end of Aros these blocks are 
very many and much greater in size. Indeed, they 
must grow monstrously bigger out to sea, for 
there must be ten sea miles of open water sown 
with them as thick as a country place with 
houses, some standing thirty feet above the tide, 
some covered, but all perilous to ships; so that 
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on a clear, westerly blowing day, I have counted - 


from the top of Aros, the great rollers breaking 
white and heavy overas many as six and forty 
buried reefs. But itis nearer in shore that the 
danger is worst; for the tide here running like a 
mill-race, makes along belt of broken water—a 
Roost we call it—at the tail of the land. I have 
often been out there in a dead calm at the slack 
of the tide, and a strange place it is, with the sea 
swirling and combing up and boiling like the 
cauldons of a linn, and again a little dancing 
mutter of sound as though the Roost were talking 
to itself. But when the tide begins to run again 
and above all in heavy weather, there is no man 
could take a boat within half a mile of it, nor a 
ship afloat that could either steer or live in such 
aplace. You can hear the roaring of it six miles 
away. At the seaward end there comes the 
strongest of the bubble; and its here that these 
big breakers dance together—the dance of death 
it may be called—that have got the name in these 
parts of the Merry Men. I have heard it said 
that they run fifty feet high; but that must be the 
green water only, forthe spray runs twice as high 
as that. Whether they got the name from their 
movements, which are swift and antic, or from 
the shouting they make about the turn of the tide 
so that all Aros shakes with it, is more than I can 
tell.—Rosert Louts STEVENSON,

THE GREATEST GOOD. 


Descartes briefly sketched the foundations of 
his theory of morals and the principles by which 
his own life was guided. He proposed not to de- 
termine the highest good in an absolute sense— 
that is God—but with reference to man; not hu- 
manity whose highest good consists in the sum of 
all material and spiritual excellences, but with 
reference to individual man. So understood, the 
highest good must be attainable, something that 
we are able to possess or acquire, something 
therefore that lies in our power. Material goods 
are not in our power, the highest good must, 
therefore, be sought within the mind, in the terri- 
tory of knowledge and will. But even knowledge 
in its different degrees is conditioned by one’s 
capacities and circumstances, which are independ- 
ent of us. There remains therefore, the will as 
the only field in which the hidden treasure can be 
found. It is always in our power, it is our own 
highest faculty, our inner self, the core of our be- 
ing. The will to seek knowledge lies in our 
power. We can firmly and continually carry out 
the resolve to act always accordingly to our best 
judgment; andif we do so, we realize the ideal, 
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both of the Stoics and Epicureans, for we are both 
virtuous and happy. This will alone is that which 
is truly worthy of reverence in this world. ‘I 
know that the gifts of fortune are usually valued 
more highly; but, as I am sure that your Majesty 
sets a higher value on your virtue than your 
crown, I declare openly that to me virtue appears. 
as the only commendable thing.” All other goods. 
deserve to be valued—not honored and praised— 
provided they are considered as gifts of God, or 
as opportunities of which we are to make a good 
use by means of our free will. For honor and 
love are rewards, and only what the will does 
deserve to be rewarded or punished. The greatest 
good of manis astate of greatest contentment 
and this, whatever its nature, exists within us; 
for the soul alone is contented and only when it is 
in possession of some desired object. Its concep- 
tion of good is frequently very confused; it con- 
ceives many goods as far greater than they really 
are, but its satisfaction always equals its estimate 
of the good which it possesses. Now, no good is 


greater than the excellent use of our free will. 


This will, therefore, and it alone is the highest 
good.—History of Modern Philosophy. 


RELIGION IN DAILY LIFE. 


We must be prepared to consider calmly the 
events which, a few centuries hence will brutally 
assail our closing century. The aim of human 
life will ever be holy. If it is true that henceforth 
intellectual culture even in its humblest degree, 
will exclude supernatural belief, it is equally true 
that the highest culture will never uproot religion, 
understood in its loftiest meaning. Man is not 
dependent upon some capricious master, who 
makes him live, die, prosper, or suffer indiffcr- 
ently. But he is dependent on the whole uni- 


verse, which has an aim, and which makes every- _ 


thing converge towards that aim. Man is 
subordinate being ; whatever he may do, he wor- 
ships, he serves. To contribute readily and joy- 
fully to the supreme good, is virtue. To serve 
ungracefully, to imitate indifferent soldiers who, 
though they go into action like the rest, are con- 
stantly grumbling against their chiefs, is evil. 
It might be proved that the worst of men co-op- 
erates with providential views by his unconscious 
action more than he thwarts them by his revolts. 
and his misdeeds. 

Indeed, the sermon of St. Francis of Assisi to 
the birds is the résumé of all good theology : 
‘¢ Swallows, my little sisters, you are under very 
great obligations to God, your Maker, and at all 
times you should praise Him, because He has 
given you freedom to fly everywhere, and because 
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He has provided you with a double and treble 
garments, and chiefly because of the element of air 
to which He has destined you. You neither sow 
nor reap, yet God feeds you, and he has made the 
streams and the fountains to slake your thirst; 
He gave you the mountains and the valleys as a 
shelter, and the high trees in which to build your 
nests; and although you know neither how to 
spin nor how to sew, God has furnished you with 
garments for yourselves and for your young ones ; 
whereby we see how much your Maker loves you. 
Therefore beware, my little sisters, of the sin of 
ingratitude, and devote yourselves forever to 
praising God.” Here is the truth. The 
world is a vast choir, wherein each of us has a 
part to sustain. Religion consists for everyone 
of us in singing while we do our work, in praising 
God from morning to night by cheerfulness, good 
humor, and patience.—Ernest RENAN,

Turning 
over the leaves he exclaimed, ‘‘Six pages in a 
cavern! what can they possibly have to talk 
about? that must be tedious.” At this moment 
his dog was setting up his tenth covey. His eye 
rolled round upon the sport then returned to the 
book. A tempting demon was tugging at his 
heart; the conspiracy could surely go on just as 
well without all that dull talk in a cavern, and it 
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would make so much more sensation in a gun 
than on the stage. Human nature—sporting hu- 
man nature—could resist no longer, and Anton- 
io’s cavern plot was brought to light in an explos- 
ion which resulted in a heavy flutter of feathers. 
to the ground. The work of destruction once be-- 
gun, it was easier to proceed. The hour was still 
early, the game still plentiful, and more and more: 
wadding was required. ‘‘I’ll just leave the other 
fellows’ andtake my own part; there can be noth- 
ing unfair in that,” muttered Hodgkinson, and as 
Antonia had been plentifully supplied with solil- 
iquies and long speeches, every one of which in 
turn became a ‘‘ wad,” by the evening the game- 
bag was very fairly filled, and the tragedy consider- 
ably attenuated. But how was he to meet his friend, 
the dramatist? To return the manuscript in its 
present mutilated condition was evidently out of 
the question, utterly impossible. The only alter- 
native, therefore, was to accept it, and trust to 
his own powers of improvisation to supply all de- 
ficiencies when it had to be performed. ‘‘ It’s 
odd indeed,” said he, ‘‘if I can’t speak the part 
at least, as well as he’d written it, and, anyhow, 
the audience must be gainers, for I’m sure to 
make it shorter.”

on The British in Burmah. 


Popular discussions of scientific research do 
good missionary work in the periodicals of the 
day, by showing what depth of thought and re- 
flection lie buried in what we often pass by un- 
heeding. ‘‘ Whatis an instinct ?” is a very interest- 
ing articlein Scribner’s, the aurthor drawing his 
illustrations from a wide and varied study of 
natural history. 

Grammar School is a carefully edited, attrac- 
tive magazine of instructive reading for use in 
schools and it is quite a change from the old 


readers with the perpetual stories of the de- 
praved youth who feloniously abstracts eggs 
from the bird’s nest, falls into the pond, and as a 
judgment is drowned, This is a happy scheme 
for giving schools entirely new reading each 
month, 


‘‘Composite Photography” is an interesting paper 
in the Century, not only as an ingenious triumph 
in art, but for its suggestiveness of the value of 


‘‘averaging”’ humanity and all phrases thereof. — 


If some bright intellect could hit wpon a scheme 
by which all criticism on new books could be 
merged into one, this composite criticism would 
obviate to some degree the complaints of authors 
that the critics are prejudiced, and it would soften 
the weakness of some reviews that seem to be made 
to fit any book. 


Sardou’s Theodora is the incarnation of the 
passion, tyranny and excess of centuries. This 
is based on the works of Procopius whose Secret 
Memoirs have been accepted as authentic. A 
very searching analysis of her character in the Hn- 
glish Historical Review, shows her conspicuous 
in charities, untiring in her benevolence, beautiful, 
well-educated, resolute, ambitious perhaps bi- 
gotted in her religious zeal, yet a powerful and 
decisive influence for good over Justinian and his 
reign. It seems nearly every day some one is up- 
setting our conceptions of historic personages. 


The current papers in 7ime on ‘‘ Journa ism in 
the United States ’”’ give one a very good idea of 
the routine and system of newspaper work in

From the germ of thought, ‘‘the martyrs to prin- 
ciple have been many, the martyrs to fashion are 
more,” Mrs. Linton evolves a timely paper in 
the Forum, on dress and dress-reforms. One of 
our statesmen has said that the best way to kill an 
obnoxious law is to enforce it strictly. So it is 
with silly fashion; when it becomes so popular 
that people can look each other in the face, from a 
ground of common foolishness, and see how stupid 
they have acted ; the death blow has been given 
to that fashion, The Gainesborough hat by being 
persistly worn has worked out its own destruc- 
tion, so that it promises soon to become a relic,

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EDITORIAL NOTES. 


In the discussion of reading and buying books 
the question arises: does the greater gain to the 
reader come from devoting much time to one book 
or author, or from distributing that time among 
many. This is merely recasting the discussion as 
to the relative values of much knowledge on one 
subject, or less extensive knowledge of many. The 
secret of success in a business life, political life, 
social life, or scientific research is concentrating 
the efforts on some one point and in that being 
supreme. To obtain the best results in reading 
the process must be altered. The best informed 
men, those of most general culture are merely 
evolutionized bores. A bore is aman witha hobby, 
say perhaps it is one book, or author of whom he 
tires us constantly. Lethim make still anothor au- 
thor his hobby, and with two hobbies he is not twice 
as tiresome as before, he is only half as much so, 
As his list of hobbies increases, his intellectual 
field broadens and he becomes what we call a well- 
read man. As acircle is made up of an infinite 
number of straight lines, so a really clever man is 
one with an infinite number of hobbies; he is 
as familiar with the one as with the other. 

The man of one book can concentrate a terrific 
fund of tediousness within his anatomical struc- 
ture. Perhaps his author is Dickens, he has read 
no other, he delights to tell you that he has read 
Nicholas Nickleby through seven times, Oliver 
Twist thirteen, Christmas Chimes twenty-three 
andsoon. Every subject of discussion from the 
fall of Adam to the prospects of war in Europe 
reminds him of something in Dickens. In con- 
versation you unvoluntarily dodge as he hurls his 
quotations at you with the warning preface, ‘‘As 
Capt. Cuttle used to say” or ‘‘As I often laugh 
over in Bleak House.” A short acquaintance 
puts you in a nervous, electric, telepathic condi- 
tion by which you know exactly what he will 
utter under any circumstance. He unconsciously 
thinks in percisely the same circle as his author, 
moving in it like a goldfish in a globe. The 
greater the author, of course the larger the circle, 
yet itis and must be circumscribed. It is like 
driving for hours on some magnificent avenue, the 


mind tires of the very evenness of the beauties. He 
who is bound by one book views the world from a 
valley, the reader of many books ascends the 
mountain where the whole creation seems spread 
before him. His views are larger, broader, freer 
and they are his own. 

This larger reading does not necessitate super- 
ficial perusal and thought of the work. On the 
contrary, with it a merely superficial view cannot 
exist. It only requires trained reading. One 
need not read Paradise Lost through from begin- 
ning to end to know Milton. One need not eat 
every peach on a tree to judge of their taste. 
Read as the bee, hovering over the flower, takes 
the sweet and leaves the bitter. The mind can 
be trained to get at the pith of a subject, the vital 
parts that make it, rapidly cutting off extraneous 
issues and accidental qualities as the needle points 
to the pole under every condition. This know- 
ledge can be classified and impressed on the mind 
so as to last and every item of information on any 
subject can be brought to bear instantly at will. 
Nature is kind to those who obey her and the 
compensations of the beneficient law of habit ever 
lend their strong aid. The act of marshalling the 
mental forces upon every subject becomes almost. 
an involuntary one. ‘‘Can you tell me thesquare 
of twelve” whispered a friend as he stooped at the 
bedside of a dying mathematician, lying uncon- 
scious, speechless and so near the door of Eternity 
that the waning life seemed death itself. The 
lips moved faintly, formed the words ‘One 
hundred and forty-four” and were hushed for- 


ever. 


TE mission of the novel has been greatly per- 
verted during the past few years. Its field asa 
story-teller, as a picture of life of men and women 
has been largely usurped. Many use the novel as 
a medium through which they may air their re- 
flections on philosophy, science, religion, psychol - 
ogy, and their wild speculations on the unknow- 


‘able. These they cover with a thin icing of fiction 


in order to disguise the unpalatableness of the 
combination, as little boys are betrayed by the 
sugar-coating into taking really bitter medicine, . 

A writer has certain ideas on the subject of 
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religion, his acumen has revealed to him just what 
ails every doctrine but the one he upholds, the 
soluiion of the riddle that may have puzzled sages 
for centuries is simple and plain to him. Instead 
‘of enlightening the world in an essay, presenting 
his conclusions logically, with the reasoning from 
which they were deduced, he casts it into the 
form of a novel. From morn to eve the characters 
talk that subject, the relation of church and state 
haunts the pages, and the reader cannot escape. 
The author puts false arguments and silly obser- 
vations into the mouth of one of his characters so 
that the hero may place him aright by showing the 
other side. If, in the dining-room of the manor, 
Lady Drusilla speaks to Milord about his wine, 
he seizes the opportunity to discuss learnedly the 
question of the position of wine in the early cen- 
turies, stating references as gilbly as a talking 
catalogue of the Bodleian library. The reader 
yawns through it or skips the pages devoted to the 
dinner and the indigestable discussion, hurrying 
to regain the thread of the action, if such there 
may be. 

The Irish Question has called forth a number 
of novels that give lurid pictures of the wrongs, 
oppressions, fears of the people, &c., all probably 
written in London, hundreds of miles from the 
seat of war, and pointing out theoretical remedies 
as practical as some scheme to dig ore from the 
mountains of the moon. 

There is the author, too, with some weird theory 
of the ultra-developmentof some psychological or 
physical force that would ensure a character a 
handsome character as a curiosity inthe Arabian 
Nights, or book of fairy tales. He blows his 
pretty tinted bubbles of fancy, and as they float 
lazily in the air before the mind of the readers, he 
believes he is a genius and a master of fiction. 

There seems to be an almost morbid desire on 
the part of writers to incorporate in their novels 
and discuss in them theosophy, mind-cure, Mar- 
riage-with-Deceased’s-Wile’s-sister Bill, Chinese 
emigration, Interstate Commerce Law, the latest 
discoveries of science, art and philosophy. 

The story serves merely but as a background 
for the arguments, it is made incidental while the 
discussion is essential. This is in direct contrast 
to high artistic writing where the mission of the 
book is carefully permitted to work its way into 
the mind of the reader in the development of the 
story, as has been done by Dumas and Dickens. 

As a piece cf novel writing, the interest is weak- 
ened by the close proximity of heavy science, like 
some dark duenna guarding her lovely charge. 
The scientific [part is likewise weakened by the 
fiction, as the mind of the reader can accept noth- 
ing given as really facts, nor can he know whether 
any statement made is the opinion of the author 
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or merely the utterance of his puppets. The 
force of all arguments is thus vitiated and our 
doubt as to a part destroys the value of the whole. 
Let us discuss politics, religion, philosophy and 
science in essays where they rightfully belong 
and leave to fiction the portrayal of life and char- 
acter not only as they are but as they should be, 
the real and the ideal, that we may learn how the 
one may be developed into the other.

If the heroines of Charles Reade await their 
flesh and blood life till the time when the crea- 
tions of Thackeray, Dickens and George Eliot 
are forgotten, they will have a long, tedious wait- 
ing. Why does Mr. Buchanan run on in this 
exuberant spirit like a schoolboy with his com- 
position on the horse? We fear his look round 
literature has been made with a jaundiced 
and strabismic eye. If this is not so, then for de- 
cades we have all been blind worshippers at 
literary shrines. We regarded Goethe as a giant- 
mind, a genius, whose crown might almost rival — 
that of Shakespeare’s in brilliancy ; but alas, we 
have been wofully deceived. He was ‘‘ a would- 
be Apostle of Egoism, whose very liquid feelings 
ran almost readily into the lyrical glass and 
sparkled there with ever so light an inspiration. 
It took him a life-time to patch Faust into a 
great poem.” Let us not tarry over shattered 
immortality but gain new light from this sun of 
knowledge. What reader has not felt that per- 
haps George Eliot's works in their grand 
deep sympathy with every emotion and feeling 
of bumanity, the writings of one whose fingers. 
seemed tight-pressed on the very pulse of the» 
world, were the works of a genius? Again we are 
mistaken, ‘‘ she was not genuine, she was merely 
posing, from her we get few hints of honest - 
human thought,” ‘‘she lacked sympathy,” ‘* there 
was a distressing taint of intellectual convention- ‘ 
ality in her work,” ‘‘her characters had the 
deathly stare and ghastly ineffectiveness of the 
waxworks.” It is sad and painful, but so we 
needs must pass with tears and slow musi¢ from — 
this Jarley exhibition. Perhaps we have the key 
of the present Irish troubles in this revelation : 
‘‘T have granted the merit of Moore’s verses and 
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the amusing nature of his personality, but I must 
protest in the name of justice against his accept- 
ance as the national poet of Ireland. If Irishmen 
accept him and honor him as such so much the 
worse for Irishmen.” 

Dickens, Thackeray and a long row of those we 
have revered receive their death-blow from the 
iconoclastic sledge of this author of ‘‘Storm- 
beaten.” Approaching our own day, the lights 
whom we foolishly regarded as bright are all 
snuffed out. Longfellow is casually cut in a side- 
slash at the American public ‘‘who batten on 
The Village Blacksmith and the stories and 
engravings in American magazines.” Stedman 
““devotes his talents to an ornithology of singing- 
birds, putting the tomtit in the eagle’s vage and 
seriously discussing the chirps of the hedge- 
sparrow when the ideals of American criticism 
are Mr. Lowell, Mr. Howells and Harper’s 
Magazine.” Mr. Howells he quietly asphyxiates 
with the epithet ‘‘the gentle apostle of man- 
millinery.” 

During that memorable display of meteors in 
1866, a farm-boy who was awakened to see the 
wondrous sight, gazing open-mouthed and aghast 
cried outin atone of comforting joy ‘‘ Master! 


don’t you be afraid, the Great Dipper hangs on ° 


yet.” But have we even this consolation? Are 
any lights left in the literary firmament? Yes, a 
few remain, and their chairs in immortality have 
been numbered, checked and reserved by Mr. 
Buchanan. Victor Hugo ‘‘ when he passed to 
the immortals took his place close by Aeschylus, 
if not at his side.” For Sydney Dobell we need 
not fear, ‘‘he sits by Shelly’s side in the loneliest 
and least accessible heuven of Mystic Song.” 
Thomas Love Peacock ‘‘will live by the touches of 
his quainterudition.”’ Rossetti too is safe, but how 
this desciple of Pre-Raphaelism can escape under 
the fire of Mr. Buchanan’s war against the 
‘* microscopic school” of writers we cannot under- 
stand, Walt Whitman and Tennyson will wear 
the wreaths of immortal fame, ‘‘yet some day it 
will be among Tennyson’s highest honors that he 
was once named kindly and appreciatively by 
Whitman.” Al] these noted ones were personal 
friends of Mr. Buchanan: here perhaps we find 
the source of their inspiration. 

Mr. Buchanan is permeated with the feeling, 
perhaps it is unconscious, that his opinion formu- 
lates the law for all literary belief. He cries aloud 
for freedom of thought and then attacks everyone 
who thinks differently fromhim. He is the sort 
of man who would walk down the halls of the ages, 
stand before Shakespeare, bend down to him as 
would be necessitated by his own superior height, 
pat him in a friendly way on the head and says 
s¢Fear not, William, I will take care of you.” 
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“© Selections,’ it is true, somelimes omit things we would 
hav» greatly liked, but who will pretend to say that he always 
finds everything that would have pleased or profiled him 
even when he makes his own choice ?”—C. F. RicHarDSON

To put on armor and go forth to war, 
taking the chances of death in the hurry of the 
fight is an easy thing, to stand still amid the jungle 
ot the world, to preserve stilluess within the tur- 
moil of the body, to hold silence amid the thous- 
and cries of the senses and desires, and then, 
stripped of all armor and without hurry or excite- 
ment take the deadly serpent of self and kill it, is 
no easy thing. Yet that is what has to be done; 
and it can only be done in the moment of equili- 
brium when the enemy is disconcerted by the 
silence. 

But there is needed for this supreme moment a 
strength such as no hero of the battle-fields needs, 
A great soldier must be filled with the profound 
convictions of the justness of his cause and the 
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rightness of his method. The man who wars 
against himself and wins the battle can do it only 
when he knows that in that war he is doing the 
only thing which is worth doing, and when he 
_ knows that in doing it he is winning heaven and 
hell as his servitors, Yes, he standson both. He 
needs no heaven where pleasure comes as a long- 
promised reward; he fears no hell where pain 
waits to punish him for his sins. For he has con- 
quered once for all that shifting serpent in him- 
self which turns from side to side in its constant 
desire of contact, in its perpetual search after 
pleasure and pain. Never again (the victory once 
really won) can he tremble or grow exultant at any 
thought of that which the future holds. Those 
burning sensations which seemed to him to be the 
only proofs of his existence are his no longer, 
How, then, can he know that he lives. He knows 
it only by argument. And in time he does not 
care to argue about it. For him there is then 
peace and he will find in that peace the power he 
has coveted. Then he will know what is that faith 
which can remove mountains,— Through the Gates 
of Gold.

As there is nothing to do after dark in running 
down the trade-winds except to steer, all hands 
slept on deck pretty well tired out after the hard 
day’s drilling the mate usually gave us. Theship 
was a perfect work-house.

I was seized 
with a cold shiver, and became utterly speechless.

The sound app2ared to come from over the taff- 
rail. I made one spring to escape from it, let- 
ting go the wheel, I rushed forward, pulled the 
mate off the rail, and yelled at the top of my 


voice,

fear that I had. The men forward frightened out 
of their sleep by the cry, jumped up, armed them- 
selves with whatever they couldseize, and retreat- 
ed as far as they could toward the knight-heads. 

Suddenly we saw a 
white apparition come from behind the cuddy- 
house and disappear. This was enough. We 
had all seen the ghost.

We had not yet recovered from the fright when 
suddenly the captain appeared with his passengers 
and after-guard.

LITERARY SECTARIANISM. 


Few persons will actually own to sectarianism, 
whether theological or literary. -Few will emulate 
the frankness of a women of strong character 
whom I once knew, and who used to say of herself 
that she was an unworthy but very bigoted 
Catholic. People seldom say that it is morally 
wrong to write in a style they do not enjoy, but 
they think it enough to say that the style is an 
anachronism, like knee-breeches. But if an 
author’s method is an anachronism, his booksell- 
er’s account will be sure to make him aware of it, 


so that the critics may spare their pains: and if ne 
still persists, it is pretty evident that he is writ- 
ing something which he enjoys, and itis better to 
let him alone, After all, an anachronism is only 
a good thing born out of time; and there is a 
chance that it may prove to be the first wave of a 
new tide, instead of the last aimless plash of an 
old one. ‘‘There are errors which we should 
treat with respect.” said Coleridge (I quote from 
memory), ‘‘so long as it is possible that they may 
be the refraction of some great truth not yet 
appeared above the horizon.” When Emerson 
began to write his ‘‘ Nature” and early poems, it 
seemed like a step back to the English seven- 
teenth-century authors, but it turned out to be an 
incoming tide. When Thoreau carried up to bis 
attic in Concord the 700 unsold copies (out of 900) 
of his first book, his work seemed a hopeless an- 
achronism; but when only two volumes of a mai’s 
writings appears during his lifetime, and six more 
are called for after his death, as in case of 
Thoreau, it looks as if the anachronism were some 
where else, 


What we demand of a man of genius is to do 
his own work, as Nature impels; his criticisms on 
the work of others are wholly subordinate to this, 
and are commonly less well done. It is in the 
perfection and precision of the instantaneous line, 
Ruskin says, that the claim to immortality is 
made and it is of secondary importance what the 
artist thinks of the lines drawn by his neighbors. 
It is curious that while religious sectarianism 
wanes, the literary type seems just now to be 
growing. In the last century, novelists of wholly 
different guilds could appreciate one another, 
When Jane Austen was laying the foundation of 
English realism—carrying it to such perfection 
that she could paint in any family three sisters, 
all commonplace and in themselves tivesome, yet 
so individualized by her that we should know, if 
we met them on the top of an Egyptian pyramid, 
which was Charlotte and which was Emily.— 
Scott was able fully to recognize her genius, 
though so unlike hisown. ‘‘The Lig bow-wow,” 
he said ‘‘I can do myself like any one else, but 
the exquisite touch which renders commonplace 
things and characters interesting....is denied to 
me.” She, on the other hand, could write to a 
young author whose works she had been charged 
with pilfering: ‘‘What could I do with your 
manly, vigorous sketches, so full of life and spirit? 
How could I possibly join them on to a little bit 
of ivory, two inches wide. on which I work with a 
brush so fine as to produce little effect after much 
labor?” ‘Those who could write thus were unsec- 
tarian, and is not this, after all, the larger way ?— 
T, WentwortH Hiaainson in The Independent.

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AN ARAB CAMP BY NIGHT. 


The outlines of the hills had vanished, the path 
had led us up from the bed of the torrent, so we 
no longer had that to guide us. To attempt to 
descend it would have been madness as we might 
have fallen over a precipice in the darkness ; in- 
deed, we were afraid to move except with ex- 
treme caution in any direction. We had a com- 
pass and watches and knew that by keeping due 
south we might if no accident befell us and the 
rocks permitted a passage, ultimately reach the 
plateau, but we also knew that the direction of 
our night quarters was due east, but here we ran 
the greater risk of tumbling into unknown 
traverse gorges with precipitous cliffs. We 
cautiously worked south but our progress soon 
became barred by thorny brushwood and we had 
to face the alternative of a night out of doors 
without water or anything to drink and a very 
limited supply of food. 

We were just bracing ourselves to this un- 
pleasant prospect when in a southwesterly direc- 
tion we suddenly saw a gleam of light; it lasted 
fora moment then seemed to go out. But that 
one ray was one of hope and we steered cautiously 
for it. We had been scrambling by compass in 
the dark for about half an hour, and were just 
beginning to despair when the bark of a distant 
dog put new energy into us, and not long after 
around the shoulder of a hill we came upon an 
encampment and were greeted by the furious 
yells of a mob of noisy curs which infest the tents 
of the Bedouins, It was a startling apparition to 
burst upon these nomads in their remote retreat 
—horsemen of a type they had never seen before, 
and an armed soldier. Such children as were 
awake set up a dismal squalling, the women cow- 
ered tremblingly over their camp-fires under the 
pent roof of black camel’s hair. Meanwhile the 
men had gathered round us, half timidly, half 
threateningly. The presence of the soldier sug- 
gested fear and suspicion while the smallness of 
our party encouraged the bolder ones to look de- 
fiant, As far as I could make out in the darkness 
there were about a dozen tents here in all— 
apparently the fag end of an insignificant tribe 
whose name I forget. It was at first impossible 
to induce any one at that late hour to act as guide. 
Even abundant offers of backshish failed to shake 
their suspicion, which was to the effect that we 
wished to decoy one into durance to act as a host- 
age until some arrears of taxes which they owed 
the government should be paid up. 

The other alternative was that we should take 
up our quarters in the sheik’s tent, whether he 
liked it or not, which with a piercing wind blow- 
ing, accompanied by sleet was not a very pleasant 


prospect. He seemed to relish it as little as we 
did and finally consented to be our guide as we 
made some silver gleam in the firelight. As he 
seized his eighteen-foot lance and mounted his 
ragged steed he looked like some Arab Don 
Quixote, and as the camp-fire threw its ruddy 
glow upon a group of wild-looking women, with 
dishevelled hair and tattooed chins crooning over 
a pot like the witches in ‘‘ Macbeth,” and upon 
barelegged men as they flitted to and fro between 
the black tents I thought I had seldom gazed 
upon a more weird and unreal-looking scene. 

How our guide could find his way up the rocky 
hillside and across the prairie remained a mystery 
during the long two hours that we followed him, — 
Of this I feel sure, that we scrambled up places 
in the dark that we never should have thought of 
facing by daylight. The very horses seemed to 
have become desperate and to have abandoned 
themselves to their fate. At last we dismounted 
and scaled the rocks like goats, everyone, man or 
beast, doing the best he could for himself on his 
own account, and so at last, wearied and half 
starved, for we had fasted for about ten hours, we 
reached the goal of our endeavor, too tired to see 
what an utterly miserable hole it was.—LAWRENCE

THE GENIUS OF HARD WORK. 


All who have watched the careers of their 
school-fellows must have noted how often the 
brilliant member of his class has succeeded in 
after life only in making of himself a brilliant 
failure ; while the commonplace plodder, whose 
horoscope was far from bright or promising in 
those earlier years, has easily overtaken and 
passed his more favored rival. One need not look 
far to find the secret of it all. With those who 
have failed there is almost sure to be found the 
inevitable factor of shiftlessness. Hasily dissatis- 
fied, they have drifted from one vocation to 
another, veritable rolling stones, until all purpose 
and energy and stamina have disappeared, and 
they have finally found themselves forced by 
sheer necessity into the occupations and drudger- 
ies of mere menials. It is the old story of the 
lump of gold continually bartered with ever 
increasing ill fortune until the poor old grindstone 
received in final exchange, is precipitated by a 
crowning stroke of ill-luck into the stream. 
Many a man with respectable parts to begin with 
has thus frittered his life away. One must learn 
to take into reckoning ‘‘ the long results of time” 
and not alone mere present gain. May we not 
discover right here, too, an explanation of that 
which has often puzzled more than one of us, 
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namely, the fact that so many men of fine schol- 
arship and much erudition are so often inefficient, 
and fail to impress themselves in any wise upon 
their fellows? They have stores of learning, but 
it is like lumber in a garret,—it is not available. 
They seem not to know how to use it or to make 
it effective. And so they remain apart from the 
great, busy, throbbing life of man, like driftwood 
or leaves that have been whirled into an eddy by 
the rushing tide, and left behind. Or, to. 
change the figure, they remind one of the great 
Corliss engine at the Exposition,—perfect in 
every part, but useless until the band is on and 
the connection formed. Somehow with most of 
these men the band is never on. 


How ponderous that mass of wheels and rods 
and levers on yonder railway ! 
the weight, how motionless! Who can stir it? 
But stay! Let the engineer once open that throt- 
tle, and see—she stirs, she rouses herself! All 
those mighty, hidden forces which remind one 
more of omnipotence than all else which the 
hands of man have chained begin to assert their 
sway, and lo, what power! Alas! in these men 
of whom we are speaking, this force so essential 
seems forever lacking. The one great requisite 
neyer comes. The omission is a fatal one. It is 
the presence of a great, controlling, all-absorbing 
purpose, that shall make effective all the rest. It 
is the single eye. It is the undaunted will, 
bringing into subjection all the other powers, 
and making them pay it tribute. Storrs has given 
us a fine picture of this. ‘‘See the lawyer,” he 
says, ‘‘ before a jury in a case where his convict- 
ions are strong and his feelings are enlisted. He 
saw long ago, as he glanced over the box, that 
five of those in it were sympathy with him ; he 
as he went on, he became equally certain of seven; 
the number now has risen to ten ; but two are still 
left, whom he feels that he has not persuaded or 
mastered. Upon them he now concentrates his 
power, summing up the facts, setting forth anew 
and more favorably the principles, urging upon 
them‘his view of the case with a more and more 
intense action of his mind upon theirs, until one 
only is left. Like the blow of a hammer, con- 
tinually repeated till the iron bar crumbles be- 
neath it, his whole force comes with a ceaseless 
percussion on that one mind till it has yielded 
and accepts the conviction on which the pleader’s 
purpose is fixed. Men say afterward, ‘ He sur- 
passed himself.’ It was only because the single- 
ness of his aim gave unity,intensity, and overpow- 
ering energy to the mind.’ ”—

WHAT AILS AMERICA. 


To take Colonel Ingersoll seriously, of course, 
would be like asking for reverence from Mark 
Twain. He represents the natural reaction of 
American Bohemianism against the Puritanism of 
Boston and the overstrained Transcendentalism 
of Brook Farm. But he is just the sort of person 
of whom America does no¢ stand in need. The 
predominant vices of America, especially as repre- 
sented by its great cities, are its irreverence, its 
recklessness, its impatience—in one word, its 
Materialism. A nation in which the artistic sense 
is almost dead, which is practically without a 
literature, which is impatient of all sanctions and 
indifferent to all religions, which is corrupt from 
the highest pinnacle of its public life, down to the 
lowest depth of its journalism, which is at once 
thin-skinned under criticism, and aggressive to 
criticise, which worships material forces in every 
shape and form, which despises conventional con- 
ditions, yet isslavish to ignoble fashions, which, 
too hasty to think for itself, takes recklessly at 
second-hand, any old or new clothes philosophy 
that may be imported from Europe, yet while 
wearing the raiment openly, mocks and ridicules 
the civilization that wove the fabric—such a 
nation, I think, might be spared the spectacle of 
an elderly gentleman in modern costume tramp- 
ling on the lotus, the rose, and the lily in the gar_ 
dens of the gods. The exhibition can do no 
good ; it may do no little harm. If the science 
of mythology did not exist, if the old gods or the 
new had any bloody altars left, if the tongue of 
free thought had not been loosened once and for- 
ever, it might be another matter, but the danger 
now is, not that men may believe too much, but 
that that they may believe too little; that in due 
time scepticism, which has demolished all relig- 
ions and fatally discredited the divine religion of 
poetry itself, may turn the Temple of Mystery in- 
to a bear-garden or a beer garden, exchange the 
language of literature for the argot of the cheap 
press, and Americanize even the sentiment of hu- 
manity. “I beg to remind honorable gentle- 
men,” said Benjamin Disraeli, on a memorable 
occasion, ‘“‘ that we owe much to the Jews.” I 
beg to remind the Colonel Ingersolls and Mark 
Twains of that continent that we owe much to 
the gods, without whom. 

The world would sme]] like what it is—a tomb. 

But for them, Europe would have been Amer- 
icanized long ago, but for them, Europe would 
have arrived centuries since at the blessed era of 
presidential elections, colossal public swindles,

The J. B. Lippincott Co. have become the 
publishers of the American Naturalist, which 
will be continued under the editorial management 
of Prof. E. D. Cope and J. 8. Kingsley; Prof. 
Packard resigning. 


A new review, devoted to woman’s rights 
in a mild form, has been started in Italy. It is 
La Rassegna degl’ interessi femminili, aiming to 
promote the industrial and educational liberty 
and growth of women. 


The Writer, a new monthly magazine to be 
edited by two well-known Boston journalists, is 
announced. Its field will be the discussion of 
subjects that may aid those who desire to write 
for the press. 


The St. Stephen’s Review offers astrology free 
of charge. All new subscribers sending particu- 
lars of sex, birth-place, date and hour of birth, 
are entitled to a horoscope, gratis. This favors 
strongly of tea-store chromos. 


Herr. W. Engelmann, of Leipzig, has issued the 
first number of a monthly scientific periodical 
called Zeitschrift fur physikalische Chemie. 
The editors are Profs. W. Ostwald, of Riga, and 
J. H. van’t Hoff, of Amsterdam. 
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Mrs. Bird writes in Murray’s a psychological 
fragment in verse, entitled, ‘‘ Under Chloroform,” 
giving the feelings and thoughts while under the 
spell of the anesthetic for but sixty seconds. 

The London branch of the United Richard 
Wagner Society intend to issue a quarterly pe- 
riodical somewhat similar to the German Bay- 
reuther Blatter and the Revue Wagnerienne. 

The literary reviews in Blackwood’s are pleas- 
antly bright, easy and chatty, and written with 
discriminating thought. The department head- 
ing, ‘‘The Old Saloon,” under which the reviews 
are mingled, hasa stiff, heavy sound, unlike the 
*Salon,” which is more in the spirit of the ar- 
rangement and style of the literary talk 

A new medical paper is to be published shortly 
in Paris, under Prof. Grancher’s direction, at a 
very low price, containing much matter and ap- 
pearing twice a week. It will be called the 
Univers Medical, and the editor intends to de- 
vote amuch larger part to foreign news than is 
usually given in French papers. 

The Pall Mail Budget recently asked its read- 
ers to imagine themselves Dantes, and to people 
Paradiso, Purgatorio and Inferno from the men 
and women of the century. The greatest diversity 
of opinion manifested itself in proposing candi- 
dates for the Inferno, every reader knowing many 
people to whom‘they thought it would ‘‘fill along 
felt want.” Of the thirteen elected to Paradise 
only four are women. Perhaps some cynical 
bachelor doctored the returns. 

The sarcasm artist of the Saturday Review 
refers to Henry Ward Beecher as the ‘‘ Barnum of 
American religion,” and says the ‘‘ deceased was 
a champion boss preacher anyway.” Nothing 
short of mental weakness could make the writer 
of this bigoted tirade go the length of saying : 
‘“<There are few ministers of religion, to whatever 
denomination they may belong, who are not Mr. 
Beecher’s superiors in piety, knowledge and taste. 
The intense silliness ofthe man was, perhaps, his 
most remarkable characteristic.”” Is this the re- 
served, refined and temperate tone of British 
journalism ? 

M. Duclaux, Professor in the Faculty of 
Science, has just issued the first number of a 
new scientific periodical, the Annales de U Insti- 
tut Pasteur, of which he is editor, with a Com- 
mittee comprising Messrs. Chamberland, Gran- 
cher, Nocard, Roux, and Straus. This periodical 
is to be published monthly, and will contain pa- 
pers on bacteriology, physiologically and clinical- 
ly considered. The first number contains a letter 
from Pasteur, giving very encouraging and posi- 
tive facts concerning the efficacy of preventative 
inoculations, obtained in his own laboratory and 
in those of Russia and Italy.

See Montaigne’s esssay ‘‘De juger de la mort 
d’autres.” In speaking of noble death, Montaigne 
uses the quotation :— 

-‘Emori nolo sed me esse mortuum estimo.”’ 

This he translates into ‘{je ne crains pas d’étre 
mort mais de mourir.” Observe that this there- 
fore is not an original idea with Montaigne, but 
merely a translation. It was first used in Greek 
by the philosopher Epicharmis, and was after- 
wards translated into Latin by Cicero. Tus. liber 
cap. 8. and later into French.

Gabriel Max, a genre painter, was born in 
Prague, Aug. 25, 1840. He was the son of the 
sculptor Joseph Max, and was a pupil of the 
Prague Academy under Engerth in 1854-58, then 
for three years of the Vienna Academy under 
Blaas, finally of Piloty, in Munich, 1863-67. His 
first exhibition was in 1867, aad he has since ac- 
quired a steadily increasing fame. He is an Hon- 
orary Member of the Munich Academy, in which 
he was professor from 1879-83, and has received 
gold medals in Berlin and Munich. A well-known 
painting by this artist is the ‘‘Head of Christ,” 
that seen from a distance appears to have the eyes 
open, but a view nearer to the canvas shows them 
closed.

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EDITORIAL NOTES. 


ee UE novel should leave a strong impres- 
sion on the mind. It should be some- 
thing more than a mere story told to hasten the 
flight of time. The impression should not be 
sensational, spectacular, or morbidly sentiment- 
al. It should not be given as a moral tacked to 
an Esop fable, but by its strength it should force 
itself on the mind of the reader with increasing 
power and effect from the introduction to the 
finis. Where this force, instead of being con- 
centrated into a Niagara-like torrent, is split and 
divided so that it trickles away in thin, weak, 
and sinuous streams, a strong Opportunity has 
been lost. The novel should have a definite end 
and aim. The characters should be strong in 
whatever position they may be placed. Even 
weak ones, by a_ consistent weakness, show 
a form of this strength. They can thus be iden- 
tified, guaged, and relied upon. 
Perhaps Sydney Luska’s Yoke of the Thorah is 
a good example. The story is admirably sim- 
ple. Elias Bacharach, a wealthy, refined young 
Hebrew, meets a beautiful Christian maiden, 
Christine Redwood. He grows to love her de- 
votedly. Incidentally one evening, Elias’s uncle, 
the Rabbi, reading to him of the Thorah, 
speaks of the terrible plagues and vengeance 
with which God would visit a Hebrew who would 
commit the frightful sin of wedding a Christian. 
The fierce and awful way in which this is told 
affects Elias strongly, and against it, supple- 
mented by the traditions of his faith, ingrained 
in his blood and bone, he struggles with his love. 
His love triumphs, however, and he gains 
Christine’s consent to the marriage. He dare 
not reveal the engagement to his uncle till the 
eve of his wedding-day. Contrary to his ex- 
pectation the Rabbi accepts it quietly, and with 
noble and deep faith says simply, “God will not 
permit it to come to pass.” This acts so power- 
fully on the high-strung nerves of Elias that he 
falls unconscious at the wedding and is thence 
brought home. The Rabbi then playing on his 
feelings, convinces him that the match is unholy, 
and should be broken off, and as the months go 


on, leads him into Jewish society and introduces: 
him to Tillie Morgenthau, a young lady, trifling, 
frivolous, and rather common-class, whom he 
calls upon only in a friendly way. He can have 
for her no real or lasting sympathy of any kind. 
The uncle, however, then works upon him, lead- 
ing him to believe that she loves him and he 
should marry her. To this he consents. After 
marriage the love for Christine comes back with 
a demon’s strength. One year after he had 
cast her off, he commences a diary of his thoughts 
and feelings, his wild passion for her, his awful, 
morbid longings to be near her, and his con- 
stant thoughts about her. It becomes unbear- 
able. Under a plea of business Out of town he 
leaves his wife, and goes to an uptown hotel for 
quiet and rest. Here he learns that Christine 
is to be married next day. His ravings at this 
are most bitter, conflicting, and graphically real 
in expression. He desires to speak to her, to 
read her his diary, to look into her eyes, to see 
her once before she is again lost to him. 
With a most selfish madness he sends a message 
to her imploring her to meet him, if but fora 
moment, at their old trysting place in the Park. 
At the time appointed he waits for her in vain, 
his senses leave him, he falls into a fit, and two 
days later is found dead. The announcement 
of Elias’s death and Christiné’s marriage appears 
in the Herald of the same date. 

The story is told, and so differently and un- 
satisfactorily from the strong, natural and true 
ending one would expect. No strong impression 
left of any kind, and excellent opportunities lost. 
Three wasted or spoiled lives — his Own, his 
wife’s, and that of Christine Redwood. And to 
what end? His obedience to the Thorah was 
an acceding because a benumbed mind was 
influenced by a religious superstition, and not 
because he calmly felt it was right. To the 
point when the Rabbi asks him to marry Tillie 
Morganthau, the story 1s strong, natural, graphic 
and ably conceived and developed. Every cir- 
cumstance points to another ending, every trifle 
artistically leads up to a grander solution of the 
difficulty. When the thought of wedding Tillie, 
with whom he could have no love, for their feel- 
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ings were not akin in any particular, was brought 
before Elias, there must have been a revulsion 
in his feelings. Then must rise before him the 
image of the fair Christine whom he had adored, 
every minutie of their happy courtship, the 
days of divine joy and communion would over- 
power him with the uncontrollable force of a 
newly awakened and revitalized love. He 
would rebel against aught that separated him 
from her. He would be angry at the Rabbi who 
had perverted his feelings. He would not accept 
the Thorah’s teaching, he would defy it, not be- 
cause he was less a Jew, but because he believed 
he was more a Jew. His love would supply him 
with a thousand specious arguments most in- 
genious and self-deceiving, and with such an 
ally the Thorah would be conquered. He would 
argue that the good and just God in whom he 
believed, would not have given such a perfect 
true and holy love to them were it in direct 
opposition to His will. He would argue that 
the sin of casting her off must in the eye of the 
Eternal be worse than of accepting her, and so 
it would seem to him that the noblest act he 
could do in life would be to make her his wife. 
He would be reasoning his desires into a virtue, 
into a religion, as we are often prone to. do in 
deep trouble. His manhood would re-assert it- 
self, and he would think of her, of what she had 
suffered, her longings, her waiting, her wounded 
spirit torn by doubts, fears, and humiliated by 
her misplaced ideal. He must go to her, fall at 
her feet, tell her all and live only for her forgive- 
ness. What a dramatic scene between the 
uncle and nephew, the one strong in his perfect 
faith in the religious lessons imbibed and instilled 
into his race for centuries, the other equally 
strong in his new found love. The excitement, 
the intense feeling would chasten and vivify the 
truest emotions of each, and the conflict be- 
tween these two strong honest men would be a 
most dramatic picture, for it would touch and 
bring into play the truest and best emotions of 
the human heart, religion and love. 

The meeting between Christine and Elias. 
The year of separation had chilled and killed 
her love for him, The very intensity of it had 
made it the readier bend and break under the 
shock, as great oaks are laid low by the gale 
that only causes the lithesome willow to bend. 
Then when he would come to her she would 
see him for a moment, as she would tell herself, 
just to show him that she had lived through it 
and could coldly meet him as if the past had 
never been. She would show him how little it 
affected her, At his stammering, incoherent 
words of explanation and pleading, she would 


still retain her implacable reserve, every force: 
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of her womanhood would be under control. 
But in his wild speech he would unconsciously 
revert to some tender, loving name, weigth- 
ed with memory of.delights, that would throw 
a glare of broad sunlight into the darkened 
chamber of the past like the first opening of 
windows in the room but late occupied by the 
friend, whose death seems printed in its very air. 
An involuntary start would be instantly inter- 
preted by those eyes fixed on her as if the scales 
of life and death were even then within her 
hands. With a divine, sympathetic instinct he 
would unsparingly lash himself for the evil he 
had done, the injustice, the wickedness, and all. 
Those past days, the fragrance of them would 
be wafted over his feverish self-judging, like the 
odor of fields of roses in a plague-stricken vil- 
lage. Then the walls of pride, wounded affec- 
tion and love would be powerless to resist the 
storm, her sympathy, her womanly nature would 
be satisfied at the atonement, she would with- 
out reasoning, without any mental effort make 
a thousand excuses for him that he would never 
make for himself. 

The contrast between his passionate ravings 
and her passionate coldness would be strong 
and natural, we would feel we were in the 
presence of real men and women, their 
strength and force would give our ideals 
enlarged aims and possibilities, and we would 
rise from the book with blood tingling, for we 
have witnessed a human struggle, a human bat- 
tle nobly fought and nobly won. The impres- 
sion would be strong, dramatic and real, and the 
interest would be concentrated into a mighty 
water instead of trickling away in thread-like 
rivulets lost'in the sands. 


LITERARY SERMONS. 


‘’ The character is thoroughly consistent throughout.” 
—CRITICISM, 


The best lesson that fiction can teach is 
charity, that charity that rightly judges the acts 
of our fellow-man. Many novels have for their 
plot a slight misunderstanding, some sudden 
slip into temptation, a moment’s impulsive act, 
hardly more than the shadow of a surrender 
of a high principle, an instant’s looking away 
from the guiding star of action, and for this the 
man or woman is utterly condemned. Society 
points her rigid finger at the crime, sin, or mis- 
demeanor, and then at the law of the moral, or, 
often more important, the social decalogue, that 
was violated, and relentlessly turns her haughty 
head from the offender, There is no explan- 
ation, no listening to reasons, causes Or motives, 
That one act, that a moment's study would place. 
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in a different light, becomes to society an index 
to his character and representative of his entire 
course of conduct. This is not true, just or fair. 
There are acts, words and thoughts of ours, that 
do not belong to our character, that are not 
formed in accordance with it. Like some wild 
beast escaped from its cage do they dart past us 
and we fall back aghast and paled when we 
recognize they are ours. 

There are reflex actions in moral philosophy 
as there are in physiology. Students of natural 
history tell us that in man the controlling 
power is the brain, that this force by its 
direction causes any part of the body to perform 
any desired act of which it is capable, that all 
impressions are carried to the brain by the 
nerve-centres scattered under the surface of the 
skin. Often, in times of sudden danger, or per- 
haps from long continued habit in one direction 
the nerve-centres can themselves direct the 
muscles how to act without any permission from 
the brain, as the sudden closing of the eye-lid to 
protect the eye from an outside shock. This in- 
stantaneous acting of the nerve-centre is entirely 
independent of the brain, which under ordinary 
circumstances controls it. These reflex actions 
find a perfect analogy in man’s moral nature. 
Character is the brain of the #ora/ system, dis- 
position, taste, predilection, tendencies, instincts 
and feelings are the nerve-centers. The duty of 
these nerve-centers is to carry the impressions 
of phenomena requiring action to the moral 
brain for its direction. Yet, often they act for 
themselves without the expressed approval of 
character, and these are mora/ reflex actions. 

In times of special worry or excitement, these 
moral nerve-centers thus act independently of 
our character. We may strive to speak kindly, 
yet the words issue from the lips cross, cruel 
and bitter. The smile with which we would 
cover our disappointment, appears on the face 
as a cynical sneer. We start back affrighted at 
some cutting taunt we have uttered as might the 
insane murderer brought to consciousness by a 
look at the blood-stained weapon in his hand. 
In these moments of high feeling or excite- 
ment, the power of character, the Supreme 
Court of judging over acts, is wrested from it by 
the Court-martial of instinct and impulse. 

In The Golden Justice, David Lane, a man of 
high integrity and nobility, is standing on the 
bridge one evening as the draw opens to permit 
the boat of the rival company to go through: 
He is tired, worried and confused by business 
troubles, but is roused from his revery by the 
painful, choking cry of the bridge-tender. Lane 
rushed to complete the turning of the draw, 
“but, at that moment, he was seized by a new 
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impulse, so wild and incredible as to resemble a 
prompting of madness—a veritable frenzy which 
remained ever afterward as much a mystery to 
himself as it could have been to those who knew 
him. With all his might he dragged back upon 
the lever, instead of expediting its movement, 
and thus narrowed instead of enlarging the pas- 
sage.” The rival craft was crushed, the bridge 
was overthrown, and the tender killed. Lane’s. 
character was not bad, yet the act was. 

The kleptomaniac who converts dainty articles. 
of personal adornment to his own benefit and 
behoof forever, is not dishonest in character, he 
is only so in act. 

The reflex actions may be better, as well as 
worse, than the character itself. 

Mink Lorey, the escaped convict, in Miss 
Murfree’s 7x the Clouds, galloping his wild young 
horse along the mountain slopes, with deep 
curses on his lips and deeper hate in his heart 
for Judge Gwinnan, whom he had come to kill, 
suddenly sees a man swept from his horse by a 
mountain torrent and drowning in the stream. 
Hurrying nearer he finds it is the enemy he 
seeks. The instant impulse is to save him, and 
this he starts to do, though he sees as the prob- 
able result twenty years of hard labor staring 
him’ in the’ face. The act was a reflex one, it 
was done by no sudden force of charity, it was 
no heaping of coals of fire, no divine vengeance, 
for had Mink met Gwinnan on land he would 
have shot him without a tremor. 

After Dickens’s Bill Sykes, the hardened 
brute, murders the faithful Nancy, he wanders 
into the country to escape justice. Wakened 
from his conscience-haunted dreams by the mid- 
night fire he lends most valued aid in subduing 
the flames and rescuing the endangered inmates. 
It was not truly heroic. His condition of mind 
and body rendered him specially susceptible to 
reflex action, and it is this he obeyed. 

Criminal law, in a dim, one-sided way, recog- 
nizes this principle of moral reflex action in 
what it terms “unpremeditated” acts. In this 
case it is always an evil deed done under the inspir- 
ation of a sudden passion. But passion is only 
one of a number of equally powerful moral 
nerve-centres, and the reflex action is not neces- 
sarily evil. It is not even essential that it be 
shown in a physical act at all; it may be only a 
thought, a momentary look or glance, a word 
that bursts from the lips. 

Reflex action is a force novelists should well 
consider and readers thoughtfully note. We are 
not as fully governed by our character as we 
should be or as we think we are. Character is 
too often only a life-boat brought out in times 
of extreme peril or deep sorrow.

WATERING-PLACE SOCIETY. 


If there is one current expression more intrin- 
sically vulgar than another, it is to talk of “mak- 
ing a show,” when not to make a show, not to 
be conspicuous, not to draw special attention 
to ourselves, is the very essence of good-breed- 
ing. Dr. Johnson found that woman well dressed 
whose clothes he could not remember. How the 
old bear would have growled over some of the 
watering-place toilets of to-day! Not that one 
would object to a certain bright and festal as- 
pect, which belongs to the place and the time as 
roses belong to the summer; but to strive to 
outshine one’s neighbors, or to dress for a water- 
ing-place hotel as if it were the Queen’s drawing- 
room, is the height of vulgarity. 

As the newsboy said, ‘ You pays your money, 
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and you takes your choice.” You can be lonely 
and happy and free from care at some quiet 
haunt in the country or at the seaside; or you 
can pack your Saratoga trunks and go on, 
through the heats of July and August, with all 
the social excitements and fatigues of the winter. 
If you go to the quiet place, the formalities of 
etiquette may be left behind ; but mother Nature, 
with her self-possession and reserve, will teach 
you good breeding. Nature brings up her 
maiden well. 
‘* The floating clouds their state shall lend 

To her ; for her the willow bend; 

Nor shall she fail to see 

Even in the motions of the storm 


Grace that shall mould the maiden’s form 
By silent sympathy, 


The stars of midnight shall be dear 

To her ; and she shall lean her ear 

In many a secret place, 

Where rivulets dance their wayward round, 
And beauty bornof murmuring sound 
Shall pass into her face.” 

But if tothis high breeding of mother nature 
—these charms which Wordsworth sings—you 
prefer the frivolities of society and the Saratoga 
trunks, then will I whisper in your sea-shell ears 
a caution,—‘‘All is not gold that glitters.” 

Watering-places have more than once proved 
full of danger to the unsuspecting. The great- 
est care is necessary to maintain at the same 
time the cordiality of demeanor that belongs to 
the place and the manner of life there, and yet 
to preserve intact the delicacy of personal re- 
serve, and to keep undesirable acquaintances at 
a dignified distance. 

By undesirable acquaintances, believe me, I do © 
not mean those whose Saratoga trunks are not 
full, and whose only carriage is the watering- 
place omnibus. I have seen governesses just 
hovering on the outskirts of the fashionable 
society into which they had been brought for 
other people’s convenience—to play accompani- 
ments for wilful rosebuds or watch over wayward 
children—who seemed to me far better worth 
knowing and more interesting than were their 
employers. Neither are quiet little ladies or shy 
men who have gone to look on at the gay page- 
ant among the dangerous and detrimental. But 
a watering-place is the natural haunt of the 
human shark, seeking whom he may devour. 
Counts who are no counts go there, peers whose 
pedigree is a fiction, women whose reputations 
‘are as much of the past as are their complexions, 
and who are making a last struggle for social life. 
To guard against these, to distinguish paste from 
diamonds, false from true, requires some social 
experience: and a young girl cannot be too care- 
ful whose acquaintance she makes, nor can her 
natural guardians watch over her too zealously. 
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On the other hand, it is hardly generous to 
withhold one’s self from the common life of a 
watering-place. If you go there at all, it should 
be to contribute your quota to the general fund 
ofentertainment. Itis churlish to refuse to sing 
if you have a nightingale in your throat, or to 
decline to dance, or to convey any impression of 
holding yourself apart from those around you.

IN THE WOODS. 


It isin the woods that I find the most perfect re- 
pose in nature. The trees are Earth’s natural cov- 
ering, with which she concealed her primeval nak- 
edness from man, and within which she even now 
strives to hide the rare perfection of her vegetable 
processes, her reduplications of lichen, plant, and 
tree, her animal life with all its brute unrestraint 
and inherited instinct, and her bird-life in all its 
charm of song and wild abandon. The limpid 
waters of lake and stream, the untrodden fresh- 
ness of nooks and leafy dells, fill the measure of 
the fascination of the woods. A June day under 
the brawny, wide-limbed beeches, their network 
of smaller branches hidden by dainty arabesques 
of leaves unfolding to the sun, when the mossy 
knolls and hollows beneath are strewn with bro- 
ken shafts of sunshine, with here and there a 
cluster of violets whose soft colors were surely 
stolen from the sky,—is a feast for the gods. All 
about me are fallen logs in all stages of decay, 
and on the tops and sides of which grow in pro- 
fusion scarlet, cream-colored, and spotted fungi, 
so soft and tender that their thick stems break 
at.the touch of the hand, the most beautiful of 
which are the Agarzcas comatus and the Boletus 
eduizs. Lichens grow luxuriantly upon the beech, 
and some of them are very beautiful. No more 
delicate colors are found in the woodland than 
in these flowerless plants. 

In the open places, where the ground is moist, 
I find some fine specimens of marestail, and al- 
ways several varieties of delicate ferns. In the 
woods the springs are not far apart, and from 
one to windward come familiar scents of spear- 
mint and of peppermint, which when in blossom 
are not unlikely to be plucked by some diligent 
gatherer of herbs and hung in pendent bunches 
beside the long sprays of the garden catnip, from 
the stained rafters of some farmhouse garret. In 
June the summer is in its period of adolescence ; 
the woods are newly clad in a garb which is soon 
to grow rusty and faded with too much sun. 
How eagerly I follow the making of these sum- 
mer garments! No sooner has the snow thawed 
from the slopes than I have discovered that the 
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tips of the limbs and tender sprouts have begun 
to redden with the rushing upward of the rich 
saps. The ice has gone out of the river, and I 
watch the willows on its banks to get a glimpse 
of the first catkin; the willow and birch catkins 
come earliest, and troops of merry children scour 
the river-banks and runs for the velvety pom- 
pons of the former; the rock-maples, the sugar 
trees of New England, grow ruddy in the pas- 
tures and along the margins of the woods. The 
oaks of the uplands, the red, yellow, and white, 
of which the latter is the most tardy, are the last 
to dress in green, and their leaf is the broadest, 
toughest and richest, in its royal purple, of them 
all. The fluffy blossoms of the elm, the favorite 
of the village highway, follow closely after the 
catkins, and when they drift down on the wind I 
know that the foliage of the élm will soon cast 
its welcome shadows across the white dusty 
street. When the leaves begin to grow the song- 
birds begin to build, the robin in the homely old 
apple-tree, the oriole in the swaying boughs of 
the elm, to rock with every breeze that blows, 
the sparrow selects the tall ferns or the flowering 
thorn of the pasture, the blossoms of which are 
as white as driven snow, the swallow begins 
to frequent the puddles of the highway, and 
makes many a journey thence to the barn, the 
bobolink, with his inimitable song and hilarious 
glee, his gay coat glistening in the bright sun- 
light as he scours the clover-fields or flies from 
tree to tree, playing the gallant to Mrs. Robert, 
ending his love-strain with 
‘* Bob-o-link, bob-o-link, 
Spink, spank, spink, 
Chee, chee, chee !”’ 

selects the waving grasses of the smooth mowing- 
lands about the tall black-cherry trees on the tip- 
top of the farm or in the meadows as his base of 
operation; and what a madcap he is! the yellow- 
hammer finds a hollow tree and bores his door- 
way through the soft, decaying wood, where he 
immediately sets up housekeeping, the bluebirds 
have taken all the tenements in the old martin- 
house on the shed, and all the world is agog with 
melody. I see all these birds in the woods at 
times, but I have never seen the hermit-thrush 
or wood-thrush or the whippoorwill on the higher 
uplands. The cuckoo wanders from lowland to 
upland and back again throughout the summer, 
but, like the thrush and whippoorwill, he is a shy 
fellow and does not often show himself to strang- 
ers. If ever mortals reach Elysium, they will 
find plenty of trees and birds I have no doubt. 
It would not be Elysium without them, for of 
all delightful places on earth none are more so 
than the quiet, sleepy dreamlands of the forests.—

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EARLY MORNING ON THE LAKE. 


The routine of our camp has never been so 
established as to make early rising a necessity. 
To do this would be to remove it from the cata- 
logue of virtues. Whenever, therefore, we rise 
at half-past four in the morning, slip from the 
camp unobserved, and quietly push off a boat 
into the calm clear water, it is not without 
a certain sense of superiority. Egotism is 
said to be almost inevitably an accompaniment 
of early rising. But the charm of self-contem- 
plation is soon lost in the enjoyment of material 
beauties which do not need to be suffused with 
the heightened color of our pride. Homer, with 
archaic simplicity, makes nearly all his days be- 
gin with the sunrise, as though a day could not 
begin properly at any other time. 

The sunrise is the oldest and yet the newest 
event in the world. It should be in itself a pro- 
cess of mental and spiritual regeneration to wit- 
ness the birth of a new day. No one has really 
seen a sunrise unless he has been kindled by it. 
It is an old, old story of the world, but one re- 
peated with ever-varying eloquence. Nature 
never tires of revealing her life and what seems 
to be her joy,—a symphony of color in the sky, 
an answering orchestra in the forests, a fugue of 
bird notes, a new freshness in the rustle of the 
trees, a new song to the brook. Do the winds 
themselves get drowsy? Or what subtle and 
mysterious anodyne is it that lulls the lake to 
sleep at night? There are times of frightful 
stormy revel, when the night winds roar through 
the forest and tear the lake into foam.’ But 
these are exceptional. In general, the winds 
seem to retire to their fabled caves at sundown, 
and the lake lies sleeping on its bed as calmly 
and sweetly as the camp baby in its hammock. 

As we move from the wharf in our skiff and 
gently dip the water with the oar, it seems as if 
the whole lake felt the tremor of the boat. Has 
_ the morning light unloosed the leash of the 
breeze? Ripple after ripple wrinkles the sur- 
face: the air is all astir with new life, and we 
breathe its quickening freshness. 

To the poetry of color and the poetry of 
sound, we add the poetry of motion. We are 
moving softly and gently over the surface. This 
is the charm of trolling. Such motion is apt to 
develop anything but poetic feelings. But there 
is an indefinable charm in the straightforward, 
gently moving boat. Each dip of the ash blade 
cuts a silver scroll, and miniature whirlpools 
spin in its cool path. The water drops in a 
gentle shower from the oar. The lake itself

TALLEYRAND. 


In the Rue Saint-Florentin there are a palace 
and a sewer. 

The palace, which is of a rich, handsome, and 
gloomy style of architecture, was long called 
Hotel del’ Infantado,; nowadays may be seen 
on the frontal of its principal door-way Hotel 
Talleyrand. During the forty years that he 
resided in this street, the last tenant of this 
palace never, perhaps, cast his eyes upon this 
sewer. 

He was a strange, redoubtable, and important 
personage; his name was Charles Maurice de 
Périgord; he was of noble descent, like Machia- 
velli, a priest like Gondi, unfrocked like Fouché ; 
witty like Voltaire, and lame like the devil. It 
might be averred that everything in him was 


lame like himself; the nobility which he had. 


placed at the service of the Republic, the priest- 
hood which he had dragged through the parade- 
ground, then cast into the gutter, the marriage 
which he had broken off through a score of 
exposures and a voluntary separation, the 
understanding which he disgraced by acts of 
baseness. 

This man, nevertheless, had grandeur; the 
splendor of the two régimes were united in him ; 
he wss Prince de Vaux in the Kingdom of 
“France, and a Prince of the French Empire. 
During thirty years, from the interior of his 
palace, from the interior of his thoughts, he had 
almost controlled Europe. He had permitted 
himself to be on terms of familiarity with th 
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Revolution, and had smiled upon it; ironically, 
it is true, but the Revolution had not perceived 
this. He had come in contact with, known, 
observed, penetrated, influenced, set in motion, 
fathomed, bantered, inspired all the men of his 
time, all the ideas of his time, and there had 
been moments in his life when, holding in his 
hand the four or five great threads which moved 
the civilized universe, he had for his puppet 
Napoleon I., Emperor of the French, King of 
Italy, Protector of the Confederation of the 
Rhine, Mediator of the Swiss Confederation. 
That is the game which was played by this man. 

After the Revolution of July, the old race, of 
which he was the high chamberlain, having 
fallen, he found himself once more on his feet, 
and said to the people of 1830, seated bare-armed 
upon a heap of paving-stones, “Make me your 
ambassador!” 

He received the confession of Mirabeau and 
the first confidence of Thiers. He said of him- 
self that he was a great poet, and that he had 
composed a trilogy in three dynasties: Act I., 
the Empire of Bonaparte; Act Il., the House of 
Bourbon ; Act I11., the House of Orleans, 

He did all this in his palace, and in this 
palace, like a spider in his web, he allured and 
caught in succession heroes, thinkers, great men, 
conquerors, kings, princes, emperors, Bonaparte, 
Sieyés, Madame de _  Staél, Chateaubriand, 
Benjamin Constant, Alexander of Russsia, 
William of Prussia, Francis of Austria, Louis 
XVIII., Louis-Philippe, all the gilded and 
glittering flies who buzz through the history of 
the last forty years. All this glistening throng, 
fascinated by the penetrating eye of this man, 
passed in turn under that gloomy entrance bear- 
ing upon the architrave the inscription HOTEL 
TALLEYRAND. 

Well, the day before yesterday, May 17, 1838, 
this man died. Doctors came and embalmed 
the body. To do this they, like the Egyptians, © 
removed the bowels from the stomach and the 
brain from the skull. The work done, after 
having transformed the Prince de Talleyrand 
into amummy, and nailed down this mummy in 
a coffin lined with white satin, they retired, 
leaving upon a table the brain—that brain which 
had thought so many things, inspired so many 
men, erected so many buildings, led two 
revolutions, duped twenty kings, held the 
world. The doctors being gone, a servant 
entered; He saw what they had left: Hulloa! 
they have forgotten this. What was to be done 
with it? It occurred to him that there was a 
sewer in the street ; he went there, and threw the 
brain into this sewer.—VICTOR HuGo in Things 
Seen.

LITERARY SERMONS. 


** There are no new plots under the sun.”” 

The critic of to-day in viewing fiction says the 
plots have all been used, the stories have all 
been told, and future novels must be mere re- 
hearsals and rearrangements, old tunes set to 
diffezent keys. In support of this position they 
quote Solomon’s words, “There is no new thing 
under the sun.” They seem to forget that while 
there have been no new elements added to the 
world since the creation, every day discovers 
new and o-iginal combinations of these elements. 
Thousands of shades and tints may be formed 
from the combinations of the seven primary 
colozs found in a single ray of sunlight, and 
millions of years of study could not exhaust the 
possitle combinations and duplications of the 
ten numerals. 


The first novel was written in the story of 
Adam aud Eve in the Garden of Eden, and 
nearly every work of fiction since that time has 
been but an adaptation, a change, a modification 
or a development of that first scene in history. 
There, first were shown the elements of fiction 
the novelist uses to this day, the tempter, the 
tempted, a strong temptation, disobedience, 
theft, deception, throwing the blame on another, 
circumstantial evidence, false testimony, the 
discovery of the guilt and the punishment. 

The reason why there are so few original plots 
in novels is the morbid searching on the part 
of writers for a wild, striking plot, a powerful 
denouement; they select the climax, and work 
the characters they create in a way to reach 
that, they begin to build their pyramid from the 
apex downward. The novel and its plot with 
them is created, not begotten, thus as with 
Frankenstein’s monster, there can be no growth 
or development. Their very attempt to be 
original narrows and limits them, confining 
them to mere exaggerations, modifications, and 
distortions of the conventional plots. The 
mechanism shows constantly and evidences are 
met on every line that like guide-posts point and 
lead to a climax or “scene.” 

In the best and lasting novels of the day, it is 
only by putting the memory to a strain that we 


can recall the plot, it is really but the back- 
ground of the picture, not even that, it seems. 
only of importance in giving opportunity to the 
character to say or do whatever its character— 
istics dictate, and this being accomplished, the 
value of each part of the plot in turn ceases and’ 
we hardly remember it existed. The common 
novelist parades his plot, the master artistically 
disguises it. With the common writer the plot 
is the edifice, with the master, the plot is but 
the scaffolding from which the edifice was reared 

The true method for the making ofa plot is: 
the development of what may be called a plot,. 
germ. Take two or three characters, strongly 
individualized morally and mentally, place them: 
in a strong situation and let them develop. 
They must mezely act out thcir characteristics: 
and a plot will be evolved that the mind of the 
author might never conceive of if he worked 
from the climax backward. There are hundreds 
of these plot-gezms in our every-day life, con-~ 
versation and newspaper reading, and the slight- 
est change in the character at starting will give 


‘a wide difference in ending, as the merest move 


of the rudder of a mighty ship may change her 
destination many leagues 

There are but three primary elements in & 
novel: man, country and circumstances; man 
is the embodiment of the characteristics of mind. 
heart, and body; country is the element that 
gives those characteristics tone, color and in- 
tensity, and circumstances give opportunity for: 
them to exist as actions. 

As a germ-plot, take a noble and pure woman 
loving her father and her lover equally strongly, 
the two loves though differing in kind being 
each of maximum intensity. The situction is 
one in which she 1s forced to sacrifice either the 
one or the other. Placing this germ for develop- 
ment in English society produces one plot, sub- 
jecting it for development to the warm impulsive 
life of Italy, ferms another, the restrained life of 
India still another, China with its strict social 
laws for the conduct of women would again. 
bring enother plot to life. Change the country 
and the entire atmosphere 13. changed, the 
elements are subjected to new influences which 
develop new incidents and so a new plot. Make 


re 
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the heroine Jew, Christian, Pagan, Braham or 
Atheist and an element has been introduced 
that must form an entirely different plot. Cause 
her to lose her lover’s affection if she still loves, 
an additional potent force has been introduced. 
Change any vital part in any character and the 
plot must be different. Writing this way, the 
combinations are infinite so that one might 
almost say two plots thus developed from the 
same plot-germ can have no greater resemblance 
than two shells cast up by the ocean. 

But ordinary writers proceed on a different 
basis, merely playing ingeniously with conven- 
tional plots, their novel is not so mucha story 
as aconundrum propounded to the reader.

In ordcr to gain the heart and hand of Sir Thornfield, 
Lady Frizzle, aged about forty-six di-guises herse!lf as a 
beautiful young maiden of seventeen. 

Query. Willhelove her after he discovers her perfidy, 
and if so, how many? Willthe critics call it a strong, 
powerful novel original in plot and character, and if so, 
why ? 

(5). The infant daughter of the Marquis de Villiers is stolen 
Twenty years after, a band of gipsies 
He has 


fom her home. 
encamp near the palatial residence of the Marquis. 
just died, and another is to gain the heritage. 
Query. Wow will the author bring the gipsy girl into the 
palace and checkmate the false heir in three moves? 


The question of originality thus lies to a great 
extent with the individual writer. It is to a 
certain degree one of method. Constant twist- 
ings and turnings of worn-out situations with 
characters who lack characteristics will never 
produce it Chess and checkers may be played 
on the same board, but the games are widely 
different. In the first, all pieces have different 
powers, different characteristics, and different 
possibilities; while in the other it is a clear 
regular even disposition of one power, thus pro- 
portionally narrowing the possibilities of situa- 
tions and crucial positions. 

YUife is the wide board upon which the novelist 
has to play, and with pieces, whose characters 
and powcrs change with every move, influenced 
and controlled by past, present and future, so 
that the co 11141015 are infinite. 
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THE ANALYTIC SCHOOL IN 
FICTION. 


HE literary Pasteurs of to-day, the leaders 
of this germ age in literature, find their 
stronghold in what is termed the analytic school 
of fiction. With their egotistic microscope held 
alike relentlessly over a poor struggling human 
motive, an eye-lash, or the fate of a disembodied 
soul they pose and analyze in the presence of their 
readers. It seems that the skill they show in 
their analysis pleases them more than the result 
of that analysis. They subtly differentiate 
shades, quibbles, and even tints of thought. The 
long procession of psychological emotions 
through which the heroine had to pass before 
she decided whether to tie her hair with a blue 
ribbon ora pink one is painfully exact in its 
description. The ribbon she selected “ is not ex- 
actly pink either, it is rather that delicate shade 
that white assumes when the last rosy rays of 
the dying sun fall upon it, or that dainty ming- 
ling of red and white in the cheek of some vil- 
lage beauty. The pink seemed in a certain 
way to answer the vague half-timid, half-tender 
yearnings of her heart, strange too, she felt that 
color could by some intangible association ex- 
press her thought and her mood.” 
This painful analysis gives to even the best 
books merely the virtue of being photographic, 
they are true, but it is a truth that is mere 
‘dead accuracy,” there is no chance for inter- 
pretation. A great painting derives much of its 
power from its suggestiveness, the grass seems 
almost to wave gently in the hot quivering at- 
mosphere before the eyes of the spectator, the 
sea has so angry and fierce a look that one can 
almost hear the muttering, threatening surge 
upon the shore, the perspiration seems fairly to 
start out as we look at the silky flanks of the 
war-horses. These phases are not really present 
in the picture, except in essence, in suggestion, 
by the presence of certain “developing char- 
acteristics,” that elicit these accessories of real- 
ity as necessary consequents to what is seen. 
Thus the observer becomes co-laborator with the 
artist to the extent of interpretation. The pa- 
rade of analysism in fiction kills the artistic feel- 
ing of co-operation, for, as in the photograph, all 
must be accepted as it stands, and the mi- 
nutiz given, no room is left for the imagination. 
Analysis is the key-note of the best work in 
fiction, but not as it is represented by the “ana- 
lytic school.” Analysis is the mere machinery 
of thought, the means by which it is formed, 
the laboratory where it is generated, it is the 
preparation for the work, not the end in itself. 
This analysis should go on in the mind of the 
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writer, and should only show itself to the reader 
as he may develop it for himself from a consid- 
eration of the one or two vital and “developing 
characteristics’ used by the author; that is, the 
writer should be an analyst in private, anda 
synthesist in public. For himself he should an- 
alyze the subject until he knows every element 
and its value, and from this analysis synthetic- 
ally present the elements that will permit the 
reader to develop the others. The musician, 
artist, wit, actor and orator in their fullest success 
follow this natural law. 

The Musician who executes some classic com- 
position is thus synthetic in public. The analy- 
sis, the study of the values of the notes, their 
combinations and sequence made rapidly with 
his eye, and based on years of previous study, 
gives the resultant impressions which are syn- 
thetically gathered together by his fingers. The® 
music of the school-girl picking the notes of | 
The Mazden’s Prayer, torturing the scales and 
struggling speculatively with her chords and 
bars, is not very entertaining. She is analytic 
in public. 

The Artist when he puts his crayon to canvas, 
has the ideal face already analyzed in his mind, 
and in his sketch he merely combines the ele- 
ments thereby discovered. Take the work of 
any famous etcher, the face seems to be made 
up of but five or six lines roughly noted, yet the 
expression is perfect, the mind filling in the 
suggestion and aiding in the interpretation. 
They would say there is in such a face no analy- 
sis, because the ninety-seven eyelash hairs are 
not drawn separately, yet this is the truest and 
best analysis, for it is quantitative as well as 
qualitative. It is not necessary that this should 
be done by a conscious effort of the mind, as 
practice or genius produces it almost without 
knowledge of process. The artist then knows 
the values and relations of the lines, which is 
the most important and which being put before 
the eye develops the others. When the artist 
touches the canvas he is only synthetic. 

The Wit, whom nature has favored with a tal- 
ent for ready repartee, is he who has the power 
of instant analysis of the sharp remark made to 
him, instantly building three or four tentative 
replies, analyzing them, eliminating them or 
parts of them and from the results of these analy- 
yses, synthetically forming the stinging retort 
that seems an impromptu. The human mind is 
much like a buzz-saw, it moves with such trem- 
endous velocity to often seem to be standing still. 

The Actor who acts most truly and truest, 
analyzes the lines he is to speak into the 
elemental feelings of which they are composed 
and feels them. When this power of analysis is 
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present in its highest form, when it is true, deep 
and instant, it is the sign of genius, it is sym- 
pathy, unity of heart, mind and body with the 
character assumed and this is but instant and 
perfect analysis: we only know it exists by exam- 
ining the effect it produces. 

The Orator is he who has a power of mind to 
analyze his audience, his subject and the end he 
would accomplish, and a ready tongue to syn- 
thetically form from these analyses the best and 
most able words to attain his object. But he 
does not say “I know, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
that you do not desire to be persuaded of this 
because there is in your mind a certain in- 
describable latent resistance, a part confidence, 
part distrust of your selves, of the question and 
of me.” He merely presumes these reasons and 
feelings by the result of his analysis, and syn- 
thetically answers them without exhibiting the 
line of reasoning by which he became possessed 
of his knowledge of these reasons and feelings. 

These are but types of human efforts similar 
to a degree to fiction, and it is governed by the 
same laws as they. The importance of analysis 
cannot be overrated, but it must precede the 
expression of the thought, the thought should 
not be used merely to give expression to the 
analysis. 

In the words of a French poet and philoso- 
pher: ‘For heaven’s sake, spare me your lucu- 
brations, give me facts or ideas. Keep your 
vats, your must, your dregs in the background. 
What I-ask is wine—wine which will sparkle in 
the glass and stimulate intelligence instead of 
weighing it down.” 


MARK TWAIN’S NEW PLAY. 


ERHAPS it was the spirit that led Tenny- 
son to take a retrospective loo at Locks- 
ley Hall, which inspired Mark Twat. to renew 
his acquaintance with Col. Sellers of /%e Gilded 
Age, twenty years after the close of that story- 
In both instances first impressio1.s were best. 
In The American Claimant, the Colonel is living 
in rented rooms in Washington, the same gilded 
poverty continues and the disguising artifices 
are more pronounced. His inventive genius, 
weakly distributed in fire extinguishers, wonder- 
ful phonographs and other quixotic schemes 


finds its magnum opus in his plan of bri ging 


the dead to life by the application of sto-ed 
electricity. He expects to make “millions” yethy 
by renting these ex-dead men to the government 
as policemen. He tries his materializing process 
on one of his distant relatives who has just died 
and who is also a claimant to the EE. |lom. 
This furnishes the motif. 
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‘There is in the play humor, sharp, quick, 
“observant and effective, yet it is not the true, 
human humor of The Gelded Age. To make any 
strong, decided impression on the stage, the 
characteristic must be toa degree enlarged and 
exaggerated so that its individuality will be clear 
and natural above the other features. Like the 
‘views thrown from a magic-lantern on a screen, 
the enlargement is never distortion. Were the 
Bartholdi Statue absolutely and mathematically 
true and perfect in the inter-relations of the 
parts, each feature proportionate, it would be out 
of proportion from the stand-point of the spec- 
tator. This artistic exaggeration Mark Twain 
handled most ably in his Gélded Age. The eye- 
water, the hogs and the other wild, speculative 
possibilities were always human, honest and 
“true to the man, and the secret of the humor of 


‘Col. Sellers is in this very truth, the identity of. 


it with human nature. In The American Claim- 
ant the exaggeration is over-done, the acts in- 
terest us not as parts of the man, but only for 
whatever they may contain in themselves. They 
ypass the limit of human likelihood and encroach 
on the domains of burlesque. Col. Sellers hold- 
ing these impossible schemes ceases to be a 
visionary, he is a lunatic. The humor thus is 
constantly forced, made and mechanical. 

The’ perspective of incident is weak. The 
‘drinking scene in the second act, clever and 
‘bright though it be, is out of proportion to the 
balance of the play. It is not of enough im- 
portance in itself to be carried to such a»length, 
nor does it really develop any other part. It re- 
minds one rather of the ballet in a comic opera, 
its brilliancy is intended as a compensation for 
its incoherency. The Colonel’s melo-dramatic 
sorrow and prayers for forgiveness for his tem- 
porary lapse into intemperance, under the 
circumstances,are greatly out of proportion to his 
sin. Had he clubbed his wife, starved his 
daughter, or committed some awful crime, the 
sorrow would have been adequate. This too 
is apparently not intended for humor, for 
it is tender and pathetic. 

In the true dramatic composition every word 
spoken, every incident and move forms an 
element in the plot or development, each has its 
part inthe culmination. This is one of the 
unities in which Mark Twain fails in his dram- 
atic work. The episodes are strung on the 
thread of his wit, each seemingly presented for 
its own sake and not because it leads anywhere 
in particular. While this culminative spirit is 


not necessary, nor its absence ever noted in Mr.. 


Clemen’s intensely humorous and true pictures 
of life in his stories, it is, and must needs be, of 
wital moment in a true play. 
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“* Selections, tt is true, sometimes omit things we would have 
greatly liked, but who will pretend to say that he always finds 
everything that would have pleased or profited him even whex 
he makes his own choice ?’—C. F. RiCHARDSON,

She then stripped 
the cheap tinsel bracelets from her wrists, and 
hid them in her bosom. 

As the music increased in volume, she shut 
her eyes and stretched out her long arms as a 
panther sometimes does; then lifted them above 
her head, and instantly they fell into the rhythm 
of the music.

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OVER-PRACTICAL AMERICA. 


Another effect of the predominance of this 
mercantile spirit is the funny inability in the 
average American to measure the worth of any 
thing except by money, What one thing costs, or 
what it brings, this seems to be the only criterion 
by which he judges of art, science and life. 
Hence that common designation by ‘success’ of 
every thing that sells well, whether aspainting, or 
a new fashion of suspenders, and by failure’ of 
that which does not sell. Hence that tendency 
to confine one’s self, in study and education to 
what is ‘practical,’ and to laugh at as useless, or 
at the best, tolerate as innocuous every study 
which has a merely ideal and spiritual \alue. 
This is, indeed, a great blunder. We must re- 
member that theoretical and abstract specula- 
tions are the seed from which alone the practical 
applications can grow. The most wonderful 
inventions of this century, the astonishing im- 
provements which seem to change the aspect of 
life all around us, would never have been called 
out from nothingness but for the abstract, soli- 
tary, and, to the eyes of the vulgar, sterile specu- 
culations of some savant, who perhaps died 
some centuries ago forgotten and misunderstood. 
Although it seems almost paradoxical, it is the 
most abstract and speculative studies that tell 
the most onhuman life. No study, apparently 
more remote from daily life than the old contes- 
tations about the fixity or the mutability of 
species. Still never perhaps a scientific svxecu- 
lation was fruitful of more impoztant results. 
When the storm was brooding from which the 
French revolution broke forth,Geoffroy St. Hilaire 
and other savants were discussing that thcory in 
the Jardin des Plantes, in Paris, and Goé.he ie- 
marked: ‘Whatever the results of the French 
Parliament may be, the question which is now 
being ventilated in the Jardin des Plantes, is 
more important for the world.” It sounds like 
a whimsicality of a conceited savant, but it is 
one of the greatest proofs of Goéthe's broadness 
of mind and deep intuition. For, from those 
studies the theory of: evolution was. b-ought 
forth as a legitimate child; a theory 
however received, is revolutionizing the world, 
is modifying our ideas of history, of law, of 
physical, moral and social sciences, and tells 
every daymore deeply on our conceptio.:3 of re- 
ligion, life, man and God. 

No great civilization can he built on merely 
material and industrial pursuits, ‘as there can be 
no great army entirely made up of soldiers with- 
out captain and leaders. Still, notwithstanding 
all the opportunities which talent and wealth 
can give. 1 do not know of any high branch of 
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theoretical study where America leads the 
world. In all such studies, in philosophy as 
well as in philology, in mathematics as well as in 
sociology, in painting as well as in sculpture, to 
say nothing of music, America, as a nation, is at 
the tail of the civilized world. Some ascribe 
this scarce activity in the highest intellectual 
branches to the democratic institutions of the 
country. But this is, I think, a gratuitous slan- 
der to democracy. The glorious Italian Repub- 
lic of the middle ages were, on the whole, as 
thoroughly democratic as America is. Still, at 
the same time that they developed their com- 
merce, navigation. trade and wealth, they were 
adle to produce those wonderful masterpieces in 
painting, sculpture, architecture and literature, 
which still astound the world. Nor does that 
seem to me a sufficient explanation which many 
would find in the youth of the country. After 
a century and a half of continuously prosperous 
development, with the benefit of a centennial 
culture behind, we are perhaps laying too greata 
stress on this national youth. Were it even so, 
how are we to explain that, instead of proceed- 
ing on and on toward that higher aim, the 
country seems, in this respect at least, to: lag 
behind more and more? Certainly the Ameri- 
can boy of to-day has no living greatness to 
look up to that can compare with Emerson, 
Hawthorne, Longfellow, Webster and other 
worthies, who shone before the youthful eyes of 
his father.—Greater America. 


OBJECTION TO DARWINISM. 


But with all my gratitude to Darwin for hav- 
ing put an end to the terrorism of those physi- 
ologists who raised every variety into a species, 
and insisted on an independent origin for every 
variety of living beings, I think he allowed him- 
self to be carried away when he denied an in- 
dependent origin to man. I admire his wise 
discretion in not attempting to reduce all 
organic beings to one ancestor as well as his 
wisdom in never attempting to explain the first 
beginnings of organic life either as acts of 
creation or as generatio spontanea or as Ur- 
schletm, but why should he have thought it im- 
possible that in addition to his four progenitors, 
there was a fifth progenitor for man, I cannot 
understand. Wemust reason here as we do 
elsewhere. If Darwin had discovered some- 
thing, however small in appearance, in the 
horse, which it could not possibly have inherit- 
ed from the hipparion, he would never have 
represented the hipparion as the progenitor of 
the horse. If then there is something in man 
which could not possibly have been inherited 
110m a monkey or any other animal, something 
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of which even the most rudimentary germs are 
absent in the whole animal genus, something 
which has imparted to man a character entirely 
different from all other living beings namely, 
language, why represent him as the descendant 
of an unknown, but certainly speechless ape? 

I know it has been argued that a transition 
from animal to man is conceivable, and that our 
freedom of enquiry ought not to be fettered by 
excluding possibilities from the pale of legitimate 
reasoning. What is conceivable, however, de- 
pends quite as much on the conceiver as on the 
conceived, and I maintain that no one who 
knows the true nature of language could con- 
ceive how any animal, from the lowest to the 
highest, could ever have developed speech. But 
whatever may be conceivable or inconceivable, 
is there not something in what is real, that is, 
in the fact that no living being, except man, has 
ever developed speech? It seems to me far 
more conceivable that a fish should suckle her 


young, because the whale (walfisch) does, than 
that the most highly developed monkey should 


ver frame a grammatical language, because a birde 
sings. To admit everything as conceivable, may - 
be very excellent in theory, and, as mere logic- 
ians, we may all admit that the sun need not rise 
to-morrow. It is conceivable that trees should 
grow into the sky, and that birds should fly into 
the moon. To say that they would die, is say- 
ing nothing; for why should they not possess 
the power of adapting themselves to new envi- 
ronments ? 

But I doubt whether that neutral state of 
mind is the best adapted for real work, and for 
the advancement of realknowledge. The chem- 
ist who, for the time being, denies the possibility 
or at least the admissibility of a decomposition 
of what he calls elementary substances, and who 
declares a change of lifeless into living matter 
as for the present inconceivable, is far more 
likely to advance his science than he who from 
the beginning looks upon everything as possible, 
and who considers the Broad Lines which keep 
order in nature and render many things impos- 
sible, as pure imaginary limits. 


It seems to me far more useful if philosophers 
would try to discover why there are such hard 
and fast lines drawn across the vast plan of na- 
ture, why certain creatures never pass certain 
limits, and why man, for instance, was able or 
was forced to generalize, to form a world of con- 
cepts or roots, to derive from these roots names 
of new concepts, to elaborate. in fact, language 
and reason, and then to make language the 
foundation of a culture, which, marvellous as it 
is in our century, is probably the seed only fora 
future growth far richer than has yet been seen. 
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If we do not simply play with words, if we take 
conceivable in that sense which it has among 
professional students of every science, viz: 
something which is in accordance with known 
facts, then we ought not to say that the elabora- 
tion of language by any animal, except man, is 
conceivable; but, on the contrary, it becomes 
our duty to warn the valiant disciples of Darwin 
that, before they can claim a real victory, before 
they can call mana descendant of a mute animal, 
they must lay a regular siege to a fortress which 
is not to frightened into submission by a few 
random shots, the fortress of language, which as 
yet stands untaken and unshaken on the very 
frontiers between animal kingdom and that of 
man.—F, Max MULLER in Sctence of Thought. 


EMERSON ON EDUCATION. 


In his review of the institutions for public 
education, the common school and the college, 
in his lecture in 1864, Emerson dotted out, with 
a remarkable prevision, the new departure upon 
which his own college soon afterwards entered. 

The college, he said, is essentially the most 
radiating and public of agencies; it deals with 
a force which it cannot monopolize or confine, 
cannot give to those who come to it and refuse 
to those outside. “I have no doubt of the 
force, and, for me, the only question is whether 
the force is inside. If the colleges were better, 
if they really had it, you would need to set the 
police at the gates to keep order in the in-rush- 
ing multitude. Do the boat-builders in Long 
Island Sound forget George Steers and _ his 


yacht America, or the naval men omit to visit a . 


new Monitor of Ericsson? But see in colleges 
how we thwart this natural love of learning by 
leaving the natural method of teaching what 
each wishes to learn, and insisting that you shall 
learn what you have no taste or capacity for. 

It is right that you should begin at the be- 
ginning to teach the elements, but you shall 
not drive to the study of music the youth who 
has no ear, or insist on making a painter of him 
if he have no perception of form. The college 
which should be a place of delightful labor, is 
made odious and unhealthy, and the young men 
are tempted to frivolous amusements to rally 
their jaded spirits. External order, verbal cor- 
rectness, the keeping of hours, the absence 
of any eccentricity or individualism disturbing 
the routine, is all that is asked. Then, in the 
absence of its natural check, the city invades 
the college; the habits and spirit of wealth 
suppress enthusiasm. Money and vulgar respect- 
ability have the ascendant. The college and 
the church, which should be counterbalancing 
influences to the spirit of trade and material 
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prosperity, do now conform and take their tone 
from it, I wish the democratic genius of the 
country might breathe something of new life 
into these institutions. I would have it make 
the college really literary and scientific, and not 
worldly and political; drive out coxcombs as. 
with a broom, and leave only scholars. I wouldi 
have the studies elective, and I would hand over 
the police of the college to the ordinary civil 
government. The student shall; by his merits, 
make good his claim to scholarship; to access- 
to still higher instruction in such departments: 
as he prefers. The class shall have a certain 
share in the election of the professor; if only 
this, of making their attendance voluntary. 

Why always coast on the surface, and never 
open the interior of Nature? not by jscience,. 
which is surface still, but by poetry. Shakspeare 
should be a study in the university, as Boccaccio- 
was appointed to lecture on Dante. Thestudents- 
should be educated not only in the. intelligence’ 
of, but in sympathy with, the thought of. great 
poets. Let us have these warblings as: well as: 
logarithms. 

The mistake of confining higher education to: 
a rigid system of studies prescribed for all, with-- 
out regard to individual aptitudes, was illus-- 
trated, as was natural, from his own experience: 
with mathematics. “Great,” he said, “is drill. 
It is better to teach the child arithmetic and 
Latin grammar than rhetoric or moral philoso- 
phy, because they require exactitude of perfor- 
mance, and that power of performance is worth 
more than the knowledge. Then, too;. it is. in- 
dispensable that tne elements of. numbers be: 
taught, since they are the base of all exact. 
science. But there are many students, and good’ 
heads, too, of whom it is infatuation to require: 
more than a grounding in these. Yet they. find. 
this learning, which they do not wish to acquire,. 
absorbing one-third of every day in the two first. 
academic years, often two-thirds, a dead weight 
on mind and heart, to be utterly cast out the 
moment the youth is left to the election of his 
studies. The European universities once gave 
a like emphasis to logic and totheology. Untikh 
recently, natural science was almost excluded ;. 
now natural science threatens to take in its turm 
the same ascendant’ A man of genius, with a. 
good deal of general power, will for a long period: 
give a bias in his own direction toa university. 
That is a public mischief, which the guardians of 
a college are there to watch and counterpoise. Im 
the election of a president, it is not only the 
students who are to be controlled, but the pro— 
fessors; each of whom, in proportion to his. 
talent, isa usurper.”"—Memozrr of Ralph Waldo-

NOTHER peculiarity of much of the liter- 

ary comment of the day, humorously 
termed criticism, is its broad generality, its elas- 
ticity and comprehensiveness, that doubtful

haziness that means nothing and expresses it so 
well. This variety of criticism is like a fog hang- 
ing over a landscape, its intangibleness. and 
mist serve only to bind together a number of 
nothings and hide the scene they cover. The 
same fog will cover any area and mistify it as 
the general adjustable criticism does any book. 

Whilé this form of noting the literary pro- 
ductions of the day is so simple, there is not the 
slightest reason why every paper should not have 
a “review department.” If the supply of electro- 
types should run short, there are a few bright, 
just and sparkling periodicals from whose col- 
umns brains can be clipped, and the words 
changed so as to destroy sense and semblance, 
and no one will be the wiser. 

The plan is very simple, and as practiced to- 
day consists merely in the manipulation of lit- 
erary stencils, or more properly, electrotypes. 

A few samples are here given, space of course 
being left blank for filling in with type to fit each 
separate book. A full set of electrotype blocks 
covers Poetry, Fiction, Art, Science, History, 
Finance, Biography, Religion, Travel, Medicine, 
Education, Magazines and every other phase of 
literary production. 


For use in reviewing works of poetry, the fol- 
lowing are recommended. 


(Poetry. Form No. 1.—Female Poets.)

CHRISTMAS IN MEXICO. 


A Mexican Christmas is very unlike one in the 
United States. No merry jingle of sleigh-bells 
iis heard in this sunny land where the rigors of 
‘winter are unknown, and the few lofty peaks, 
‘where alone snow is ever seen, would hardly 
‘tempt the most adventurous tobogganist. 

As there are no chimneys, Santa Claus is de- 
iprived of his legitimate and time-honored en- 
‘trance into households, so the delightful and 
‘immemorial custom of hanging up stockings is 
tunknown to Mexican children. But perhaps 
they enjoy themselves quite as much after their 
‘own fashion as ours do. One circumstance in 
their favor is the long-continued celebration, 
which, beginning on the evening of the 17th 
‘of December and continuing till New-Year’s 
Day, is one long, delightful jubilee. 

The celebrations in honor of Guadalupe ex- 
itend from the 12th until the fosadas, or nine 
‘days’ festivities. The last prayers on the lips of 
‘the faithful and the last tones from organ and 
‘choir in praise of the patron saint hardly die 
away ere the Christmas rejoicings begin. 

The word Posada signifies an inn, and the 
‘whole observance is a relic bequeathed by 
the Spaniards. The celebration is limited al- 
‘most exclusively to the capital and the larger 
cities, and may be considered more as a social 
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feature than belonging specially to the Church 
—though really combining the elements of both. 

It is a reminder of the Nativity, based on the 
Gospel narrative, but with additions. When 
Czsar Augustus issued the decree that “all the 
world should be taxed,” the Virgin and Joseph 
came from Galilee to Judea to enroll their names 
for taxation. Bethlehem, their city, was so full 
of people from all parts of the world that they 
wandered about for nine days, without finding 
admittance in either hotel or private house. As 
nothing better offered, they at last took refuge 
in a manger, where the Saviour was born. 

The first act of the posada represents the 
journey of the Virgin Mary and Joseph from Na- 
zareth to Bethlehem, and the difficulties they 
experienced in finding shelter. The family and 
invited guests march in procession through halls 
and corridors, holding in their hands lighted 
tapers and singing solemn litanies. Before the 
procession, the figures of Mary and Joseph are 
borne along by servants or young boys. Each 
door they pass is knocked upon, but no an- 
swer or invitation to enter is given, and so the 
procession continues to move around, singing 
and knocking, until, at last, a door is opened, 
when they all enter and mass is said and hymns 
are sung with all possible solemnity, after which 
the other interesting features of the fosada are 
presented, as hereafter related. Sometimes a 
burro is introduced to represent the faithful 


‘animal that carried the holy family in their 


journeyings. 

All over the city is heard the litany of the 
posadas, sung ina hundred homes, as the pilgrim- 
ages wind in and out of the rooms and round 
the improvised shrines. Venetian lights hang 
in the fatzos, and fireworks blaze skyward in 
every direction. One of the most interesting 
features is the infantile resort set up in the 
southern part of the plaza. The Zocalo is a be- 
witching place ; lights flash through the branch- 
es of pine and cypress, and the place is alive 
with children of the first families of Mexico. 

The breaking of the Jz%ate is the chief sport 
of the Josada. The fizvate is an oval-shaped, 
earthen jar, handsomely decorated and covered 
with bright ornaments, tinsel, gay flowers, and 
flaunting streamers of tissue paper. The com- 
mon people are experts in the manufacture of 
these curious objects, and when a vender of 
them is seen perambulating the streets, it is 
worth while stopping to examine the stock in 
trade. There are turkeys, horses, birds, monk- 
eys—in fact, every beast, bird or fowl of the air 
that is known. In addition, there are children 
almost life-sized, and even brides, with the 
trained dress, veil and orange blossoms. Butoh!

They 
are soon beaten and smashed into atoms by the 
fun-loving crowd. 

The holy figures are left in the chapel after the 
litanies are ended, and then, either in the patzo 
or a room selected for the purpose, the fun of 
breaking the sz#ate begins. It is suspended 
from the ceiling, and each person desiring to 
take part is in turn, blindfolded, Armed with 
a long pole, he proceeds to strike the swinging 
pimate. Often a dozen people are blindfolded 
before the final rush comes, and the duces go 
rattling over the floor. Then such racing and 
chasing !—Mrs. FANNIE CHAMBERS GOOCH, in 
face to Face with the Mexicans.

A GOOD TALK. 


There can be no fairer ambition than to excel 
in talk ; to be affable, gay, ready, clear and wel- 
come ; to have a fact, a thought or an illustrat- 
ion, pat to every subject; and not only to cheer 
the flight of time among our intimates, but 
bear our part in that great international congress, 
always sitting, where public wrongs are first de- 
clared, public errors first corrected, and the 
course of public opinion shaped, day by day, a 
little nearer to the right. No measure comes 
before Parliament but it has long ago been pre- 
pared by the grand jury of the talkers; no book 
is written that has not been largely composed by 
their assistance. Literature in many of its 
branches is no other than the shadow of good 
talk; but the imitation falls far short of the 
original in life, freedom and effect. There are 
always two to a talk, giving and taking, compar- 
ing experiences and according conclusions. Talk 
is fluid, tentative, continually “in further search 
and progress;” while written words remained 
fixed, become idols even to the writer, found 
wooden dogmatisms, and preserve flies of ob- 
vious error in the amber of the truth. Last and 
chief, while literature, gagged with linsey-wool- 
sey, can only deal with a fraction of the life of 
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«man, talk goes fancy free and may call a spade 
aspade. Talk has none of the freezing immun-- 
ities of the pulpit. It cannot, even if it would,. 
become merely aesthetic or merely classical like 
literature. A jest intervenes, the solemn hum-- 
bug is dissolved in laughter, and speech runs 
forth out of the contemporary groove into the 
open fields of nature, cheery and cheering, like- 
schoolboys out of school. And it is in talk a- 
lone that we can learn our period and ourselves.. 
In short, the first duty of man is to speak; that, 
is his chief business in this world; and talk, 
which is the harmonious speech of two or more,. 
is by far the most accessible of pleasures. It 
costs nothing in money ; it is all profit; it com— 
pletes our education, founds and fosters our 
friendships, and can be enjoyed at any age and 
in almost any state of health. 

The spice of life is battle; the friendliest re-- 
lations are still a kind of contest, and if we 
would not forego all that is valuable in our lot, 
we must continually face some other person,. 
eye to eye, and wrestle a fall whether in love or 
enmity. It is still by force of body or power of 
character or intellect, that we attain to worthy 
pleasures. Men and women contend for each 
other in the lists of love, like rival mesmerists ; 
the active and adroit decide their challenges in 
the sports of the body, and the sedentary sit- 
down to chess or conversation. All sluggish 
and pacific pleasures are to the same degree, 
solitary and selfish, and every durable bond be- 
tween human beings is founded in or heighten- 
ed by some element of competition. Now, the 
relation that has the least root in matter is un- 
doubtedly that airy one of friendship ; and hence, 
I suppose, it is that good talk most commonly 
arises among friends. Talk is, indeed, both the 
scene and instrument of friendship. It is in 
talk alone that the friends can measure strength,. 
and enjoy that amicable counter-assertion of. 
personality which is the guage of relations and: 
the sport of life. 

A good talk is not to be had for the asking. 
Humors must first be accorded in a kind of 
overture or prologue; our company and circum- 
stance be suited ; and then, at a fit juncture, the 
quarry of two heated minds, spring up like a 
deer out of the wood. Not that the talker has. 
any of the hunter’s pride, though he has all and: 
more than all his ardor. The genuine artist. 
follows the stream of conversation as an angler 
follows the windings of a brook, not dallying. 
where he fails to “ kill.” He trusts implicitly to 
hazard ; and he is rewarded by continual variety,. 
continual pleasure, and those changing prospects. 
of the truth that are the best of education.—

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DICKENS GOSSIP. 


It was at this time that Dickens commenced 
the public readings. of his works, and they be- 
came immediately very popular as well as profit- 
able. I availed myself of his offer of tickets of 
admission to Hanover Square Rooms, and heard 
him read the trial from Pzchwzck and from some 
other novel, the name of which I forget. It 
seems a bold thing for me to say, but I felt very 
Strongly that the author had totally miscon- 
ceived the real character of one of his own 
creations, In reading the humorous repartees 
and quaint sayings of Sam Weller, Dickens low- 
ered his voice to the tones of one who was 
rather ashamed of what he was saying, and 
afraid of being reproved for the freedom of his 
utterances. I failed in being able to reconcile 
myself to such a rendering of a character that, 
of all others, seemed to me to call for an exact- 
ly opposite treatment. Sam is self-possessed, 
quick, and never-failing in his illustrations and 
rejoinders, even to the point of impudence. 

When I determined to tell the great author 
that he had mistaken his own work, I knew I 
should be treading on dangerous ground. But 
on the occasion of a sitting, when my victim 
was more than ever good-natured, I unburdened 
my mind, giving reasons for my objections. 
Dickens listened, smiled faintly and said not a 
word. A few days after this my friend Elmore 
asked my opinion of the readings, telling me he 
was going to hear them, and I[ frankly warned 
him that he would be disappointed with the 
character of Sam Weller. A few days more 
brought a call from Elmore, who roundly abused 
me for giving him an utterly false account of 
the Weller episode. 

“Why,” he said, “the sayings came from 
Dickens like pistol shots; there was no ‘sneak- 
ing’ way of speaking, as you described it.” 
“Can it be possible,” thought I, “that this man, 
who, as it is told of the great Duke of Welling- 
ton, never took anybody’s opinion but his own, 
has adapted from my suggestion a rendering of 
one of the children of his brain diametrically 
opposed to his own conception of it?” 

At the next sitting all was explained, for, on 
my telling Dickens what Elmore had said, with 
a twinkle in his eye which those who knew him 
must so well remember, he replied: 

“T altered it a little—made it smarter.” 

“You can’t think how proud I feel,” said I, 
‘and surprised, too ; for, from my knowledge of 
you, and from what I[ have heard from other 
people, you are about the last man to take ad- 
vice about anything, least of all about the way 
of reading your own books.” 
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“On the contrary,” was the reply, ‘“‘ whenever 
I am wrong I am always obliged to any one who 
will tell me of it; but up to the present I have 
never been wrong.” 

With Dickens’ permission I used to read the 
early sheets of the new novel as they lay upon 
his desk. On one of the few occasions on 
which I got to work before him, I saw upon the 
table a paper parcel with a letter on the top of it. 
From the shape I guessed that it contained 
books, as the event proved. Presently Dickens 
came in and read the letter, saying: 

“Here you are again! This is the kind of 
thing I am subject to; people send me their 
books, and, what is more, they require me to 
read them; and, what is almost as bad, demand 
my opinion of them. Read that.” 

I obeyed, and read what appeared to me a 
very well-written appeal to the great master in 
the art, of which the writer was a very humble 
disciple, etc., begging for his perusal of the 
accompanying work, and his judgment upon 
it,and so on. The work was Adam Bede, and 
the writer’s name was George Eliot. Dickens 
took up one of the volumes, looked into it, and 
said: “Seems clever—a good style; suppose I 
must read it.” 

And read it he did that very day, for the next 
morning he said: 

“ That’s a very good book indeed, by George 
Eliot. But unless I am mistaken, G. Eliot is a 
woman.’—W. P. FRITH, in My Autobiography.

on, run in, exorcised, laid, or charmed away 
They gabbled like parrots, tormented you like 
mosquitoes, swarmed about you as the birds of 
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the air swarmed about the three white baskets 
on the head of the chief baker unto Pharaoh. 

“Beg you a penny, sixpence, massa.” “Beg 
you a penny.” “I’m de one dat saw, spoke to, 
pointed at, touched you (as the case may have 
been) first.” “I see you come from the ship, 
dear massa.” “Beg you a penny.” “I’se old, 
or young, has a baby, loss me husban’, is sick, 
was sick, can’t work, cut me han’, is hungry.” 
“Give me a penny to buy bread—to give to me 
mudder—for the chil’en—for me own se’f, for 
charity, for the lub of Heaben’’—for any reason, 
for all reasons, for no reason. “Beg you a 
penny—just one.” ‘Look at me, pity me,” and 
sO On, up and down the gamut, from A to Iz- 
zard, in solo, duet, in chorus, crescendo, dimitnu- 
endo, staccato, fortissimo, pianissimo, and always 
and at all times very much the reverse of mon 
troppo. One is soon driven to the end of one’s 
wits, bewildered, maddened, at one time longing 
to have the whole host arrested on a charge of 
mendicancy and obstructing the public thorough- 
fares, or interfering with the wheels of com- 
merce. Then, in despair at the idea of drawing 
an indictment against the majority of the popu- 
lation of an apparently thriving and civilized 
town, one frowns, gesticulates, but all to no pur- 
pose. The Salmagundian, who accompanied 
me, threatened one lusty beggar with, I know 
not what, dire and dreadful punishment if his 
demands for alms were continued. Immediately 
the offender thus singled out was beset by a 
fellow-tramp, who ordered him to be off and 
about his (entirely imaginary) business. 

““Get away from da, don’ you hear the gentle- 
man a-taaken to you’? Go away, now, he boder 
to deat’ wi’ yo’.” 

Then, as if conscious that he had merited 
well of my companion, to whose aid he had come 
all uninvited, this second “black son of thun- 
der,” for so the Salmagundian called his latest 
foe, at once, in a manner calculated to take away 
one’s breath, besought the privilege of “ begging 
a dime.’’ This was too much, even for the best- 
natured of men. 

The artist lunged wildly all around him, but 
especially in the direction of tramp No. 2, rather, 
it must be said, in the manner of a man fighting 
a blue-bottle or a bumblebee, or as one who, 
with practical result, beateth the air, than in the 
style of an expert in the so-called manly art, and 
all to no purpose, although the Salmagundian 
had it in his heart to slay seven at a blow, like 
the valiant tailor of the fairy tale. The offender, 
however, fell back, to judge by his looks, more 
in sorrow than in anger, and, going aside, leaned 
over the rail of the wharf and gazed steadily 
out to sea—W. A. PATON, in Down the Islands. 


INDIVIDUAL POSSIBILITIES. 


Wherever there is a human mind possessed 
of the common faculties, and placed in a body 
organized with the common senses, there is an 
active, intelligent being, competent, with the 
proper cultivation, to the discovery of the high- 
est truths in the natural, the social and the 
political world. It is susceptible of demonstra- 
tion, if demonstration were necessary, that the 
number of distinguished men which are to 
benefit and adorn the society around us will be 
exactly proportioned, upon the whole, to the 
means and encouragements to improvement ex- 
isting in the community; and every thing which 
multiplies these means and encouragements 
tends, in the same proportion, to the multipli- 
cation of inventions and discoveries, useful and 
honorable to man. The mind, although it does 
not stand in need of high culture, for the attain- 
ment of great excellence does yet stand in need 
of some culture, and cannot thrive without it. 

When it is once awakened, and inspired with 
a consciousness of its own powers, and nourish- 
ed into vigor by the intercourse of kindred 
minds, either through books or living converse, 
it does not disdain, but it needs not, further ex- 
traneous aid. It ceases to be a pupil; it sets up 
for itself; it becomes a master of truth, and goes 
fearlessly onward, sounding its way, through the 
darkest regions of investigation. But it is al- 
most indispensable that, in some way or other, 
the elements of truth should be imparted from 
kindred minds ; and if these are wholly withheld, 
the intellect, which, if properly cultivated, might 
have soared with Newton to the boundaries of 
the comet’s orbit, is chained down to the wants 
and imperfections of mere physical life, un- 
conscious of its own capabilities, and unable to 
fulfil its higher destiny. 

Contemplate, at this season of the year, one 
of the magnificent oak-trees of the forest, cover- 
ed with thousands and thousands of acorns. 
There is not one of those acorns that does not 
carry within itself the germ of a perfect oak, as 
lofty and as wide-spreading as the parent stock; 
which does not enfold the rudiments of a tree, 
that would strike its roots in the soil, and lift 
its branches towards the heavens, and brave the 
storms of a hundred winters. It needs, for this, 
but a handful of soil to receive the acorn as it 
falls, a little moisture to nourish it, and protect- 
ion from violence till the root is struck. It 
needs but these; and these it does need, and 
these it must have, and for want of them, trifl- 
ing as they seem, there is not one out of a 
thousand of those innumerable acorns which is 


destined to become a tree. 
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It is for want of the little that human means 
must add to the wonderful capacity for improve- 
ment born in man, that by far the greatest part 
of the intellect innate in our race perishes un- 
developed and unknown. When an acorn falls 
upon an unfavorable spot, and decays there, we 
know the extent of the loss—it is that of a-tree, 
like the one from which it fell; but when the 
intellect of a rational being, for want of culture, 
is lost to the great ends for which it was created, 
it is a loss which no one can measure, either for 
time or for eternity—Epwarp EVERETT, in 
Educational Mosaics. 


BOYHOOD OF DARWIN. 


_ When left the school I was for my age neith- 
er high or low in it; and I believe that I was 
considered by all my masters and by my father, 


as a very ordinary boy, rather below the common. 


standard in intellect. To my deep mortification 
my father once said to me, “You care for 
nothing but shooting dogs, and rat-catching, 
and you will be a disgrace to yourself and all 
your family.” But my father, who was the kind- 
est man I ever knew, and whose memory I love 
with all my heart, must have been angry and 
somewhat unjust when he used such words. 

Looking back as well as I can at my character 
during my school life, the only qualities which 
at this period promised well for the future, were, 
that I had strong and diversified tastes, much 
zeal for whatever interested me, and a keen 
pleasure in understanding any complex subject 
or thing. I was taught Euclid by a private 
tutor, and I[ distinctly remember the intense 
Satisfaction which the clear geometrical proofs 
gave me. I remember, with equal distinctness, 
the delight which my uncle (the father of Fran- 
cis Galton) gave me by explaining the principle 
of the vernier of a barometer. With respect to 
diversified tastes, independently of science, I 
was fond of reading various books, and I used 
to sit for hours reading the historical plays of 
Shakespeare, generally in an old window in the 
thick walls of the school. I read also other 
poetry, such as Thomson’s Seasons and the 
recently published poems of Byron and Scott. 
I mention this because later in life I wholly lost, 
to my great regret, all pleasure from poetry of 
any kind, including Shakespeare. In connection 
with pleasure from poetry, I may add that in 
1822 a vivid delight in scenery was first awaken- 
ed in my mind, during a riding tour on the bor- 
ders of Wales, and this has lasted longer than 
any other esthetic pleasure. 

Early in my school days a boy had a copy of 
the Wonders of the World, which I often 
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read, and disputed with other boys about the 
veracity of some of the statements; and I be- 
lieve that this book first gave me a wish to 
travel in remote countries, which was ultimately 
fulfilled by the voyage of the Beagle. In the 
latter part of my school life I became passion- 
ately fond of shooting; I do not believe that 
any one could have shown more zeal for the 
most holy cause than I did for shooting birds, 
How well I remember killing my first snipe, and 
my excitement was so great that I had much 
difficulty in reloading my gun from the tremb- 
ling of my hands. This taste long continued, 
and I became a very good shot. When at Cam- 
bridge I used to’practice throwing up my gun to 
my shoulder before a looking-glass to see that [ 
threw it up straight. Another and a better plan 
was to get a friend to wave about a lighted can- 
dle, and then to fire at it with a cap on the nip- 
ple, and if the aim, was accurate the little puff of 
air would blow out the candle. The explosion 
of the cap caused a sharp.crack, and I was. told 
that the tutor of the college remarked,“ What 
an extraordinary thing it is, Mr. Darwin seems 
to spend hours in cracking a horse-whip in his 
room, forI often hear the crack when I pass 
under his windows.” I had many friends among- 
st the schoolboys, whom I loved dearly, and I 
think that my disposition was then very affec- 
tionate. 

With respect to science, I continued collect- 
ing minerals with much zeal, but quite unsci- 
entifically, all that I cared about was a new- 
named mineral, and I hardly attempted to 
to classify them. J must have observed insects 
with some little care, for when ten years old 
(1819) I went for three weeks to Plas Edwards 
on the sea-coast in Wales, I was very much 
interested and surprised at seeing a large black 
and scarlet Hemipterous insect, many moths 
(Zygaena), and a Cicindela which are not found 
in Shropshire. I almost made up my mind to 
begin collecting all the insects which I could 
find dead, for on consulting my sister I concluded 
that it was not right to kill insects for the sake 
of making a collection. From reading White’s 
Selborne, 1 took much pleasure in watching the 
habits of birds, and even made notes on the 
subject. In my simplicity | remember wonder- 
ing why every gentleman did not become an 
ornithologist. 

Towards the close of my school life, my 
brother worked hard at chemistry, and made a 
fair laboratory with proper apparatus in the tool 
house in the garden, and I was allowed to aid 
him as aservant in most of his experiments.—

Much of the 
stuff now published in cheap form as fiction 
costs nothing; if American publishers had to 
pay for it, of course it would not be printed, 
thus would the tone of literature be raised and 
the evolution theory of the survival of the fit- 
test be further advanced. 


In Miss Murfree’s pictures of Nature every 
word used seems to have lived in the very at- 
mosphere described, to have absorbed the vital- 
ity of the scene as great trees draw inthe strength 
of the earth. Such is the power of the single 
words that to change one is to remove the cor- 
ner-stone of the edifice. The penetrating force 
and vividness of Miss Murfree’s descriptions is 
often intensified by the aid of alliteration, often 
leading the reader in doubt as to whether it is 
her tyrant or her slave, as in this :— 

“ Towering into the air, reflected deep into 
the vivey, the great height of Keedon Bluffs is 
doubled to the casual glance and augmented in 
popular rumor. Nevertheless a vast mass of 
rock it is splintered and creviced, and with rug- 
ged beet/ing /edges, a// ati/t, and Zere and there 
a niche wich olds a ardy shrub, subsisting 
surely on the bounty of the air or the smile of 
the sun, for scant sustenance can be coaxed from 
the solid sand-stone.”

the charm of a mind pure and noble, enthroned — 
in delicate aud sympathetic organization.” 


There are are two kinds of copying, authors 
have to guard against, first, helping themselves 
out of the writings of others; second, duplicat- - 
ing what they themselves have already written. 
Honest writers and successful ones have the - 
latter especially to fear. lt is one of the dan- 
gerous segue/e of success. Homer Greene’s 
$1500 Youth's Companion prize story, The Blind 
Brother, was strong, graphic and tender, and was 
successful. He follows this by Burnham Breaker, 
another alliterative title, wherein he employs 
almost exactly the same plot-germ. In each 
story a poor little boy is gathering up his pen- 
nies for a sacred trust, in each case through un- 
selfish love. Each boy tells the story of his sav-- 
ings toa man whose heart is touched by the ~ 
simple tale. In both stories this man nobly dies - 
to save the life of others in the mines, and in~ 
both stories does the boy succeed in his hope - 
after great troubles. In spirit and in minor de- - 
tail are additional similarities. This duplica- 
tion, of course, does not affect the literary merit — 
of each story, it merely shows that the author’s 
line of writing is narrow rather than expansive.

Sitka, Alaska, ushers in the winter with a 
monthly paper, 7he North Star.

An Architectural Review is to be issued by the 
Architectural Society of the Boston Institute 
of Technology. 


An interesting series on stories about old 
songs, something in the manner of Frederick 
Saunders’ Famous Books, has been begun in the 
Girl’s Own Paper. 


A new theatrical monthly, entitled the Play- 
goers Magazine, will be begun December 1, 
under the editorship of Paul Vedder, author of 
the Playgoers’ Pocket Book. 


A new serial, to be called The Devonshire 
Magazine, is projected by G. Redway, the Lon- 
don publisher.

His weariness, irritability, his moods of hopeless 
dejection alternating with spells of excitement 
and feverish hope; his self-deception, half earn- 
nest, half a pitiable comedy played to impose 
upon himself; his anxious listening when he 
suspects that the conversation regards him and 
his position ; his touching desire to know the 
truth, and his anger when that desire is grati- 
fied. Tolstoi shows all this in his searching, 
inimitable way. But he does not stop at these 
visible signs; he searches deeper. And he lays 
bare the process which is worked out in the 
soul; the slow, reluctant separating of two be- 
ings, of two worlds, which meet and wrestle 
with each other in man. He shows us, makes 
us live with the sufferer through the agonizing 
struggle of a soul with the angel of Death. 


He does not want to die, he wants to live! He 
flies before the hand of the dark shadow which 
hovers over him. There is still a possibility of 
escape. But the end draws near, and he lies a 
captive in the arms which he so tried to elude. 

Who is Ivan Jliitch? A respectable man, re- 
spectable in his public as in his private life, just 
as careful about his conscience as about his 
dress, never provoking criticism by the faintest 
violation of moral or of social law. 

Ivan is ambitious. But he does not aim too 
high. His is the spirit of the time. A respect- 
_ table, pleasant life is all he desires, Ivan mar- 


ried early. It was one of his principles. It 
seemed to him that marriage was the best road 
to an orderly, honored, agreeable existence. 
His wife, Praskovia, pleased him. He could 
have married better, but—she suited him well. 
It was not a marzage de razson, neither was 
ita love match. It was the marriage of a re- 
spectable and practical man. Iwan was a very 
efficient official, well-mannered and pleasant; 
he had a young and beautiful wife; all he had 
to do now was to live pleasantly and respectably. 

First obstacle. Ivan’s wife is jealous, and 
that without ground. Jealousy is an evil upon 
which he had not counted in his plans. He 
cannot treat his wife harshly: that is not re- 
spectable. But he can still less submit to it. 
The only way to do is to keep out of her way. 
He does not deceive her, his life is irreproach- 
able as before. Ambition, his friends and a 
rubber at whist must now be his consolations. 

Ivan likes his calling. It is his delight to 
stand preéminent among his colleagues in court, 
But another is promoted to a place which be- 
longs to him by right, and this makes him 
wretched. Why does a man work if it is not to 
rise higher and higher? And, moreover, his 
salary is no longer sufficient for his wants. He 
does not covet treasures, but he desires to live 
agreeably and respectably, and to do that, he 
wants more money. He is on the verge of join- 
ing the ranks of the discontented. 

However, he goes to St. Petersburg, and ar- 
rives at the right moment. He forges the iron 
while it is hot, and returns home with a good- 
paying appointment at the capital. With the 
amelioration in their circumstances, the rela- 
tions between husband and wife grow less 
strained. It is so easy to be content with each 
other. 

{van returns to St. Petersburg alone, to look 
for a house, to buy the furniture. What cares! 
But only pleasant ones! At home the time lay 
heavy on his hands: St. Petersburg is a para- 
dise for him. Carpets and curtains must be se- 
lected, the colors must match, and above all, 
the house must not look dourgeois. Praskovia 
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is enchanted when she arrives. Together they 
arrange and fix and improve, and are really 
happy. But soon there comes an end to that; 
they did not buy these beautiful things to look 
at them alone. The drawing-rooms are ready, 
they want society. Old friends come and call— 
very kind of them, indeed, quite nice, but—Ivan 
is now a man of importance, and must mix with 
a better class. It is unpleasant, but he must 
show to these people that they are no longer 
his equals. Why have they not enough know- 
ledge of the world to see that themselves ? 

Knowledge of the world, that is an expression 
which Tolstoi hates. Knowledge of the world 
passes for the highest form of civilization, 
pleasure for happiness. Money only to enjoy it, 
-talent only to display it, knowledge only to help 
self onward; everything on the outside, never 
to reach below the surface—that is unnecessary. 

But Ivan reached the pinnacle of happiness. 
High officials appeared at his receptions; the 
nobility began to show themselves in his draw- 
ing-rooms. He began to think that all his wishes 
were gratified, when ..,. 

When that pain in his side began to bother 
him. While hanging the draperies Ivan had 
fallen down and hurt himself with a curtain rod. 
That was all. It would pass. 

But it did not pass, and Praskovia had to suf- 
fer under his bad humor. 

He went to see adoctor. The doctor undoubt- 
edly saw something. What, he did not say. 
Ivan felt very anxious. Coming home, he told 
his: wife about it; she said he would have to 
take good care of himself, then went to dress, 
for they had to go out. 

Take good care of himself. Yes, Ivan did 
that. He was constantly watching his pain, 
trying to trace its course. And it did not grow 
better. The moment he forgot about it, at the 
whist-table among his friends, suddenly there it 
came and filled his mouth with a bitter, awful 
taste. He threw down his cards. What did he 
care for whist and his splendid luck; what did 
he care for anything in the world? 

With a disease like that, his temper did not 
improve, that is natural, and Praskovia had to 
suffer, At first she was angry, but afterwards 
she ascribed it to his ill-health and let him talk. 

Ivan was fond of his wife and children, but he 
loved himself better. Why should he bother 
about others, when his pains constantly made 
him concentrate his thoughts on himself? 
Either I will grow better, thought Ivan, and 
then I will again be to them the same good, in- 
dulgent husband and father I was, or I will not 
grow better, and then, what is the use? It is 
the same to me, I must die! 
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Death! The thought, awful and oppressing, 
began to haunt him. It first entered his mind 
when his brother-in-law came to visit him. 
They had not seen each other in a long while, 
and his brother’s face told Ivan the truth. 
Ashamed of his own misery he sat there, talk- 
ing gaily in his despair. But after he had re- 
turned to his room, he took a mirror, and there 
for the first time he saw that black shadow 
hovering over him, close, so close! 

Iwan is a practical man, industrious and tal- 
ented. Nobody can reproach him in this sober 
age that his views of life are practical too. But 
as he stands there before his looking-glass in 
mute despair, alone and without help or conso- 
lation, he deserves divine pity. 

A respectable and pleasant life! 

Respectability killed Iwan with a curtain-rod! 
The best years of his life pass in unbearable 
suffering. His friends shake their heads. His 
wife repeats that old, old story about his grow- 


ing better. Her healthy looks seem to mock 
his misery! What does he care for friends and 
wife? Can they help him, console him? 


And yet he wants to be consoled. There is 
no consolation to be offered . . . and in silence 
he craves for it. 

But he must shake off these dark thoughts. 
He will resume his work. He goes to court and 
takes his old seat. Now he must apply himself 
with all his might. He is not sick, he will not 
Giese. cas 

When suddenly that pain came back. And 
behind it there it stood, and threatened him, 
that dark shadow. 

Iwan gave it up. He laid on the sofa, with 
his face to the wall, day after day. The world 
did not exist for him any more. His thoughts 
took another course. : 

Ivan recalled his youth. First his youth, then 
all the rest, his marriage, so trivial, so full of 
disappointments; his troubles about money; 
thus it went on one, five, ten years. And the 
longer he thought, the more did it seem to him 
that his life had been death “ Have I not lived 
as I should’’? 
again. 

The death-struggle comes. Ivan retires within 
himself always deeper, deeper. And he sees 


that his life has been nothing but selfishness ~ 


from beginning to end. Only himself has he 
loved in his wife and children. With no one 
else had he patience but with Ivan Iliitch alone. 
What he had called life was not life. Death does 
not take anything from him, then this . . , this 
is nothing. The true life comes. He feels it in 
him, the true, the eternal; at last it comes... . 
Ivan Illiitch lives.

TROLLOPE ON AMERICANS. 


Looking back to those Cincinnati days, 1 have 
to say that I liked the Americans, principally, I 
think, at that time, as far as my remembrances 
Serve, because some quality in their manners and 
behavior had the effect of making me less shy. 
Shyness proceeds in almost all cases, I should 
say probably in all, from diffidence. Did any 
one ever see a vain man shy? I do not think 
the Americans are an especially vain people; but 
there are specialties of their social condition 
which lead to every American citizen’s estimate 
of himself, from the cradle upwards, being 
equal to his estimate of any other man. And 
one consequence of this is a certain frank and 
unconstrained manner in their intercourse with 
Strangers Or new acquaintances which is in- 
valuable to a shy man. 

There were very few formal meetings among 
the notabilities of the little Cincinnati world of 
that time, but there was an amount of homely 
friendliness that impressed me very favorably 
and there was plenty of that generous and 
abounding hospitality which subsequent ex- 
perience has taught me to consider an especially 
American characteristic. I have since that time 
shared the splendid hospitality of splendid 
American hosts, and I have been under Amer- 
ican roofs where there was little save a heartfelt 
welcome to offer. But the heart-warming effect 
produced by the latter was the same in both 
cases. How often have weall sat at magnificent 


boards where the host’s too evident delight con-. 


sisted in giving what you could not give him, 
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and in the exulting manifestation of his mag- 
nificence. This is very rarely the feeling of an 
American host. He is thinking not of himself, 
but of you ; and the object he is striving at when 
giving you of his best is that you should enjoy 
yourself while under his roof; that you should 
have, as he would phrase it, “a good time.” 
And, upon my word, he almost invariably suc- 
ceeds. 

There is another point on which Americans, 
both men and women, are very generally called 
over the coals by English people, as I think 
somewhat unreasonably. They are, it is said, 
everlastingly talking about the greatness and 
grandeur of their country, and never easy with- 
out extorting admissions of this. All this is to 
a great extent true; at least to this extent, 
that an American is always pleased to hear the 
greatness of his country recognized. But when 
I remember the thoroughness with which that 
cardinal article of an Englishman’s faith (Sixty 
years ago!), that every Englishman could thrash 
three Frenchmen, was forced with entire success 
on my youthful mind, I can hardly find it in my 
conscience to blame an American’s pride in his 
country. Why, good heavens! what an insensi- 
ble block he would be if he was zo¢ proud of his 
country, to whose greatness, it is to be observed, 
each individual American now extant has con- 
tributed in a greater degree than can be said to 
be the case as regards England and every extant 
Englishman; inasmuch as our position has been 
won by the work of, say a thousand years, and 
his by that of less than acentury. Surely the 
creation of the United States as they now exist 
within that time zs such a feat of human intelli- 
gence and energy as the world has never before 
seen, and is scarcely likely to see again. I con- 
fess that the expression of American patriotism 
is never offensive to me. I feel somewhat as 
the old Cornish wrestler felt, who said, with im- 
mense pride, when he was told that his son had 
“ whopped ” the whole parish, ‘“ Ay, I should 
think so! Why, he has whopped me before now!” 

Yes, I liked the Americans as I first made ac- 
quaintance with them almost among the back-— 
woods at Cincinnati sixty years ago; and I like 
them as I have since known them better. For 
I have seen a great deal of them; far more than 
an Englishman living at home would be likely 
to do, during my many years’ residence in Italy. 
The American “colony,” to use the common, 
though incorrect phrase, is large both at Florence 
and in Rome; of late years fully as large, I think, 
as that from England, and not only do the two 
bodies associate indiscriminately with each other 
in perfect neighborliness and. good-fellowship, 
but they do so, forming one single oasis in the 
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midst of the surrounding Continental life, in a 
manner which makes one constantly feel how 
infinitely neareran American is to an English- 
man in ideas, habits, ways, and civilization than 
either of them areto any other denizen of 
earth’s surface.—THOos. A. TROLLOPE, in What 
I Remember. 


STEAM. 


Aristotle and Seneca seem to have been the 
first to suspect the expansive force of steam, for 
they attributed earthquakes to the transforma- 
stion of water into steam by the subterranean 
fires, a theory which quite fits in with the pres- 
ent teachings of science. Seneca, more explicit 
still than Aristotle, compares the volcanoes to 
boiling water running over the sides of a vessel 
under the action of fire. Four hundred years 
after Aristotle, Seneca, in chapter VI. of his 
Natural Questions, wrote: 

“Certain philosophers, while attributing earth- 
quakes to fire, also ascribe to the latter another 
action. Fire, they say, when lighted in several 
places at once, carries with it abundant vapors, 
which, having at first no outlet, communicate to 
the air with which they mingle, a great expansive 
force. If the air, thus charged, acts with great 
energy, it breaks down all obstacles; if it is more 
moderate in its power, it merely causes the 
ground to quake. 

“We see water boiling upon the hearth, and 
we may be sure that if this limited phenomenon 
takes place inside a vessel, it assumes tremend- 
ous proportions when vast fires are acting upon 
vast masses of water. These vaporised waters 
overcome all obstacles and overturn everything 
upon their passage.” 

Hero, of Alexander, surnamed the Ancient, 
who lived about 200 B.C., composed several 
works on physics, only three of which are ex- 
tant. The reacting engine is defined and repres- 
ented in the treatise entitled Spzrdtalza seu Pneu- 
matica. 

It is probable that he imitated the procedure 
of the priests of Ancient Egypt, who, it is said, 
caused inanimate objects to move, or doors to 
open and shut at their bidding, by means of 
tubes let into the passages. Many tourists have 
seen the colossal statue of Memnon, which 
emitted sounds when struck by the sun’s rays in 
the burning plain of Thebes. The escape of the 
vapour caused by the damp which had found its 
way in through the interstices, and had been 
produced by the radiation of the cold at night 
as well as by the abundant morning dews, quite 
explains this phenomenon.— FERDINAND DE

Perhaps I have given you the impression 
that after a short period of study I thoroughly 
mastered my household, and henceforth knew no 
back-sets or trials. But this would be untrue; 
for long after I had apparently learned every de- 
tail of housekeeping, I was often overwhelmed 
with such a sense of failure as I cannot express 
to you, but which your own lives will enable you 
to understand without the aid of weak words. 
A woman’s work is infinitely harder than a 
man’s, because more comprehensive. Let her 
be the best of housekeepers,—if she be a wife, 
if she be a mother, she will still see behind her 
many failures, and before her many difficult 
and almost impossible duties. A woman’s work 
involves ethical even more than practical ques- 
tions. Beyond and above her actual house- 
keeping, there arises in her mind a vision of an 
ideal housekeeping. She has, perhaps, a per- 
fect ideal, and to this she clings, in hope some- 
times, but more often in sorrow, and it may be 
in despair. It is better to face the truth; no 
man in this world—this world that is but the 
threshold of another—is going to fully under- 
stand the greatness and the beauty of your 
aspiration, nor the meaning of your failures. 
My heart is so often stirred within me by these 
thoughts. I look abroad, amd I hear one deed 
after another called noble. 1 hear the word 
‘hero,’ and then my eyes turn to some of the 
humblest and simplest homes in our land; 
there I see some tired mother-face, and I say, 
*heroine.’” 

“Do you think, Mrs. Hughes, that a woman 
can be a heroine in a quiet home?” asked the 
Pale Lady. 

“JT know it!” Mrs. Hughes answered, and 
her face and words fairly glowed, “and God 
knows it too! Oh, how He looks upon this! 
How far He sees! A woman has been tried 
beyond her physical strength. She is impatient 
with servants, children, and husband; they call 
her ugly. She had meant to doso different, and 
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she is broken with a sense of failure. But God 
looks at her and He says, ‘You are tired, my 
child ; you have nobly tried aud you have won. 
You do not know it yet, but you have won.’ 
Right in some of the humblest homes of our 
land there are women whose daily life is one 
long thought for others, one sacrifice of self. 
They are, perhaps, impatient at times, despond- 
ent, utterly discouraged; but God is watching 
them, and His hand is full of laurels.

To husband, children, and servants your influ- 
ence goes out continually, and in the next world 
you shall see the fruits of your work. Do not 
think of it as small. It is the noblest on earth; 
there is nothing, I am persuaded, in office, hall, 
or senate-chamber, which in God’s sight can 
equal this work which is appointed unto woman 
in her own little home. And it is not always the 
work itself, it is the fitness of the worker which 
results in perfection. Look at Christ; I have 
often thought He only assumed man’s form, 
because of the greater facility it afforded Him 
for commingling with all. His nature was that 
of a strong, noble, loving woman, and I cannot 
help believing that every such woman can come 
nearer unto Him in her daily life and work than 
it is possible for any man to approach. It is the 
physical, the weak, tired physical alone, which 
gives the impression of failure.

a may be worthy of notice that the writers of 
the naturalistic school have thus far con- 
‘stantly sought the sin, immorality and deprav- 


ity which form the subject of their writings: 


among the lowest classes of society. Laborers, 
miners, and farmers have all contributed to the 
chronicles of the school which claims to be the 
exponent of eternal truth. 

This is the more remarkable, as at the same 
time pulpit, press, and public opinion are vigor- 
ously denouncing the depravity of the upper 


classes, and charging them with every vice which 


mankind can be guilty of. 

It may also be observed that the romantic 
school of fiction has systematically looked for 
its villains among the aristocracy, this being 
especially the case in English novels, from 
Goldsmith down to the narratives which are 
still daily making their appearance. The man 
who brings ruin and disgrace to the once so 
happy family is always a nobleman of great 
wealth, and charming manners and appear- 
ance. His only purpose in life is to bring 
despair and shame wherever he wends his way, 
and noble impulses, which could be expected 
in a man who has had from his birth all the ad- 
vantages of refined surroundings, are entirely 
lacking in the heart of this noble reprobate. 

In the numerous stories which treat of life 
among the highest classes of society, the plot is 
nearly always based upon the worst of human 
passions, and conscience and probity are disre- 
garded and scoffed at as oldfashioned and dull 
by the characters that appear in them. Filial 
love is goodnaturedly smiled at by the heirs to 
large estates; honor only consists in the resent- 
ing by unprincipled blackguards of the just im- 
putation that they do not possess it; purity of 
language, thought and act are forever lacking in 
the heroes of these tales, which, while pretend- 
ing to give a true account of the doings of aris- 
tocracy, convey the impression that it only 
lives to be wicked, and fervently regrets that it 
can not be worse. 


While the naturalists assume that depravity 
in its most terrible form is principally found 
among the lower classes, its opponents in 
fiction pretend that it only exists among the rich 
and the great. 

The question now arises, How can these two 
conceptions be reconciled, and if that be im- 
possible, which is true? The naturalistic school 
is here probably right in its conception as it is 
in its treatment of the subject. In the works of 
its votaries, and especially so in Zola’s books, 
the immorality which forms the basis of the 
narrative, is yet always incidental, and the daily 
life, the slaving for sustenance in its most prim- 
itive form, is plainly and forcibly put forth. 
The characters in these books do not live to be 
immoral, they live to work from morn till night, 
eking out a pitiful existence, hopelessly and 
doggedly fighting the battle of life, constantly 
trying to surmount the obstacles which inexor- 
able fate has put in their way. 

On the other hand, the school which in its. 
machinery uses the aristocratic villain, never 
takes the trouble te look deeper into his life. 
This man lives only to be bad. He seems 
to think of nothing else during his waking 
hours, and in his sleep he dreams of wickedness, 
ruin and despair. Even if we get a glimpse of 
him when he is not walking in the moonlight 
with the foolishly trusting maiden, we only find 
him drinking heavily, ‘‘ playing baccarat, and 
signing fortunes and estates away with the 
scrawl of a watch-chain’s pencil.” 

This conception is most certainly wrong. 
With a few exceptions, which can be found 
among all classes, though assuredly mostly 
among those who have the means to be idle 
men have a higher aim, and with little trouble 
it could be found that the man at whose un- 
principled behaviour writer and reader alike 
hold up their hands in horror, is serving his 
country or science with all the energy with 
which nature has endowed him. 

The theory that anybody ever considered as 
his lifework the toying with a playthiag, which 
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he throws away so soon, is simply a paradox. 

Sin is, and has ever been, very much con- 
sidered the “sugar and spice, and all that is 
nice” of life; and while this fact is acknowl- 
edged by the naturalists, their opponents sys- 
tematically ignore it, and create beings which 
can lay no claim to a res¢mblance to living men. 

After truthfully describing the daily work of 
his characters, their weariness and need of 
recreation of some kind, the naturalist just as 
truthfully holds up to view the coarse amuse- 
ments which take its place; but still we feel 
that work is the aim and destination of these 
beings, and in the morning we find them again 
at their post, despicable, repulsive, but true to life. 

Of the lives of the noble reprobates of the 
romantic school only one phase is depicted and 
distorted, his motives and actions are forced 
and wrongly construed, because he is to be the 
villain of the book, and was destined to be so 
before a line of it was written. The fact that 
the adding of this one more to the amazing 
number of aristocratic scoundrels, which has 
been accumulating in fiction during the last 
fifty years will still strengthen the growing preju- 
dice against a class which for centuries has 
given, and is still giving to the world its greatest 
scientists, statesmen and soldiers, is either not 
considered of enough importance to give it a 
second thought, or has perhaps never occurred 
to the brain of many of the novelists, whose 
fancy is so fecund in producing titled abnor- 
malities and monsters. 

A title undoubtedly gives tone to a book, as it 
does to a man, and a thorough knowledge of 
the causes célébres of the divorce court seems to 
give allthe information about aristocrats, their 
customs and manners which the novelist needs 
to write a “society’’ novel, and to give to his 
readers a glowing account of the riches, extrava- 
gance. pride and immorality of the privileged 
of the earth. 

The immoral, scoffing way in which §aris- 
tocracy converses in novels; the pomp and cere- 
mony with which it is continually surrounded,— 
a splendour which really would look ridiculous 
everywhere but at the funeral of an emperor;— 
the eternally recurring tale of the husband and 
wife who only see each other six weeks in the 
year, and then only at dinner; the open defiance 
of the laws of common decency, all these fabri- 
cations and misconceptions of the novelist who 
never entered the antechamber of the people of 
whom he tells, are blindly accepted and be- 
lieved, and slowly but surely help to spread the 
idea, already so commonly held, that the hal 
marks of gentle birth and aristocracy are extra- 
vagance, arrogance, lewdness and sin. 
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he book which is written with the aim of do- 

ing good,—the story which aims at pointing 
out the terrible consequences of sin usually does 
not attain its aim. The downward course of the 
country-girl on the path of vice; her repentant 
death in the hospital, saved for a better life, 
though spurned by man, are fiction, not truth; 
exceptions, not the1ule. The suffering of man 
from this source is hardly ever considered; the 
young man who goes forth into the world with 
blighted prospects, embittered heart, and illus- 
ions rudely dispelled, never finds a tender heart 
to pity him and to defend his fall; no eulogies ~ 
are written over the bier of the weary wanderer 
who died far from those most dear, with the 
picture of the tearless despair of a loving mo- 
ther before his glazing eyes, and her sweet name 
upon his parched lips; yet many a cosy home 
was bought for its plump, cheery owner with his 
life-blood. His was no sensational deathbed 
conversion, brought about by the inability to 
tread the broad path still further; his whole 
life, so joyless, so homesick, so bitter, was one 
long atonement for the sin of others. 

The writers of such books are generally those 
who are least fit to treat of the subject. The 
exceptions only come under their observation, 
and arouse their sympathies; they are blind to 
the sight of prospering sin, and when it is. 
brought to their attention, they only shake 
their heads and say “ Her time will come.” 

But her time does not come; the axiom 
proves untrue, and loses its strength with those 
who hear it. This theory of the punishment of 
sin, in this instance at least, is so constantly 
contradicted by experience that it has ceased to 
be considered true, and in closing his eyes to what 
is going on around him, and gazing constantly 
upon the few instances which bear out his 
theory, the writer of the story with a warning 
misses his mark, and produces a _ narrative 
which is not corroborated by the experience of 
the world. His intentions are good, but in this 
practical age the moral is lost upon most men, 
as the tale has no possible bearing on their ma- 
terial welfare; and it is disbelieved by the 
country-girl who sees it contradicted wherever 
she goes. 

To ameliorate a deplorable phase of contem- 
porary life, the warning should be addressed to 
young men, not to women; the practical and 
tangible results of sinning against moral law, — 
the loss of fortune, caste and future, which in- 
evitably follow for inexperienced, trusting boys 
should be depicted. Then the novel will fulfill 
its mission, and the solemn warning will be 
heard and felt, and bring its good as it does in 
Daudet’s Sapho.

ORIGINAL SIN. 


Reincarnation provides a complete answer to 
the most perplexing question of theology— 
original sin. The endless controversies center- 
ing upon this question show how Christian 

- metaphysics have vainly wrestled with a Gord- 
ian knot which cannot possibly be untied from 
the standpoint considering this life the initial 
and only earthly one,—a knot which reincarna- 
tion not simply cuts, but reveals how it was 
made. Between the extreme dogmas of Pelag- 
jus, who maintained that all men are born in a 
state of innocence and may therefore live with- 
out sin, and of Augustine, who held the total 
depravity of mankind, arising from their trans- 
gression in Adam aad their absolute bondage to 
the devil, there has raged a continual warfare, 
which has divided Christendom into many sects 
of thought on this leading doctrine. The 
modern church creeds still continue to range 
themselves in conflicting battalions, following 
the discussions during the Reformation between 
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Erasmus, who denied the power of hereditary 
sin over free will, and Luther, who insisted that 
the race is completely in the devil’s power by 
nature. By far the largest part of the Christian 
world professsedly adheres to the latter faith,— 
that men are born entirely corrupt. Even the 
Arminians, Quakers, and liberal denominations 
who admit only a germ of sin in humanity are at 
a loss to account for it. The ordinary theo- 
logical explanation which derives our sin from 
the transgression of Adam, as apparently taught 
by St. Paul, although tacitly held by most of the 
churches and expressed in the majority of creeds, 
grates so severely on the inner consciousness 
and common sense that it does not answer the 
real difficulty. There is a general agreement 
among mankind, upon which the codes of prac- 
tical life are based, that Adam’s responsibility for 
our sin is onlya makeshift of the theologians ; for 
every sensible man knows that no one but him- 
self can be blamed for his wrong-doing. Adam 
is accepted as a fable for our older selves. Dis- 
missing all the interminable arguments of the- 
ology, which only obscure truth in a cloud of 
intellectual wranglings, the broad foundation of 
ethics, grounded in our best instincts, attached 
sin somehow, though inexplainably, to the sin- 
ner: and the only sufficient explanation traces 
its beginning to earlier lives. 

The moral character of children, especially 
the occurrence of evil in them long before it 
could have been implanted by this existence, 
has forced acute observers to assume that the 
human spirit has made choice of evil in a pre- 
natal sphere similar to this. Every one who 
knows children rejects the Pelagian theory of 
their immaculate innocence. As soon as they 
have the power to do wrong, without any teach- 
ing the wrong is done as a natural proceeding. 

The germ of sin springs up from some old 
sowing.

THE FIRST NEWSPAPER. 


In 1725 quite an event occurred in the birth 
of the first newspaper—the Mew York Gazette. 
It was, indeed, an infant when compared with 
our present mammoth dailies, being printed on 
a half sheet of foolscap. It was filled with cus- 
tom-house entries and foreign news, and appear- 
ed weekly. William Bradford, the government 
printer, was the editor and publisher. 

Nine years after its inception the Gazette 
found a rival in a new paper, called the Weekly 
Journal, The Journal was edited by John Peter 
Zenger, one of the Palatines who had come over 
with Governor Hunter in 1710, and who had 
been apprenticed to Bradford the printer. The 
new paper supported the party opposed to the 
governor; in fact it had been established as the 
organ of the Whig or popular party. There 
was nothing that the Journal could do to bring 
the ‘“‘aristocrats,” as it called the Governor’s 
party, into contempt that it did not do. It 
criticised Governor, Councillors, Assemblymen, 
everybody and every thing connected with the 
ruling class. It made use of squibs, lampoons, 
ballads, witticisms, satire, when such would 
serve its ends, and is noteworthy as furnishing 
the first instance where the power of the press 
was invoked in aid of or against a political 
party. Bradford, who, as the State printer, 
espoused the Governor’s cause, replied in his 
Gazette, put his articles lacked the pith and 
vigor of those in the /ournal, some of which 
were written by the ablest men of the city. At 
last the Governor’s counsel pronounced four 
issues “libellous,” as containing many things 
“tending to sedition and faction, and to bring 
his Majesty’s government into contempt.” and 
ordered them burned by the. public hangman, 
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at the same time directing that the mayor and 
other city magistrates should attend the cere- 
mony; but the magistrates declined to obey the 
council’s behest, declaring it to be an arbitrary 
and illegal act, an opinion which was shared by 
most of the citizens. 

But when, a few days later, Zenger was seized 
and thrown into prison on a charge of libel, the 
city was wild with excitement. The same spirit 
which thirty years later resisted the Stamp Act, 
was exhibited then. Men clearly perceived that 
the right of the public press to openly criticise 
measures of government was in danger, and 
rallied, nor so much to the support of Zenger, 
as to the defence of a free press. The tidings 
created the greatest excitement throughout the 
colonies, and the issue of the trial was awaited 
with the deepest interest—Cuas. BURR TODD, 
in The Story of the City of New York.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


In civilization, as in literature, a high standard 
can only be obtained through an accumulation 
of experience. Both are the outgrowth of times 
gone by, built up from the inheritance of former 
generations, and strongly influenced by circum- 
stances, even the most insignificant occurrences 
during their growth aiding in moulding them 
and changing their aspect. The tenets, there- 
fore, put up for civilization and literature in one 
hemisphere can not always be considered as 
binding for another part of the world, where 
life and letters have developed under entirely 
different conditions. Although the fundamental 
principles of breeding and literature are eternal 
and identical throughout the world, the attempt 
to transplant the peculiarities which have grown 
around them in one country into a strange 
soil, will always result in failure, or at the best 
produce an exotic growth, kept alive with end- 
less care in a hothouse atmosphere, but lacking 
vitality in the healthy outdoor air of its new home. 

While in Europe the genealogy of man- 
ners, customs and usages, of art and of litera- 
ture can be traced back to the sources which 
brought them into existence, and the circum- 
stances which influenced and changed their as- 
pect to its present form be easily followed and 
seen, in America culture and letters alike have 
bloomed forth without a period of transition. 
In Europe the habit of leaving a cane in the hall 
when paying a visit can be traced back to an- 
tiquity, and the evolution of the novel of to-day 
from the romance of the middle ages can easily 
be tracked; but in America, which in a few 
years has grown to man’s estate, this process 
cannot be applied. The development of the 
society novel here can be followed to no possible 
American source, and there never were any 
transition stages between it and the invigorat- 
ing, healthful narratives of Cooper. Civilization 
here was not the outcome of ages of experience, 
but was created suddenly through the needs of 
a prosperous, rich community. No wonder, then 


that much which was unfit for American soil, and 
therefore speedily acquired an altogether differ- 
ent aspect, was adopted with what was good 
and ennooling from its European heath. 

Imitation never is successful; it trammels, 
and retards ; it is an obstacle instead of a help, 
destroying instead of beneficial. A school sel- 
dom produces the equal of its master by slavish 
imitations of his peculiarities without regard 
for individual adaptability and taste, and English 
civilization unaltered and unreformed will never 
live or produce good on American soil. 

American civilization does exist; the foreign 
components which still survive in it only retard 
its growth, and impede its progress. The 
foreigner who with foreign eyes views this strug- 
gle and sees in the attempt to mould foreign 
habits into a form adapted to entirely different 
conditions of life only a misconception of a 
vital principle, will very naturally despair of the 
future of America, and never see that the very 
extinction of his tenets will largely contribute 
to the development of a national, that is a gen- 
eral, civilization. 

American artists and authors go to Europe, 
seek inspiration from foreign sources, study 
foreign customs and manners, and then com- 
plain that national art is not appreciated in 
America because their products are rejected. 

National art is not formed in foreign countries; 
national civilization is not acquired at Cowes and 
London, in Biaritz and in Paris, and an Amer- 
ican literature with its plot laid in Europe and 
its characters “ educated abroad,” written on the 
lines laid down for European literature, will 
never be mighty and grand. 

The imported air of aristocratic languor 
which hovers over its homeless productions 
the cynical vein which runs through them, the 
pessimistic view of life which they express, are 
alike foreign and uncongenial to a healthy, push- 
jng race inthe beginning of its manhood, a race 
with an undaunted confidence in a brilliant future 

Demand creates supply in the necessities of 


> 
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life ; but where the luxuries and dainties of ex- 
istence are concerned, the rule is reversed and 
a tasteful, appetizing supply invariably creates a 
demand which will constantly increase and rise 
to a higher plane in correspondence with the 
growing charm, perfection and adaptability of 
the products of art and letters offered. 

A national art is created by the artist, not by 
the public: a national literature is brought to 
life by the author, not by the reader, and where 
either is offered the public will heartily respond: 

In art and fiction alike the subject does not 
lack ; American nature is just as grand and im- 
pressive as the most beautiful parts of Tyrol and 
Norway ; its history offers endless themes for 
inspiration, and the picturesque, though not 
the European picturesque, can be found in all 
its cities by him who looks with an artist’s eye. 

For the novelist who is anxious to produce 
a national work the subjects are near at hand, 
Human nature is the same all over the world, 
and the development of the characters will not be 
impeded by the fact that their embodiments 
walk on Madison Avenue, instead of the Boule- 
vard Malesherbes or the Haupt Allee; nay, the 
fact that a strongly delineated character moves 
in familiar places will increase the interest it 
arouses. American life offers many phases 
worth describing, both among the rich and 
prominent and among the middle and lower 
classes, and even the seemingly uneventful, tedi- 
ous existence of the poor clerk will be found 
to be teeming with interest. 

A proof of this is the popularity of biog- 
raphies in America. None but well-educated 
people take an interest in this branch of litera- 
ture in Europe; to the lower classes they seem 
tedious and tame, and undoubtedly are so. But 
the corresponding class in the United States 
take a deep interest in such narratives, because 
the lives of American men of note, of the 
workers who have forged their way to the front 
in the face of untold difficulties, are full of 
interest. and contain pages which vie with 
the tales of chivalry in force of dramatic situa- 
tion. Even the lives of staid old professors, 
whose placid countenance and contented mien 
would indicate an uneventful, calm life, will be 
found to be filled with situations which quicken 
the pulse-beat and make the heart beat faster. 

The Europcan political novels, the works of 
Disraeli and Samarow, flow over with noble 
names, with emperors, kings and princes, and as 
this class does not exist in the land of the free, 
and the law of imitation excludes initiative, 
political fiction is almost unknown in America. 
Yet such a novel would be of incalculable value 
in this country. It might open the eyes of its 
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rich young men to some evil to be remedied, 
some economical phase to be developed and 
Strengthened. It might arouse them to a nobler 
ambition than the imitation of the Earl who 
“wore asmoking jacket, a Scotch cap, patent 
leather pumps, had a cigarette between his lips 
and looked unutterably bored.”’ 

It might help to purify local politics, and 
bring about, if not de jure, what is much more 
to the point, de facto, a government of America 
by Americans. 

American fiction might look backward and ~ 
prove to European censors that the lack of civ- 
ilization is not owing to or found among the 
native born Americans, but that it was imported 
by the thousands of ruffians, paupers and crim- 
inals whom gold-mines and impunity brought to 
their shores ; it might point out to foreign critics 
that still to-day American life is an incessant 
struggle against the flood of ignorance and 
misery which is daily pouring in; it might 
proudly proclaim to alien fault-finders that this 
same turrent within a few years becomes con- 
verted into a peace-abiding number of men, who 
have learned at least how to dress, and to use a 
tooth-brush and a comb; and it might truthfully 
assert that America has given to these herds of 
down-trodden, brutalized beings the sense of 
self esteem and of the rights of maa. 

American fiction might prove that where the 
criticism is deserved and just, public opinion is 
straining every nerve to remedy the fault, and 
succeeding in eliminating day by day the object- 
ionable phases in its life. And it might declare 
once for all that in a country where the problem 
of humanity has been solved as it never was 
before, the capital sins of eating pie with a 
knife and French peas with a spoon will receive 
due attention when such minor matters as the 
supreme happiness of the human race have 
been forever settled. 

For literature and art a productive soil lays 
open in America. Its people are anxiously wait- 
ing for the waking up of its authors and artists 
to the fact that to be national a novel anda 
work of art alike should be representative of 
the country in which they were created ; waiting 
for them to understand that the ascent of an 
American from the humblest walks of life is 
more interesting to them than the ruin of a 
European nobleman, and that a picture of the 
inspiring beauties of Yellowstone and Niagara 
attracts them more than paintings, however 
beautiful and artistic, of Swiss chalets and 
Breton peasant-girls. 

Once this vital principle understood, Amer- 
ican literature and art will soar aloft and en- 
thral the world by their beauty and power.

A MINING CAMP. 


The search had been successful, and now the 
camp of Colusa was one of the liveliest .and 
most promising inthe West. A mining camp 
is like no other place on earth; there is a fascina- 
tion about it that is inexplicable, a spirit of 
enthusiasm that is contagious. Every man 
seems to carry in his face a hope anchored to 
the possibilities of theday. Reverses or present 
distress affect him little, for his is but the con- 
dition of pretty much allthe people around him; 
he bears with equanimity, with a sort of dogged 
cheerfulness even, to-morrow may be the day of 
fortune, and what a liberal fortune if luck is at 
all with him. 

In Colusa are congregated men of all nations, 
classes, trades, and characters. The laborer and 
the banker, the lawyer, the gambler, and the 
tramp pass and nod a recognition. -Allare in a 
sense adventurers; all are one in the common 
possession of a spirit which dares and which 
endures, and one in the ministry of fate which 
makes the laborer of to-cay the capitalist of to 
morrow, and the millionaire of one hour the 
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pauper of the next. And the heterogeneous 
mixture of men is reflected in the array of the 
shops. No section of street is devoted to special 
business, but everything is wedged in promis- 
cuously; pawn-shops, faro-banks, dry-goods 
stores, jewelry-houses, and low saloons are 
jumbled together and thrive in mutual tolerance. 
Here a group of men is congregated about the 
steps of some pretentious hotel, and right at 
hand a variety theatre proclaims the latest 
questionable play. But first and last and every- 
where in unchallenged supremacy is the saloon, 
and in the saloon always the gamblers holding 
Open court. 

At the end of the business street huddle the 
shanties of the Chinese quarter ; the wash-house, 
the gambling-room, the shops, and the joss- 
house reflect the life of the Celestial population. 
Through the dirty windows we can see them 
swarming in their crowded dens and catch a 
glimpse of the banks one above another. Pass- 
ing the closed doors (for ventilation is an abhor- 
rence), we hear the monotonous scraping of the 
fiddle and catch a breath of the noxious emana- 
tions and a stifling odor of opium. Though 
denied the privileges of mining, the coolies in- 
sinuate themselves along all the other avenues 
of profitand share in the general prosperity. 
They are execrated by the people and the press ; 
they are the sport and prey of hoodlum and of 
gamin; they are the victims of popular uprisings ; 
but patiently they keep on their industrious way 
and thrive in spite of persecution. 

Colusa, though embraciug thus men of all races 
and counting among its citizens often the crim- 
inal and the outlaw, is still not to be supposed a 
lawless town. If foraseason the unpvincipled 
element bursts its bounds or undertakes to run 
riot, the curb is near at hand. Quietly from 
mouth to mouth 3-7-77, the mystic number of 
the vigilantes, passes, and soon in the hush of 
midnight the guilty transgressors pay to law and 
order the tribute of their lives. 

Back from the public street are the homes, the 
schools and churches, where all is as quiet and 
orderly as a New England village. In these 
homes, removed from the strife, women and 
children lead the same helpful, holy lives that 
are lived in homes the world over. About this 
section, as indeed about the whole camp, there 
is an air of transitoriness that grows out of its 
very nature. The thousand little conveniences 
that modern civilization has made necessaries 
are unknown, for the people expect to be birds 
of passage, and are ready to spread their wings 
in flight upon the first evidence of decline. 

The houses stretch all along the side of the 
hilland down nearly to the little creek that winds, 
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one could not say flows, in front of the town. 

Beyond the creek, on the farther rise of the 
valley, liesthe cemetery. The graves are simple, 
marked generally by plain wooden headboards, 
though occasionally a coarse granite slab rises 
stiff and cold like the bleak region around it. 
No shading trees, no living flowers, are here, such 
as man longs to see blooming where rest the 
forms beloved, for the fatal smelter-smoke, like 
the breath of a pestilence, passes over, and 
every blossom withers in its blight.—JOSEPHINE

A FORECAST. . 


It was no bellicose wish which induced Gen. 
Boulanger to desire the experimental mobilisa- 
tion of two corps. At all events, whatever may 
have been his private views, there was grave 
reason why France should make the experiment: 
We have solid grounds for believing that, shortly 
prior to his proposal for the mobilisation of the 
corps, Genera] Boulanger had specifically ascer- 
tained that all arrangements for the movements 
by railway of the French army on a large scale 
were in a condition as chaotic as they had been 
prior to the war of 1870. If that is true, we 
would give very little for the value to France of 
the one-hundred and thirty five millions spent 
on the fortifications. 

For what, meantime, has Germany been doing 
as regards her own mobilisation? The one arm 
of the service which in 1870 was relatively slow 
in being ready was the one whose services were 
needed first—the cavalry. If we are rightly in- 
formed, such vigorous steps have been taken to 
remedy that inconvenience, that, thirty-six hours 
after the magic word “mobilise” has arrived, 
each cavalry regiment will be ready to take the 
field. Every thing is done in Germany with a 
silence which contrasts notably with the chatter 
and the fussy efforts at secrecy which were 
characteristic of General Boulanger’s adminis- 
tration. It is therefore not easy to be certain 
to what point the time required for mobilisation 
has been actually reduced. It is put sometimes 
now as lowas fourdays. The maximum time is, 
we believe, at all events, six days. After that, it 
will be simply a question of extremely rapid 
railway transport upon fortified places for large 
portions, at least, of the army. Without know- 
ing the total number of entraining and detrain- 
ing stations available for each corps, it would be 
impossible to estimate the time within which 
the German army may be reckoned upon to 
arrive within striking distance of the French 
line. Itis upon such points as these, the amount 
of rolling-stock and the multiplication of rail- 
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way lines, and not upon mere distance, that the 
rate of transfer of large bodies of troops de- 
pends. Seeing that the German Government 
has been bending all its energies to facilitate 
movement by these means ever since the war, 
we confess that we anticipate a rapidity of con- 
centration on the frontier or on the Rhine that 
will startle the world almost as much as the 
earlier successes of 1870 surprised it. If that 
confusion reigns over the French mobilisation 
which we anticipate, so that, at the moment 
when the German forces are ready on their 
frontier, the occupation of the French frontier 
forts is in progress, or if the forts are occupied 
by inferior troops hurriedly brought together, 
that will be the moment of the German stroke. 
—COoLONEL MAuRICE, in The Balance of the 
Military Power in Europe. 


ORIGIN OF THE CONSCIENCE. 


Is Conscience the product of individual train- 
ingandexperience? To this question sensation- 
alist philosophers (‘‘experientialists”), from 
Hartley down till the announcement of the 
theory of evolution, replied in the affirmative. 
In answer to the question, however, it may be 
said, — 

1.—If any power or faculty of a rational being 
can be shown to be original, and not the product 
of experience or education, the conscience can. 
To be a rational being at all is to be a moral 
being with a moral faculty. Reason does not 
more immediately and necessarily distinguish 
between the physical qualities of bodies, or the 
intellectual qualities of minds and thoughts, 
than it does between the moral qualities of acts; 
and the physical qualities of things and intel- 
lectual qualities of persons are not more indubit- 
ably real than are the moral qualities of acts. 
If the reason be in any sense an original endow- 
ment,—experientialists prior to the theory of 
evolution admitted it to be inborn from the 
beginning of the race,—then the conscience 
must be innate, since it is but one and the same 
discriminating or rational power, and a power 
that isemployed now upon objects with qualities 
purely physical or intellectual, and now upon 
objects with qualities strictly moral. And we are 
clearly conscious of distinct kinds of emotions 
according to the special objects with which our 
rational power is occupied; the emotions when 
the objects are moral being distinctively moral 
emotions, and recognized as such in conscious- 
ness. 

2.—Education, training, and experience can do 
no more and no less for the conscience than they 
can for any other faculty. The promptness’ 
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vigor, authority, and accuracy with which con- 
science acts will depend on the practice and 
training to which it has been subjected, but no 
amount of culture or experience can originate 
it, any more than they can originate the reason, 
the memory, orthe will; or in fact than they can 
originate the rational being. The conscience, 
regarded as the soul’s demand and capacity for 
moral distinctions, and for moral judgments with 
responsive emotions, is an integrant part of 
human nature as such, and is as universal as the 
human race. 

3—The assumption that conscience is the 
product of education and training rests upon a 
confusion of ideas. It confounds the faculty of 
conscience with its products, with its judgments 
and the resulting emotions. The same act may 
be regarded with dissimilar and even opposing 
judgments by two persons who have received 
dissimilar trainings. But it is the standards by 
which they judge, and not the faculty that judges, 
which their training has given them. When it 
is affirmed that because two children differently 
trained may regard the same act with opposite 
emotions, therefore conscience must be the work 
of education, it is evident that the faculty is 
confounded with its judgments and emotions. 
Misled by defective or false standards, that is, 
judging by mistaken laws of right, its judgments 
may be wholly false; but the faculty icself no 
amount of training, and no deficiency or falsity 
of standard, can ever give or utterly take away 
There can be no emotion, call it by whatever 
name we will, without thought; and there can 
be no thought without a faculty for thinking.

A PLEA FOR ACTORS. 


On April 6th, 1846, Dickens took the chair at 
the first anniversary festival of the Genetal The- 
atrical Fund Association, and in the course of 
the speech in which he proposed the toast of 
the evening, said: 

‘‘Let us ever remember that there is no class 
of actors who stand so much in need of a reti- 
ring fund as those who do not win the great 
prizes, but who are nevertheless an essential 
part of the theatrical system, and by conse- 
quence bear a part in contributing to our pleas- 
ures. We owe them adebt which we ought to pay. 
The beds of such men are not of roses, but of 
very artificial flowers indeed. Their lives are lives 
of care and privation, and hard struggles with 
very stern realities. It is among the poor actors 
who drink wine from goblets, in colour marvel- 
lously like toast-and-water, and who preside 
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at Barmecide feasts with wonderful appetites 
for steaks,—it is from their ranks that the most 
triumphant favourites have sprung. And sure- 
ly, beside this, the greater the instruction and 
delight we derive from the rich English drama, 
the more we are bound to succour and protect 
the humblest of those votaries of the art who 
add to our instruction and amusemeut. 

“ Hazlitt has well said that ‘There is no class 
of society whom so many persons regard with 
affection as actors. We greet them on the 
stage, we like to meet them on the streets; they 
always recall to us pleasant associations.’ When 
they have strutted and fretted their hour upon 
the stage, let them not be heard no more—but 
let them be heard sometimes to say that they 
are happy in their old age. .When they have 
passed for the last time from behind that glit- 
tering row of lights with which we are all 
familiar, let them not pass away into gloom and 
darkness—but let them pass into cheerfulness 
and light—into a contented and happy home. 

“This is the object for which we have met; 
and I am too familiar with the English char- 
acter not to know that it will be effected. When 
we come suddenly in a crowded street upon the 
careworn features of a familiar face—crossing us 
like the ghost of pleasant hours long forgotten 
—let us not recall those features with pain in 
sad remembrance of what they once were, but 
let us in joy recognize it, and go back a pace 
or two to meet it once again, as that of 
a friend who has beguiled us of a moment of 
care, who has taught us to sympathise with vir- 
tuous gricf, cheating us to tears for sorrows not 
our own—and we all know how pleasant are 
such tears. Let such a face be ever remembered 
as that of our benefactor and friend—From 
Charles Dickens and the Stage. 


THE QUEEN OF THE NYMPHS. 


“Many years ago—or, to be exact, the year 
Apollo was born—the beautifui Queen of the 
Nymphs inhabiting the Brianza from the shores 
of Lecco to Como, was carried to Delos by com- 
mand of Juno, to excite the jealousy of the vain 
Themis, who had incurred her displeasure. 

“The Nymphs were unable to agree who should 
be their new queen, and hearing that Neptune 
was at Olympus attending an assembly of the 
gods, they decided to ask him to come and 
choose the most beautiful among them, that she 
might be their sovereign. About that time a’ 
strange nymph came fromthe northto make her 
home with an old aunt who lived near the shore 
of the Como. The rare beauty of the little 
stranger was undeniable, and it was equalled by 
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the loveliness of her spirit. One day the news 
spread like wild-fire that Neptune, who could 
not come personally in answer to their message, 
had sent a young Triton to represent him. His 
name was Luitello; and when he arrived he 
proved to be not only well-born but handsome. 

He was not indifferent to the sensation he 
created, and slyly postponed naming his choice, 
on the plea that where so many were beautiful 
he found the task difficult. But he had not yet 
seen the new-comer, who performed her regular 
duties such as changing the moss of her aunt’s 
bed, preserving strawberries, gathering a stock 
of fig-leaves against the coming winter, without 
giving a thought to the dashing visitor. 

Toward evening, when her work was done, she 
enjoyed going to the top of one of the neighbor- 
ing hills to see the sunset, after which she would 
saunter home singing her Northern songs, until 
gradually the other nymphs learned to listen for 
the soft tones with which she accompanied her 
steps. At last there came an evening when she 
was later than usual, and the moonbeams were 
shimmering upon the lake before they heard her 
voice. Asshe reached the water near where 
they were gathered she uttered an exclamation 
of delight and stood fascinated by the scene. 

Then her voice gently floated to them, and for 
the first time they detected something wistful 
in its quality. As they listened breathlessly, a 
form floated across the moonlight, and they saw 
Luiteilo, absorbed by the music.

Although the poor Transvaal seems to be 
doomed to years of political trouble before it 
can become truly prosperous, it is undoubtedly, 
with its undeveloped mineral wealth, its rich 
soil, the game which abounds there for the hunt- 
er, and, above all, with its glorious climate, the 
country of the future of South Africa. The 
farmers seem to want rousing; they lack am- 
bition. Large tracts of country, capable of pro- 
ducing almost anything, lie dormant, waiting for 
employment. The best thing that can happen 
to the country is the successful opening up of 
some paying gold fields. This would bring many 
men of the-right sort to the country, men with 
energy and determination, and above all, some 
healthy ambition. To the stranger newly arrived 
in the country the people seem lazy and listless, 
but after a year’s residence there this same list- 
lessness gradually begins to steal over the new- 
comer. Hethen greets the latest comer, who is 
energetic and indifferent to heat, with the re- 
mark: “ Wait till you have been out here as long 
as I, and see how you will like it then.” 

Experts believe the. mineral wealth of the 
Transvaal to be enormous. The diversity and 
variety of the minerals found there is unsurpass- 
ed. It has lead, cobalt, silver, plumbago, salt- 
peter, sulphur, iron, the best coal, and above all, 
gold. Echoes reach the ear of a story that there 
are signs on the western coasts. and not far dis- 
tant, of the mines of Ophir. One also hears of 
an impregnable country beyond, and of a tribe 
kindred to the Basutos, ruled by the great chief 
“Sekukuni.” Everything one hears in Africa 
that is weird and strange one easily believes. 

As a grazing country the Transvaal is by far 
the best in South Africa. Sheep, cattle and 
horses thrive there, and certain districts are es- 
specially suited to one or another class of live- 
stock. It is in some parts well wooded, partic- 
ularly in the north, while its producing capabil- 
ities are practically unlimited. When traffic can 
be easily extended to Delagoa Bay, it is confid- 
ently expected great changes will take place. 

It remains to be seen whether the Boer, left 
to himself, is capable of self-government with 
progress. Will he utilize the advantages of his 
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country, or will he rest from generation to gen- 
eration in stagnant content, comforting himself 
with the maxim: ‘“ What was good enough for 
my father is good eaough for me.”—LOUISE
